ber. It includes mily tlioso landed by 
steamer at Victoria from foreign ports, 
and 97,638 came from Seattle This 
number, is In excess of other seasons 
by a .good ■margin, the. rate .war hav- 
ing Its 'effect In iri^ticlngi travel. The 
San Francisco.' Steamer^,: landed i,!io 1 
passengers, in'' Viotorla;aild carried O.til l 
through to Seattle;.wijllo the liners ar- 
riving from China, and 'Japan ibrouglit 
3,264 'Of ' all classes, saloon ana steer- 
age,:"- tourists; iand'; coolies,',: to 'Vlbtorla 
and carried 9,211 beyond this port. Tho 
Australian steamers brought- B46 who 
were landed hbfo and took 1;608' on, 
while the Mexican liners' landed 49 
iiiissengers' herb and cairied on 110. 
There .were also a few arrivals from 
Capo Npm.e and other ports. 

It was In May, June, July and Au- 
gust that the bulk or the iravi^i took 
place. The commencement of the rate 
war on May 10 began the inllux from 
.Seattle. Cominenciiig with the crowds 
of 1,000 and 1,134 brouglit by the two 
steamers on that Sunday tho arrivals 
during May totalled 22,666, those com- 
ing from Seattle this month totalling 
more than during any other month. 
In Juno the number dropped to 17,s:;:!, 
nnd In July to 16,038 while In August 
there was a revival, the totals rcaehinf; 
20,2r.G. Since September began S,-7i 
have come here. The 'sm.allest number 
travelled in January when only i.iKi:; 
eaiue during this month, and during 
tho succeeding months prior to May 
tho totals were: February, 2,7;i7- 
•March, S.sio, and April, 4,842. Five 
times this number came the following 
month. 

' Season Waning 

Now the season Is waning. The pic- 
nicker no longer spreads his luncheon 
on tho grieensward' of tho iiarliament 
buildings and. raiises as to wh.itlu r the 
King, is caged behind the orm imental 
gates of ahe main, entrance, wiiilo ins 
womenfolk Indite' postcards telling of 
their safe arrival "In England"; no 
longer the small army of canvassers 
meet the Incomlng' cfbwds' to ''Scatter 
handbills, cards and other advertise- 
ments. The thousand excursionists of 
last month have^^wlridled to 300 on a 
trip at the week .'end this month, .uui 
the season la Over. :;Never before—and 
the rate war Had Its bearing, in this— 
was the travel so great as this season, 
when ne;tr 80,000 travellers arrived In 
Victoria during the months of .Mav, 
June, July and .\ugust. 

The inrush of excursionists and 
tourists began early, in April "when 
the rate war was at its height, the 
steaihers: PfUtcess Victoria and Chi))- 
pewa'-brought as many passengers ns 
tho law ■allowed,' 2,000 ..n each trip. On 
her llrst trip thb Chippewa crowded 
l.iiOO on board.- The majority camo 
for tho day, and there are not many peo- 
ple loft in Seattle who have riot been 
"abroad" this Slimmer as 'the result of 
the rate war!. Tho pheap trip appealed 
to them, and they came In their hun- 
dreds to do Victoria nnd return tho 
same day, or the following one. • 

Picture PoBtcards 
_ Tiie sale of picture postearcls ex- 
ceeded that of any iirevious season, fur 
the greater proportion of the excur- 
sionists bought iilcturo jiostcards by 
the dozen, and the iiost oMice was ;il- 
way lloodeil witii tliem after tin, ex- 
cursion steamer sailed. Owe mercliaiit 
took .advantage of the cra/.e to have 
some extra clieaj) iilctiire inistcards 
printed and boys ini>t e;ieh boat to dis- 
tribute dodgers telling of the liargaln 
postcards.

Tho directors of the Provincial Royal 
Jubilee hospital bold a two hours' ses- 
sion Friday evening. In tho absence 
of tho president, F. B. Pembbi'ton,-tho 
vice-president,. H. A. Lewis took the 
chair; the other directors present be- 
ing James Forman, H. D. Helmcken, 
K. C, J. B. Martin, J. "W. Bolden, Alex. 
Wilson and K. S. Day. 

Tho following letter from Dr. R. V. 
Dolby, M. B.. M. S., was read and 
placed on file: 

Before leaving Victoria I should like 
to bring to your notice my deepest 
appreciation for tho skill and caro 
which have been so freely given to my 
patients during the lost fifteen months. 
I have nothing but the deepest regard 
for the. matron and all .thai nursea, for 
the. very'Tilttaid 'andDprotnpt.i'way ;:ln 
which they have 'at. all times ' gone but 
ot their way to ibe of service to 'me, 
and In adapting jthemselvea fo all the 
necessities for urgent~'ihedlcal and 
surgical work. 

It is, of course, fiuito, unnecessary' 
of me to let you know tho sincere ooll- 
gntlon I am under to all tho medical 
officers, Dr. 1-Iasell, Dr. Leodcr and Dr. 
Wallace. 

IC there are anj' unprejudiced and 
dispassionate criticisms which you 
would care to hear from me as to ihr 
general organization of tho hospital 1 
should bo only too liapjiy to let you 
have them. I am, dear sirs, very faith- 
fully yours. R. V. DOLBEY. 

A \-oto of thanks was passed and 
wdi bo forwarded to Dr. Dolbey by thb 
.■iccretury, Mr. Blwofthy, who Was 
furtlior instructed to inform him that 
tlio directors would bo glad to receive 
from him any suggestlon.s which lie 
cared to submit with tho view oC Im- 
proving ill any way the general hospi- 
tal conditions. 

An application which was received 
tor tho position of medical officer in 
cliargo of tho new X-ray apparatus 
which wa.s purchased by Dr. Hascll 
during Ills recent' European trip, was 
rel'orred to tho house committee. Dur- 
ing Ills absence Dr. llasell devoted 
considerable time to tho examination 
of electrical api)llances which are utll- 
lzc<l for medical purposes, and lie lias 
purchased an apparatu.s of the very 
•latest and best description. 

Certain firo insurance matters Were 
referred to a .sub-committee, and Dr. 
llasell proHCnted the following repoil: 
Total days' stay during the rnimth 
of August, 2. 1-13, and total number of 
patients who were under treatmonf, 
168, of whom no less than 81, or prac- 
tically one-half.,6f, the patients, wero 
treated frea of -all charge. This very 
large proportion. -of . free patients Is, 
nevertheless, a cause of much concern 
to the directors, a.^ It is rendering the 
situation more acute than Ifhas ever 
been before, owing to llio deficiency, 
compared with the demands for admis- 
sion, In tho number of private rooms 
which are available for uso. Forwlille 
all the free beds are kept filled ))a- 
tlont.s who are able and wUlInK..l.o i,av 
for their treatment and In thisYianner 
enable thi.s important institution, not 
only to .support Itsftlf out of Its own 
actual and legitimate earnings a.s far 
.as mar be possible, but also to extend 
iti? f eld of usefulness,; are almost con- 
stantly being turned away from Us 
doors. 

Financial Position 
This critical .state of things gave 
rise to considerable discussion in re- 
ference to the hospital's financial posi- 
tion, when It was made perfectly clear 
that the, funds which were In sight 
wouId .no iniora than barely meet the 
cost of i, the, works which are at the 
moment In hand, and notably tho rc- 
roofing of tho shingled portion of tiin 
promises- with flro-proof material and 
the building of tho. nurses home. Tho 
m-mer contract 'Which' consumed near- 
ly 52000 was paid for during the past 
month, but the nurses home will not 
bo finished until towards tho close of 
the present year. In tho opinion of 
the directors it is absolutely neceasaj-y 
that assl.stanco shall bo obtained from 
.some source which is not at the mo- 
ment visible. If the very largo expen- 
ciltiu-e U'liich has become Imperative 
iu consequence of the o.xiKoncics of tlio 
situation and tho Immen.sely Increased 
demands whicli are now being made 
upon tho resources of thl.s hospital are 
j ill any adorpiate manner to bo met, as 
nn less a sum than $100,000 and pos- 
-il'ly $150,000 must be raised In order 
to iirovide the extensions and winj^s 
wiilch have become aboslutely necos- 
i.ary. Tho discussion ended In a re- 
mittance of the wliolo question to tho 
executive ooniniltteo with Instructions 
to iireparo a well considered plan hav- 
ing reference not only to the proposed 
extension in tlie liospHal accommoda- 
tion but also to the miithods by means 
ot which the funds can be secured, 
which Is :to be submitted to tho board 
at tne^earllest possible moment. In 
tho course of tho debate it was ob- 
served that tho patients who come 
from tho Inferior to the coast for 
hospital treatment at-the present time 
remain. at Vancouver In consequence 
I'f the prevailing Impression that the 
\ ( ry largo sum ftrhlch has been ex- 
pended during the lost few years upon 
lK,.-,pltal accommodation In that city 
ensures for them much bettor treat- 
ment than Is possible elsewhere, 
whereas those Who are really familiar 
with all the Ina hnd'tho outs of the 
t nation 'are agreed that in every pos- 
lile particular and especially in tho 
mo.st difficult departments of ho.spital 
work tha Jubilee hospital ranks sec- 
ond to no other similar Institution 
upon the ontiro Pacific coast. While 
fnrtlier, tlio fact was by no means for- 
gotten that -those jiatlonts who come 
from tho interior aro almost always 
v.-cll- to-do and aro both willing and 
able to p;iy liandsomoly for tho caro 
and attention which their cases- de- 
mand, and which they must rccelvo 
And wliUe the hospital authorities 
have no desire to turn away any 
patients merely becau.so they are un- 
able to pay for tho wm'k done, nnver- 
theloss they cannot be altogether blind 
to the commercial side of tho (|ues- 
tlon, as tho reasonable i)roflts which 
accrnn froin tho paying jiatlentH very 
innterlally lessen tho weight of the 
demands which must In any event bo 
made upon tho generosify of tho pub- 
lic, while it enables the usefulness of 
tho Instltutlqn to be greatly extended 
In other? and ^Very necessary quarter.s. 
Nevertheless -the question ot way.s and 
means' -when tho amount to bo raised 
assumes such formidable proportions 
as $100,000 and $1CO,000, will no doubt 
prove to bo a vor^ thorny prnjiosltlon, 
It was also remarked that many of 
tlio paying patients aro accompanied 
by friends who spend considerable 
money In tho town which they visit, 
Tho directors arc determined to do 
their part in tho dovoloiimont of this 
i.chomo. feeling aij.«iurGd that tho citi- 
zens will como to tholr support in tlio

The debentures 
have been purchased by Messrs. Stlm- 
son & Company, of Toronto, who have 
reciuested tlie council to so arrange 
matters as to vary the form ot Issue 
of tho deljentures by issuing the same 
In two ."^ets for payment at two dis- 
tinct dates in.steacl of the varying 
dates as now set forth In tho deben- 
tures. To do this will necessitate 
the council applying, to the lieutenant- 
governor 'in counoll-iloK-^ authority to 
change tho debentures . to the desired 
form,.M«8srs. Stlmson agreeing to pay 
rOV.er.' the purchase money to the city 
oh or before October 15 and to pay 
all expenses Incidental to the change. 
This change Is lu ing asked for on the 
grounds that the debentures can bo 
the more ca.sily , handled by Messrs. 
Stlmson & Company as investors In 
large block.s'of debentures prefer hav- 
ing their hoidlriga .coUTo due on one 
date. „. - .,ji'T" \.

DUILDING OPERATIONS 
SOMEWHAT LESS ACTIVE 



Demand for Permits During 
Present Month Shows a 
FallinsOff 



X.'nless the balance of the month 
show.s a great Increave ini building nc- 
tivily September building llgures will 
sliow a consider.-ib'e decrease in value 
and number of buiidlngs erect(-d com- 
pared with last month with its total 
of lUty-nlnc j)ermlts and an aggregate 
value for thi' buildings for which per- 
mits wore i.«sued of 5U*0,770. These 
Au.gu.st llguri'H cinistltuto ;l record for 
the year, but Sei)li inl)er, unices a 
great improvi.>nu>nt takr-s place during 
the n<'xt ten days, will fall far short 
of tluso figures. And yet builders 
state that wliile the season Is com- 
paratl\-cly quiet .1u.st now, there is 
mncli building .rjoln;; on in all .'-ectlons 
of the city, much of tiil.M. however. Vic- 
ing of buildings for which iiermlts 
were issued last month. 

An indication of tlie Increase in 
dwolUngs is, showin" by tho fact that 
the waterworks department Js called 
upon to 'Iiistal water connections at 
the rate ot abouf^four each day, and 
while some- of these arc for buildings 
which have been erected for a year or 
two but tenanted by those who desire 
tho water, service as' the system Is ex- 
tended, yet tho great majority are for 
new buildings which have Just been 
completed or aro nearing completion. 

"While during the past few montli.'? 
a largo miniber of dwellings liavo 
erected and one would sujijioso that 
by reason thereof there would bo an 
Inci-eaao In tho number of dwellings 
for rent, agents state, however, that 
as a matter <if fact tliere Is a scarcity 
and it is difficult for tho houso- 
Beekera to get modern dwellings to 
rent. In every p.'irt of the city build- 
ings liave been going up In numbers, 
but all aro (uilckb- occupied, .-iiul still 
tliere contlnue.s a .steady demand on 
tho part of those who wish to rent. 
With the approach f)f winter In tho 
ea^t and the better financial conditions 
there consccpioiit on the good crop this 
year. It is expected that this winter a 
much larger number of vlsltor.s will 
spend tho winter hero than last year. 
Victoria aH tlio Ideal winter resort Is 
well known to the resldeiits of the 
liralrio jirovlnces, and visitors from 
that section nC tlie country state that 
during the soi-ore winter nioiitlis back 
east then^ will be a gre.-itcr exodus to 
the Pad lie coast. 

This movement \vlll' mean an in- 
creased demand for residential quart- 
ers, particularly for furnished houHos, 
and agcntH ytato that thoro will be dlf- 
llculty in meeting tho demand should 
tho newcomers arrive in anything like 
the number expected.

Only one day intervenes before the 
opening of the Victoria exhibition ot 
1908.

It is pointed out by Mr. Smart that 
tho brightness of tlie prospect is par- 
ticularly gratifying in view of tho 
fact that w-licn the preparations were 
inaugurated several months ago there 
was a problem ot serious proportions 
to bo solved. The old buildings had 
been completely demolished by lire 
and It was even hinted that the -an- 
nual show would bo abandoned. But 
it wasn't allowed to drop. Tho of- 
ficials locked hands In the determina- 
tion, by united effort, to build it up 
anew. The necessary fund.s were 
ral.sed, other structures were desigmul 
and constructed, tho work was rushed 
to a satisfactory conclusion, and, in 
tiiu process, such enthusiasm was 
roused and such attention directed to 
tho Capital that Mr. Smart asserts 
"Victoria Is on the eve of bringing 
oft a show which in tho number of 
Its entries, in , the support , promised 
from, all quarters, and In general ox- 
ceJlehce will be second to; hone ever 
hold within the confines oHi' British 
Qolutnljla.'', '-'•.>„-■■ '<; fr,.n<'!

•-' ' Everything a Feature -?? • 
Asked to specify whatMn' his' opin- 
ion, would be the ^features of ' the ex- 
hibition, Mr. Smart answered that It 
was dlftlcult to select any one branch 
"because everything would bo a fea- 
ture." And he said it in all serious- 
ness, without a smile. Unconsciously, 
however, his next remark indicated 
what lie thought would be one of tlie 
most prominent .attractions. "Tlie 
horse show," he said, "is dcvelopin.^' 
into a - larger and more Important 
event as the days pass and I should 
not be surprised If, in the quality ot 
the stock displayed and in the number 
oC tho competitors. It would outrival 
that which took place In "Vancouver 
and .'ov.or^-whloh'i therei'wore.< BO-Vmany 
kind things said by the mainland 
press." - And Mr. Smart went on in his 
enthusiasm to dllato on tho outlook. 
Kvery class had its quota of entries, 
the jumping contests had drawn com- 
lietltorg , f rom Victoria and tho out- 
side, the pavilion boxes had been rent- 
ed and there wero Indications that 
tho accommodation would be taxed to 
It.s Capacity each night. 

Industrial Exhibits 
I'lion reference was made to tho ex- 
hibits in the main building. The space 
was all occupied. Thirty or forty 
firms would be represented while, in 
addition, there would be a splendid art 
and a llrst class displa.v of women's 
work. Tlio commercial fruit exhibit, 
as a result of the elimination of the 
district exhibits, would be larger and, 
ho thought, ^ better , than In the past. 
Tha district' east of the Cascades, as 
well as that west of that range, would 
be in evidence and the fight between 
the two for first place would be the 
keenest ever seen here To lend the 
finishing touch there was the school 
exhibit the principal feature of which 
^vouI(l be tho manual training depart- 
ment. In this some twenty or thirty 
boy.s would be constantly employed, 
thus giving the public an ojiportunity 
ot obtaining a pr.-ic'ticai Insight into 
tho course which the majority of tlie 
box students at tlie local cducatlnnal 
institutions undertook and its beneilt 
to them. 

Variety of Attractions 
Of the attractions, Mr. Smart ex- 
philnod that every d;iy there would bo 
some cliango — great care having been 
t'xor(-iscd in so arrangln.g tiie events 
tluit a single individual might spend 
th(' (uitlro v/cek on; the grounds and 
every day witness something new.

Said rare old Hen Johnson three hun- 
dred year.s ago and ever since, as in- 
deed before his time, women have 
striven to lind out how best to bring 
aliout a consimuiiation so devoutly to 
lie wished. There are women wlio 
have th(^ mean;; to gratify every ex- 
travagant fancy. Hut tliey, after all, 
form a very small minority of womon- 
Idnd and can safely be left to the ten- 
dor morcios of the milliners and mo- 
distes who, as a rule, design tho cos- 
tumes In which they appear. 

There are, however, in every city 
thousands of women, young and old, 
who while not animated by love" of 
dress for Its ■■own sake, desire to ap- 
pear well in tlie eyes 6f their hus- 
bands or sweethearts as well as in 
those! of thoir ■ friends and acquaint- 
ances. How to do this without taking 
too large a share ol llicir own income, 
If tlie.v are wage-earners, or of that of 
their liusbands and fathers il thev are 
not, Is a iirolileai oltcn puzzling. A 
.great many, perliajis most, women get 
wliat they can, when thoy can without 
planning In any delmito way for their 
\' ardrol.'e. Dtlicrs go to work In a 
more systematic manner and iJorhap;: 
il is these who appear well dressed on 
an income wliicli others would find 
flulti' inadcfiuatc. 

Many of the women's Journals and 
some of the dally papers liavc given 
estimates of what U would cost to 
dress well upon, but what is suflicieiit 
in one city does not fullH the reiiulre- 
ments of another. Wo have heard of 
lat,7 much complaint of the cost of 
living In Victoria. Ladies of experieriei; 
have been hoard to say tliat a wom'as 
In this city' can dress well as cheaply 
hero as In most places on tHe con- 
tinent. 

Will some of the readers ot Woman's 
rfealni who have made this matter of 
economical dressing a study give oth- 
ers the benent of their experience? 
■On how kmaU a sum i,er annum can 
a woman Jn business, or living in her 
own home on a moderate income 
dross well, in Victoria'^ and how 
should the money be expended? are 
tho riuestlqns. which communications 
on this subjeet'should answer. 

Tho matter of economical dressing 
unimportant as' It may seem to men, 
is one on which much of tho happiness 
of the homo depends. Oii the ono hand 
very few women can be amiable and 
contented IC "they .feel that they aro 
siiabblly or bandly dressed. And on 
the other. If wives and daughter.s are 
extravagant, few men can boar the 
strain on their purses with equanimity. 
As for tho working woman if all, or 
the greater part of her wages la' spent 
in dress, It Is impossible .fori her •■, to 
.savo anything for the futuna -••Aidls- 
cii-sslon of ways and means .'can do no 
harm. It may lielp those who'-"are In- 
experienced and show others how they 
may Improve on their methods, of 
wearing or spending. ; 

There is no subject that has for the 
human race such a painful Interest 
as tliat ol' the cure of cancer. This 
terrible disease soems so mvsterlous 
and ;!0 prevalent that anything which 
throw.s light uiMin it is eagerly read. 
Tlie following article on cancer ro- 
seai'cli, taken from the Toronto News, 
shows the result of tho sesoarche.s of 
llu! iihysicians of the workl un to this 
date. 

"At the annual meeting in London 
of the Imperial (.'aiieer I^esearel; luiiil 
a summary of tie- results of llu,- 
lahi)r;itory work of the past five je.'ir.'i 
was given by Mr. H. '1'. Uutlln. The 
main (U.-^i-overy, as cited b.\' .Mr. Butlin, 
was tliat cancer is not an Incurable 
disease. He explained that for many 
years nieilleal students liad Ixien 
taught tiiat the disease was in tho 
blood, and that the tumor or ulc 
wlilrli develojied in some jiart of tin; 
body was merely an outward marii- 
feslatlon of a constitutional weakness 
I"or that reason It was believed that 
surgery was of llltlo use, as the re- 
moval of one growth was soon follow- 
ed by another In •jomo other part of 
tho body. What operations were per- 
lormcd were undertaken without hope 
of curing the malady. • All that the 
surgeon could expect was to givo tho 
patient a temporary relief. But of 
late jeara tho theory had been luo- 
nnilgaled that cancer was prinmrily a 
local disease which afterwards became 
eonstltutlonal, though this theory 
rested on such slender grounds that 
for many years the b(>st practitioners 
could ne)t aect-pt it. 

Hut tlie ex)ieriineiils of tho Ro^earch 
l'\uid, which liave been careful and 
thorough, liav 



known and estoemed by every memhcr 
of the congregation, .\lways bright 
and cheerful and ready to undertalic 
any task, however difllcult, she con- 
tributed greatly to the prosperity of 
the little church.

CONCERNING^WOMEN 

The London Sphere says;, England 
is nvorcrowdod ' with :; marriageable 
healthy girls of tho educated claasoH, 
and man.v of them-would! bo well ad- 
vised to go out to' Canada, whero 
doinostio helps are ho ptroatly needed. 
In British Columbia a friend who lias 
been spending the summer in a de- 
lightful resort 011 Vancouver Island 
tells me that It is iinpossllile to get 
servants except Chinese and .lapaiie.'^e. 
who ask exorbitant wages .and wlio are 
very Independent. In conseipK.-nce 
ladles of rellneinent are obliged to do 
their own liousehold work as well as 
look after the children. The clliuali; 
I.S e.xcellent and .with. the. new railway 
extenslona and land openings emigra- 
tion has considerably Increased, and 
housewives and helps are greatly 
needed." 

* * * 

".\o girl should, liovvover, go to 
Canada without having had some 
traiuing to lit her for the colonial life. 
.She must learii to cook, make bread, 
wash iiiul iron, as well as understand 
housemaid's work, and havc^ a know- 
ledge of gardening, ixjullry-keeplng. 
and dairywork. There aro several 
colonial training colleges where every- 
thing necessary is taught, and in 
London and In .all the great cities a 
iliorough education In home duties 
can bo obtained at the technical 
schools for quite a moderate sum. In 
Canada, where the .majority- of .ladles 
have no choice but to . d^o tjielr own 
work, tho lady help. If an j educated 
woman, is treated jahd. looked upon as 
a friend, and If'ho'r life -Is^a fairly 
hard one, it has liioro compensations 
than that of the poorly-jjaicl governess' 
at home."

h'Irst, and vei-y important: Keep 
your bed and bedroom warm and dry 
during the day. An open window anil 
a cold room will maice the bed damp 
and cold, and will give its unfortunato 
occupant a severe cold at least. If not 
won-se. A damp bed is a veritable 
brooding place for liacteria. Jlany 
housekeepers, having lieard ot the ne- 
cessity of fresh air, leave tho bedroom 
window open during the day, filling It 
with cold air when' none is needed, 
and then close the -window for tlio 
night, when the room Is occupied and 
fresh air Is needed In abundance. Any 
one can sec how contr.n-y to common 
sense such praeetlure is. 

Tho custom of some housekeepers to 
keep the "spar'.^ room" clo.sed at all 
times, and then opening il only or 
warming it just before putting a guest 
into it, is, to put It mildly, very 
thoughtless. Cold Objects, bedding In- 
cluded, when exposed to sudden heat, 
condense the moisture in the air, 
and consequently such beds aro al- 
ways damp and cold, and aro tho 
most unhealthy, and should bo avobl- 
ed, even by gruosta. Bettor go to an 
up-to-date hotel or walk home any 
number of miles, than to sloop in sucii 
a bed. 

Second. All j'our clothing worn in 
the daytime, footyiroar included, open 
out and hang over chairs, or on iiooks 
near the stove or register to dry and 
air during the nl^ht,' If you neglect 
this slmiJle, sanitary measure your 
clothing will feel danlp and cold In tlie 
morning, because it stilt contains tho 
evaporations from your body during- 
tho previous- day, and your clothing 
will have an unpleasant odor from 
these evaporations. Drying and airing 
your footwear during the night will 
keep your feet from sweating, cold- 
ness and bad odors. 

Third. Your bed and room, warm 
and dry, have plenty light-weight 
li.ddlng. Th'jn ju'st boforo retiring, 
I'loso tho door, and open a window 
from tho bottom, "Wliero more than 
one person sloops In a room, the wln- 
do-w*must be raised lilgher. This will 
give jin abniidanco of fresh air while | 
yon sleep. Place the bed so that the j 
fresh air current will not strike you | 



TRIED JRECIPES 

Tomatoes on -Toast 
'Take small . firm - tomatooM ■ of oven 
size sullicient. to cover, the ^bottom iof 
tluj saucepan, butter the bottom of 
tho pan, S(5t tho tomatoes close to- 
gether, so they lit wltliout squeezing; 
then pour enough boiling water over 
them to cover them a halt Inch. LiCt 
them boil slowly live minutes. In the 
nieantlino toast bread from which the 
crust ha.s been trimmed. Lay tlio 
slices on hot plates, and moisten them 
with boiled milk or hot water, butter- 
ing tho slices Bllglitly. When the to- 
motocs .have boiiea .five, -minutes'; lift 
theni out one by. oho 'witli" a 'pihall, 
skihimer and place one oti each slice 
ot toast. Then gash each tomato 
deeply twice in the toij with a very 
sharp Icnlfe, and insert a .sprinkle of 
.'-'all and a lump of butter. It is a 
spe.-dily iirypared luncheon dish. 

If one can give live or ten minutes 
to tlie dish it can be tumatoes au 
Bi-atlu on toast. I'lace the toast on a 
large baking dish, or several dishes, 
seeing to it that instead of being just 
niolsl, a.s for tlic tlrst dish, the toast , 
is ipiltc soft. Crate fresh cheese ! 
thickly over tho tomatoes and toast j 
and set In tlie oven until tho cheese | 
Is slightly browned, or, at least, | 
molted. This is appetizing and makes I 
a good breakfast as well as a luncheon I 
disli. Gluten and whole wheat bread ! 
make particularly good toast for to- I 
niatoes. | 

Tomatoes may l.io similarly sor\-ed 
on small toasted squares of bread 
as a dinner dish. 

Grapes in Jelly 

This makes a very attractive des- 
sert. Select a perfect ljunch of imrple 
grapes, and w-ash them thoroughly. 
Jlake a clear lomon jolly as follows: 
Soak f,vo t.-iblespoons of granulated 
gelatine In a half cup of cold water 
for twenty minuti-s, then dissolve it 
In two and a half cups of boiling 
water. Strain, and add the gelatine 
to a cup of sugar and a half cup of 
strained lemon jutce.i- IjVet a mould in 
cold water, and. pour Jn the jelly to 
tho depth of about' an inch. Set this 
in the ice-box to grow firm, keeping 
the rest of the jelly on tho hack of 
the stove so that it will remain warm 
enough to pour. AVlien tlmt In the 
mould Is set, lay on it the bunch of 
grapes and pour In the rest of the 
jelly. Sot the mould in the Ice-box 
until tlmo to serve. 

Grape Salad 

Select good lirm white grapi;s, w-ash 
them, cut each in two, and remove tho 
seeds, or make only a slit in each to 
take out the seeds. The latter way 
is more tedious, but gi\-es a more at- 
tractive result. Mix tlio grapes with 
chopped nut meats and, chopped celery, 
iind moisten with liYeiich dressing. 

';A'ppie',' Balls ■ ' ' " 

This 'Is an incxpcnslvo-^but pleasing 
addition to th-o dessert.-v, Peel some 
largo cooking apples, and . -with a.smail 
scoop-like utensil made. for such pur- 
pose, cut the apple into small round 
balks. Alako a clear .syrup by boiling 
white sugar and water together, put 
in the apiilo balls and cook them 
slowly until they are .soft- If cooked 
slowly and not crowded In tho sauce- 
pan, they will retain thoir shape. Serve 
cold In individual glasses. 

Chocolate Bread Pudding 
Dissolve lialr a caki: of sweet choco- 
late In oufl cup of hot milk, then soak 
one cup of bread crumbs In tho liquid 
until soft. Add one pint of cold milk, 
a jiincli of salt, tliroe-tonrths of a. laip 
of sugar, and tlic beaten yollts of two 
eggs. Bake In a quick oven. When cold 
add the beaten and sweetened whites 
of the eggs, and set the meringue i^- 
placlng the pudding for a moment in 
a hot oven. V

can (luestlon the fact th.it our present 
position has berii attained by Confed- 
eration, tiie aduiitloii of a protective 
[lollcy aiul Ww. einistructlon of an 
inter-oce.-uiic railway. 

Tho i)roposal to complete tlie con- 
centration of lirltish Xorth .America 
by tho inclusion of British C'olunil)ia 
on the only terms by which that could 
be obtained, giving that province rail- 
way communication with tho rest ot 
Canada, was llercely denounced by the 
Idbcral party as ruinou.s. The result 
of this opposition was a largo reduc- 
tion of the Conservative majority n 
the election of 1.S7:;, and tin- iiarty 
llms weakened w.as dcreated in IS"!! by 
the action of si.\ ol' its supporters, who 
thus obtained seats in tlie IJlicral 
Cabinet. 

Tlio biLieral Coverninent then loi'in- 
ed dissol\-ed llie llruise, and olitaliied a 
large- ma.iorlly. 'I'hey pursued u l^'iee 
Trade iiolicy which Ijrought the coun- 
try to a deplorable condition. The ( ij)- 
posltion propounded a protective jioih v 
and carried tho country In 187S liy an 
overwhelming ninjorit.v. 1'hat pollicy 
,vas .sustained In tlie face of tlie iiios't 
litLriiiined opj osltion. The increaKing 
piosiierity enabled the Goveninienl to 
vigorously prose<rute the construction 
of the railway to the I'aclflc Ocean. 
In April, l.SSO, Mr. Blake, Hu.. l^eiuier 
of tho lilberal party, mo\-cd a resolu- 
tion in the House of ('oiniiioiis to com- 
pel the Governnieiit '. o suspend all 
construction beyond the eastern side 
of tho Rocky Mountains, and Implored 
the House not to ruin Canada for the 
^ak-o of .12,000, white people in British 
Columbia. -Ho was supported on that 
motion by' the entire Liberal party, in- 
cluding yourself. In October of tiiat 
year tin; Goveriiniont entered into a 
contract with the Pacific Railu-ay 
Syndicate- for the couiplelnn of the 
railwaj-, and it was ojiened for trallic 
from ocean to ocean in I.ssi;, Tlirit con- 
tract was strenuousl.\- ojipo.sed by the 
Liberal party, although no man e;in 
deny that It has resulted In untold 
bcnelit to Canada. 'J'he company l.s 
now operating more than 12,000 miles 
of railwa.v, and has jirovided a tleet of 
steamer.') affording the most rapid 
communication between Canada and 
Great Bi^Itain. Who, then, X ask, will 
dare to say' that without these great 
inoasiires which you and your.rparly 
have so bitterly opposed .Canada,'- could 
have attained the groat position it 
now occupies?"" ■ - 
But that is- not all. I.t will never be 



forgotten that our po.sltion a.s an Im- 
portant part of tile i3rlti.sli J'jmplre was 
Iniperiiled by your party. When all 
your cffort.s to obstruct National 
Policy and the couHtriiction of the 
Canadian Pacilic Railway ended in 
failure, you, as leader, joined with 
lOrastus Wyniun, whoso avowed policy 
was to Induce Canada to abandon alle- 
giance to Cre^t, Britain and bccom;! 
part of tho. United States, in advocat- 
ing unrestricted reciprocity with the 
United States, although you knew that 
it Involved the adoption by Canada of 
the American tariff against England. 
Tlie IJberal-Conserv.itive ])arty .saved 
('.:anada and secured to us the prlcele.-i.T 
contlnn;itlon ol' British institutions in 
that crisis, which was so grave that 
the Hon. Kdward Bluko refused to go 
Into the battlt- with you. because 
would not fight under false pretences 
and Imperil Hrltisli liistltiilioiis. You 
kiioM' as w(dl as 1 that Iteimbllcans 
and Democrat.s alike agreed in tho de- 
sire to possess Canada, as they wore 
well aware of its potentla Itles. Tlic 
Hon. William A. Seward, the secretary 
of state under I'rc^sldent Lincoln, 
penned the following proplietic words: 
"Having Its Atlantic seaport at Hall- 
fax, -ijnd; its Pacific depot near Van- 
couver island. British . America would 
Inevitably draw to it the , commerce 
of Europe, Asia and the, United States. 
Thus, from a moro colonial deiien- 
dency, It would asaumo a controlling 
rank in the world. To her other na- 
tions' would bo tributary, and In vain 
would tho United States attempt to be 
her rival, for we could never dispute 
with her the possession of tlio Asiatic 
commerce, nor tlio power wiilch that 
coiiimerce confers." And the late Mr. 
Charles .Siiiuiiior, In the senate of the 
United Slates, in 1807. in reference to 
tile imrcii.i.u' of Alaska, said: '"I'lio 
pri\s<.nt treaty is a visible step in the 
uccupati(ui ol tlie whole .N'oriii .\nu-ri- 
i-ai; eiMitiiieiil. As sueii it will be re- 
(•ogiii;-,ed llie world and acceiited 

by the AniiTi.-.ui pi-e-jik-. Hut lliat 
li'e;u.\' invol\-eH something more. I.iy 
it wi- dismiss euio niori^ monarch from 
lliis conlineiit. One by oie: iliej- have 
retired: l-'irst l''rani;e, tlieu Siiain, 
then |."rauce a.ijaln, .-iiui now Russl,-i, 
all giving way to th:il absorbing unity 
which is deel.'ired in tlie national 
motto, pluribiis iiiiuni.' " Jn refer- 
ence to the I'aciClc railway of the 
United Slates, completed May 10, 
1SG9, -the late Mr. Asa Whitney as- 
sured his readers in 1845: "You will 
see that - It will change the whole 
world, allow us to traverse the globe 
In thirty days, eiyllizo and Chrlstlan- 
izo mankind, and'.place us in the cen- 
tre of tlie world . compelling Europe 
on the one side, 'and Asia and Africa 
on the othei', to pass through us." 

Wiien, at the retpicst of the lato 
Hon. Mr. Bayard, sicretar.v of .state, 
I visited him at Washington In 1SS7, 
he said: "Well, Sir Ch.irles, the Con- 
federatiini of British Nortli America 
and the' i-onstruction of the Canadian 
J^acifie r;iihvay luive brought us face 
to face with i nation, anil we must 
now dial ^^■illl international matters 
from that point of view." 

No one can read these opinions of 
the inililic men of tho United Statci I 
without seeing tho vital Injportance of 
thoso gi'.at measures frorii a national 
atandpolnl. ' ' •

"It Is less tlian three miles distant 
fr.ini tlie properties of tho Tidkwa 
Mining, Milling and Development com- 
pany, of wlilcii Harry Ilowsen is gen- 
ei-al iiiaiiag'n- and John P. MacGinnis, 
nir.yor of Butte, is president. Wo 
li.ivo three distinct veritable mountains 
of ore, the leads being traceable for a 
distance of three thousand feet, liro- 
slon has worn off. the gapping- on ^thQ.

RICH COUiMTRY 

Professor Gwillim Speaks of Resources 
of Telkwa, Bulkley. and- Ba- 
bine Districts 



Vancouver, Sept. 19. — J. C. Gwillim, 
professor of mining in Queen's uni- 
versity, Kingston, Onl., recently com- 
pluied a l(nir liirougli Ihq 'Telkwa, 
iJulkh.'y and Babino country in norlli- 
r-rn British Columbia on behalf of tho 
'I'rall smeller. His Iniprcssions as re- 
gards lis agricullural'and mining pos- 
^iibilllles are riilher favorable. 

"The Telkwu-Biilkiey-Baliino coun- 
try Is a great district southwards of 
Ila/.elton. Tho valleys are broad, but 
not nat-liotlomed .-is Jiiaiiy peojile ex- 
jiect. Tliey aro low rdlling- sloix's, pai-- 
tlally or totally wooded. 'J'he growth 
ufiou Ihese valU-y slopes is extraordiii- 
.-iry, and no fall frosts liad occni'red uj) 
to Sept, 10 in the niiuii Bulkley val- 
ley," said Mr. Gwillim. 

"All grass, stocl< and root crops 
soem to do. very well. There seems 
lo 1)0 ,a future for 'stock and dairy 
luoducis with hay and oiats, as prob- 
able exports to ■the coaat'iand north 
country. . The oondlllons.'a'outhward 
tovyard Nochaoo, aitd southeastward 
toward Babine lake appear to be 
equally favorable for a largo farming 
community. 

"Concerning mineral resources, 
ore-.! of lead, silver and copper lia\'e 
iH.'on found over a very largo territory, 
but little has been done In the way 
of development. The distances are 
great and at present the transporta- 
tion Is all by -pack animals. A wagon 
road Is being built froni Hazelton to 
Aldermorc, a point sixty miles south; 
from this trails of twenty and thirty 
miles branch off into tlie mountains 
im eitlier sid<>. 'J'he country is ii 
faviirable one lo prospect, but develop- 
ment and cheap Iransixjrtalion must 
conic aljout before tiierc v.lll be any 
produclion of large t(jnnage. 

"Any one enlering tills district .at 
tlil.i .stage should receive easj- terms 
niRl iili-nty of linii; to develo]) miner.al 
jiroiiertles liecauso tlio cost of develop- 
ment will be great, and also exjieri- 
iiient.al, ••iiid the lime of realizing from 
ore jirtxhictlon cannot come until the 
Cr.'ind 'J'runl-; l''acilic is on a shijiping 
basis. 

"'i'lie Telkwa mines, tbe Telkw.a 
Mining, Jililling and nevclopmenl 
comp,iiiy, .and J.ames Cronin deserve 
much cnxllt in opening ui) tlie proper- 
lies which they liavi.' under such dis- 
advantages In tho matter of long pack 
trails ami Insufficient skilled mine la- 
bor and eqilliimenl.

The actual sea passage of the 
Kaiser AN'illielin II. is considerably 
shorter than that of any of tho other 
vessels engaged In the Transatlantic 
service except those of the Cunard 
company. The J.,u.sltania and Alaurc- 
tanla, which, ot course, are steamer.'j 
of a much more jiowcrful type, still 
retain the "blue ribbon of the Atlan- 
tic" for Qrcat Britain. Only this week 
the Lusitania has completed tho voy- 
age from Qucenstown to New York 
In 1 days 15 hours, at an average spe'cd 
of 25.23 knots, nearly four hours less 
than her own bast previous time (4 
days 12 hours 40 minutes, in Novem- 
ber, 11107,). The Mauretania is almost 
as swift, with Ijei: jVeoord" of 4 days 
20 hours .16 minufeii and an average 
speed of 24.8 In Juno last. So far a.s 
the passage, from land to land is con- 
oorncd, .' the Cunarders need fear no 
competitors, but tho German boats 
claim nn advantage. In the matter ,of 
tho overland journey from the port of 
arrival to ' London. Passengers and 
malls, of course, can be conveyed from 
Plymouth to London in considerably 
less time than from Qucenstown via 
Holyhead. In the case of passengers 
uiio wisli to pioeced dlreet to Pari-s, 
also, the loiiK Jouraey from Queeii.s- 
town Is a li.awljaek. Tlicse are the 
considerations which liave given rise 
to the recent rumors of the intention 
of the Cunard company to establish a 
new service, which, like' that; of .the- 
German compaii.v, will make use of 
Cherbourg and Plymouth. 

Ill these days of 30,(100- ton slcamcrs 
and "express" Atlantic passages, when 
New York is les.s than five days dis- 
tant from Great Britain, it is interest- 
ing to look back upon the beginnings 
of the steamship service between the 
Old AA^orld and the New. The Royal 
AVilliam, tlie first steamer to cross the 
Atlantic, went from Pictou, N.S., lo 
Gravesend In 1S33 in 22 days. ]'"ive 
years later the Corl< steamer SIrius 
accomplished the voyage to .N"ew A'ork 
ill IS days, after burning everything 
on board that could feed the engines. 
Tlie Great AVeslern, wliieli had been

riicato supposed to be in Durban, wlio 
wei'o In touch wlili confederates in Jo- 
liunnesburg. 

Tlio iJoteotlve.s who constantly moved 
back and forth between Iiurbaii and 
J ohaiincsburb', were o.stenfiibly t^liadow- 
liig a few notorious lUmd eharaetc'r.s at- 
tracted to Diu-han during the gala seas- 
on. In reality they were (lulelly and 
and cleverly piecing together tlie story 
of the consjilracy of robbery and fraud 
In tile Investigation of which they are 
now so far ailvanced as to assure their 
next line of action loading to Inipurt- 
nut developments. ^Meanwhile, there has 
been a lull In the trafllc, and it Is be- 
lieved the gang, l)ecoining suspicious 
tluit the police are after tln^n, have 
temporarily suspended operations.

The great drawback is the 
shortness of tho sentences of many 
of the younger adults, which in 13 
out (d' 35 c.'ises .';ont to (Jlonmel during 
tlio year were for tlio inlninuuii term 
of nine months. This will bo n 
great extent remedied by the passing 
of the Prevention of Crime Bill now 
betor^s ParllamQbit . jivhlch Axes tho 
miniiTium term oiT detention In Bor- 
stal institutions at one year. The 
lioanl. in dealing with health and 
nioitality declare that for many of 
the iirisoncra "tho shelter of prison, 
with Its wliolesonn; food, equable 
temperature, nnd lu^althy occui)atIon, 
is not merely a bentdlcial but a stim- 
ulating change— iV real, thouffh not a 
luxurious, sanatorium."

llces of the bureau. Railway and bout 
fares were advanced to 70 i^ersons .it n 
total cost of X641., Os., 3d. Kefunds 
were made. by emidoyers to tho amount 
of ,72j)er cent of the money advanced. 
Reportu of Industrial conditiouB are 
given from 35 districts. In. many 
localities the proepects. \voroi£«ald to 
bo good, but in 8 ' they Were poor, and 
in others only fa'lr. 

Reports to the Department of Labor 
show that the month ot July was 
characterized \iy a decrease in llio 
number of trade disinites In Canada, 
both as compared -with June and with 
July of 1907. The total number Was 
ten; the number in June was four- 
teen, and in July last vcar thirty. 
Aljout 76 lirms and 1,391 employees 
were affected by the trade disputes 
last month, 62 lirms and 4 OS employees 
being concerned. In now dlsputsis 
arising during the month. Tho loss 
ot time to employees through trade 
di.sputcs in July was 21,000 working 
days, compared with a loss of 82,527 
days In June and 81,000 in July, 1907. 
Of the ten disputes in existence dur- 
ing the month, definite . settlements 
wore reached In seven. The employees 
were successful in five cases and the 
employers in two cases. 

Tho International Typogrniiliieal 
Union has established a lienefit kvh- 
tem In iv different manner from all 
other trades unUms of the country. 
It has never had an out-of-work bene- 
fit nor a sick benefit, though a large 
number of its subordinate bodies con- 
tain these features In their constitu- 
tions. The primers, as a rule, conduct 
sick benefit auxilisry societies, mem- 
bership In the union in goo<I stand- 
ing being a requisite of enrollment in 
tlieni. in Baltimore, for Instance, 
tlie Franklin Society, a benefit asKO- 
elation au.viliary 10 the union, lias a 
menibBrshlp of l.'jn and pays n sick 
lienetlt of $5 a -week- for ;t jKuMod of 2(5 
weeks and $:', a week for another half- 
year. The funeral benellt Is Sl,-,0. This 
Is done by the payment of $.">.20 dues a 
year. The society lias a nvsorvc fund 
ot nearly $3,000. The ailniinlstratloii 
expenses, of course, are airactieally 
nothing. There arc many like as.sct- 
clatlons of printers throughout the 
country operated practically along tlio 
same lines. The national union, how- 
ever, has long maintained a burial 
fund ot which all members are bono- 
llciarles .

The riuestlon ot overtime appear.'; to 
be again cropping up In the engineering 
trade.s. It ha.s, says Knglneerliig, been 
recurring at intervals during the last 
lilty-elght years. It was the question 
of overtime mainly that led to tho 
engineers' sVriko and lock-ont In IS.Il- 
1!, in which the employers won a signal 
triumph, though not so great as it 
appeared to them at the time, for tho 
union bore tho brunt of the battle, 
and came out of it weakened and poor- 
er for a time, only to be revived and 
strengthened In a very few years 
afterwards. W'iien trade beobnicw 
alack and largo numbers of men aro 
unemployed, they rave aganst over- 
time, especially systematic overtime 
Otiielally this also is I lie attitude of 
the union. Rut the member.s, as a 
rule, rather like overtime, l)ecause It 
iidds to the weekly wages at the raio 
per cent, on the imrmal rate 
and more after certain hours worked' 
Tho cliicf object of attack is system- 
atic overtime rather than occasional 
when a boom Is on, or aomo neces- 
sity arises for prompt delivery, or in 
cases of .a .hrtiakdown, where tlnio is 
of great value, ' it Is not objected to. 
It is a subjecf for mutual considera- 
tion between the iiartlcs!' It cannot be 
settled by hard and fast tradc-iinioti 
rules. Ovortimo is not i-cally advan- 
tageous to onipioyorH, cKcopt on em- 
ergency, for tho value per hour of 
work done is never equal to tho Value 
per hour ot the normal day.

"P. P. 1." POLICIES. 

Lives Alleged to Be Jeopardized for 
Greed of Money. 

Shopowners and brokers in London 
are in general agreement with the re- 
solution against gambling in ovtu-duo 
ships passed by tlie Cardiff Ship- 
owners' Association on Tuesday. Tho 
text of the resolution was: 

■"That this .association strongly de- 
precates the' gambling that Is taking 
place In P. P. I. i)ollcies, whereby in- 
surers gamble In vessels in which they 
have no interest, to the detriment of 
shipowners and other legitimate in- 
surers, and trusts that the Board of 
Trade will devise some moans to coun- 
teract this evil." 

"P. P. 1." is an abbreviation for 
"polic.v proof of interest." 

No ons welcoines It more tordl.-jlly 
than Mr. John While, the sleanishlp 
broker, of Gt. St. Helens, K.C.. who 
has been closol.v associated with tho 
agitation against speculative marine 
insurance for several years past. To 
the ordinary reader the method by 
which this- detestab.le speculation la 
carried out, the advantage of it to tiie 
siieculator, and tho heartless gambling 
in life ;iiid honor wdiich II involves, 
arc likely to be somewliat obscure; but 
.Mr. White's conversation yesterday 
with a Morning Leader representativu 
put tbesi' points \ cry plainly. 

It is the jf'opardlsing of human 
lives for the .sake of mmioy snatching 
that lifts the matter out of the coiii- 
inoii run of comnierelnl controversies. 

Gambling 011 the Stock iCxchiinge, or 
on Ijloyd's, or on llii! lurf may remain 
iiiattcra of private iniorest a.'ouc; but 
the pawns to bo recklessly sacri- 
ficed, ard the lives of men with wivc.-i 
and families, it becomes high time for 
public .■itleiitiuii to be drawn to it. 

Mr. White instanced the case of a 
flardiff steamer, the loss of which was 
tho subject of a recent sensational cn- 
quiry. 

"It was proved in evidence that there j 
was ,a large amount ot speculative in- 
surance on her. The owner, master, 
and idlleers were exonerated from 
blrLine, but the people wlio held tui^se 
s|)eculativ(^ policies were foviiid and 
subpoenaed to give evidence by the 
Board of Trade. Que was a chemist, 
who hold ..£3,000 ..of Insurance on the 
vessel;! another ai.clork In an offlce, 
who held £2,000, and a third' a' steve- 
dore, wlio held £2,000. 

"There Was no evidence of such a 
thing in tills case, but there are cir- 
cumstances in which the liolding ot 
largi! insurances on vessels by people 
wlio Imve no legitim.-ite Iniorest in 
them suggests the existence ot a ccui- 
federacy to throw the ship away. 
Dbvlously, the wreck of the ship would 
be to the advantage of the gainlilors. 

"What does that moan'.' It moans 
that any member ot a crew is liable 
t(j be bribed to do something which 
will result in tlio loss ot the -shii). 

"The lowest hand has It In his 
power, for Instance, to leave a sea- 
cock open; that would do the Job. Of 
course,'. he would "rely upon himself 
and the rest of the 'crew having 
time to escape — but there is always 
the risk of some disaster not cal- 
culated upon involving the men in 
the same fate .-is tlie slllp." 

The blooil-giilltiness of tlie biisliioss 
is ai)p:irejit. 

.Mr. Wliili< himself had a very un- 
ple;isant exiierlence with tlie steam - 
shl|) O.xus. of which he i.s tlic m.aii- 
uger. He learnt that tor two years 
speculative in.surance had been eitect- ! 
ed on her at very high rates. He 
changed her master twice; and this 
move seems to have wearied the per- 
sons concerned; for they have since 
turned their attemtion elsewhere. 

In another case :i shipowner, hear- 
ing that "P.P. I." ])olicies were being 
takiMi out on one cd' his ships, suiu- 
marlly discharged the whole of the 
olliciu's ami cri'W ; and in yet iiriother 
instance, nut only wi're the olllcers 
iiiul eriiw iliscliarged, but the ship 
\v;is l;iiil up ill order that the ordi- 
nary- liisiiranee ot tli(> ves.sel might 
not be affected next yc.nv. 

Another result — of less jiulillc con- 
cern, but constituting a si'rions grie- 
vance witli ow-iierc. — is lliat tin: legi- 
timate insurer lias to pay a premium 
which lia.s been arlillclaliy inllated 
l).v the high rates iiaid for speculative 
insiirnnce. 

"Wli'ii I can got ten guineas per 
cent, foi- six montlis for lior from 
other peopli'," says the broker to Hie 
owner. "why should I take live 
guineas per cent, for twelve months 
for tlie same ship frfuii you'.'" 

•.In Iwo occasions, also, .Mr. White 
was approached b.v jienple who h.-id 
charti-red the O.xii.s ami who desir- 
ed liiui to canc(d the chartering lie- 
cause they cnulil not effect insurance 
of tlie cargo by that vessel. 

Mr. AVhlto-'s. .contention— ftnd tlu! 
coiitontlon expressed In the resolu- 
tion of tho Cfardlff Atisoclatlon — is 
that Lloyd's Room, originally found- 
ed to provide . an indemnity for legi- 
timate risks, .should not bo allowed 
to degenerate into a gamblliig-rooni; 
and that it could be iireveiited by the 
committee of Lloyd's prohibiting the 
acceptance of .speciil.-itive liusliiess. 

.Mr. While li;is luid correspoiideiiee 
on th(^ subject with Lln.\-i1's committee 
.-md with the bo.-ird of trade, oxtvnd- 
Ing over iiiaii.v months, but lilllierlo 
ho has received nothing bill an !is- 
suratice thai It w-mild be gi\-ei; "due 
considei-;it ion." — Londmi Leader.

Its niost 
nionientous epoch began three years 
ago, when he Iiccanie a cai-incl min- 
ister, and cxciiaii.^'cd once anil for- 
ever tlie status of ihc irresponsible 
agitator for tiiat of the responsible minister, 
iiis v.'ork is not inerely not at an end; it l;as 
cnly just Ijcgun. But, all the. same, lherc_ was 
ample jnstification, and ample material for the 
if.littlc biography of him which lias just been 
■ written by Mr. Arthur Page t^.rubb ; for even 
already tlie man lias Iiad iiis sliarc of jx-rsoiial 
adventures, of ;ips<and downs, of ad\-enturous 
hair-breadth escapes, frowns ami smile.s of for- 
tune. Already he has: done, and seen,':and:veflV 
dured enough to have made up tiie lives' -of 
half a dozen ordinary men, an*! yet lie is still 
a young man, as we count age in pohtica! life: 
he is still in the \'cry height of iiis \'ig(.)r, and 
liis sc! f-confitlencc. But though lie is coni- 
])arati\'ely _\'onng, one can read somelhing of 
the strcniiousness, and perhaps i might witli- 
out indelicacy add, tlie suffering witli which 
his life has been filled, in tlie prematurely grey 
hair and grey beard, in the lines deep as fur- 
rows in the strong masterful face, in tlie grey 
of tlie penthouse eyebrows and eyelashes.

and;evfe;fani,e'-after a childliood or a ^buth of 
hardship'-and'SMffering ; and usually. I have had 
;,to note" the tragic f.ict that the success never 
got' rid; of all trace of the early failure; tin; 
wcaltli never entirely made ihem forget : the ■ 
earlv povcrtv; the prominence never entirely 
eradicated the neglect and rougli usage am! 
' scij'tTi^r^f i^ttleir .t|ay,s.... I recall at this 

Mnohjjenl^^siiic^^ an ' articlc'T wrote' ahotit Dan 
Lenp^/aifdVanothcr article I wrote about poor 
Phtl'-MayV liverybody Icnons what they be- 
came : most people know how they ended; but 
few ])eople perhaps realize that this story of 
earlv decline and final downfall could be 
traced to tlie scpialid home, the hungry hours, 
the miserable humiliations in wliich life 
openedvfor both the one man and the other. 

John' Burns was Jib ordinary, man, it would Ijc 
founcl in thd fact that having begun' like these 
two men I have named, in every circumstance 
of povertv and dcsp.-iiring struggle and nn- 
happy surrounding, lie has never shown one 
trace' of the weaknesses which beset, haunted, 
and finally destroyed tlie other two. Mard 
struggle began for John Burns in hi- early 
childhood. I have often heard Iiim talk about 
his father, a Scotchman by descent if wA \)y 
birth, and a tv'pical working man of the sec- 
ond or third quarter of tlie last century. I'oor- 
Iv jiaid. overworked, living in a joyless laud, 
the working man of lliat period souglit Ins 
cbn.?olat:ons. iioi in reading or in intellectual 
pursuits — not even in sport; he found it in thc 
public house. 1 fancy John's father was just 
;likc"thc: rest of his fellows— no better, no 
V'or^c.', I^Ht liis motlier must liave lieen a fine 
type'"of vvoman ; it is lo licr, jirobably, thai lie 
o'wes most of liis sircngtli ami most of his suc- 
cess. -It is ccnain that her influence had the 
effeci of making him resolve at a very early 
age tliat he cenainlv would be free from the 
greatest and. the most fatal of all the tempta- 
tions, of. the poor, and especially of tlie |ioor 
that worked hard; John P.urns, 1 believe, has 
never ioncheil liqn.or in the wliole course nf Ins 
life. I am not a teetotal fanatic, hut never 
^llaII 1 lose an opiiortunity of saxdng that ui 
this conntrv, those who have to make theii 
living, and especially those wlio have to make 
ii under great disadvantages, arc little better 
than lunatics if they do not cast behind them 
the incalculable temptations and the infinite 
perils of even moderate drinking. Tf 1 wanted 
living ol)jecl lessons t.i in-eaeh this gospel to 
tlie world of youlli, 1 duld point it out on the 
trcasnrv bench of the Ihnisc nf Commons at 
this vcrv moment. 'There are three teetotalers 
at least 'on the beiicli— Mr, Moyd-Ccorge, Mr. 
JUtiicinian and' Mr. Burns; and. there is jiot 
one that hasn't helped himself in life and 'that 
isn't the l)ctter and fitter for liis work because 
of his tcetotalisin. 

With his mother lakiue in washing — a dcs- 
])erate and paf.lictic expedient to wliicii so 
manv widowed motliers have lo come in lliis 
(.„„i{t i-v_),,lin, one may be sure, longed for 
tlic lio'ur when he could add something to the 
family chest; and in Brice's Candle factorv,^ 
close hy his home, he first began to earn his'' 
living, ' lie liad anotlier and d ratlier more 
Immilialing- experience. One c-ay walldn.i.: 
with h.im in Ihillersea iiark, ! was taken hy the 
arm and he jioiiiled out to nie a little boy in 
buttons on a carriage. "1 was once like that," 
.said |oh:i. The (licturc of Jolin Burns as a 
"liger" is r-itiu " difficult to realize ; but he wa:; 
a'*''tiger;" one of the most .insubordinate spir- 
it",. I dfif'c iuy, i.hiit c\cr V'iforc a livery. For- 



tunately this was not tlic experience which' 
was destined to slia]>c John's career: he went 
to the fine trade of engineering: a tr;ule that 
develops not merely muscle hut intelligence 
;uul spirit. Somclime.T John will Inirsi u]ion 
3-ou with somelhing about llie Congo or the 
Ciokl Coasl or soniethiug else a-sociated with 
tliat remote aivi dark land of y\frica; and tlicn 
you will suddenly realize that as an engineer 
on board ,steaiT/crs ' John' dicl his gr.ind tour 
when some of tl"ic youngsters in other classes 
were slil! school bovo at the apron string:; oi 
teachers; ;md in the r.arrow circle of i)nliHc 
scliO(5l or nni vers;!:}'. John ciwes his luige suc- 
cess in life largcl}' to his self-confidence; he 
.'has-.alyvaysvbelievcd in himsdf-^ii mostcneces- 
Sar}'' virtue — especially in a militant politician. 
J like tlie story which i find in his biography; 
it is so cliaracterislic of the man, 

"l''r(im a small io;lging on the i-^urrey side 
im" the ri\-er a x'lutli Irmked out of ilu' hedr;)oin 
window and st\\' the light burnins; steadil}' on 
the clock tower of West minsici'. 1 'arli;inient 
was sitting. AnoLlier youth was do/.ing in a 
bed in the far comer of the room. 'Alee,' said 
the first youth, still looking out of tlic win- 
dow, 'you see thai iit;lit?' "What alxpiit it?' 
slee])il\' ;inswei\:d the l)o\- addressed as Alec. 
"Some day I shall lie wnrking under that 
dock'.' It w;is ;i bold statement for one who 
v.'as earning a lew shillings a week in a fac- 
tory, and it tliorouglil}' aroused the other. 
'What do you mean?' he asked, 'W hen I am 
in Parliament,' was the reply. 'Don't talk 
rot,' said Alec, and went to sleep again. Tlie 
youth who was inspired liy the light in the 
clock tower w.as John liurns," 

lie had a lon.g way tn ir.ivel before lie got 
to ihe goal of hi.s amhiii.iiis. I'irst he .grad- 
uated as a Trades Unionist ; and then he took 
to the platform. I rementber tlvc first time' I 
ever saw John Burns ; he was passing through 
tlie library of the 1 louse of Commons, lung he- 
fore he had become a member of the Mouse, 
lie introduced himself to me as "John I'.urn- 
lhe_ Socialist" — thai was the name b\' \\ |iicli 
he was already kiiuwji. lie was showing 



rotnid a 'number of French w'orking men. I 
could not help remarking that out; friend John 
was like Wellington; he spoke iM-ench "with 
courage;" he woultln't be himself if he had 
anv hilse modest}'. Ii was characterlistic of 
this abounding self-confidence which lias car- 
ried him through; sp.nuich. .0u8 of the fir.st 
ant.igonists hc'dafcd to face was no less'-a per- 
son than Ch:irles I'.radlaugh. I ha\'e met many 
great and forniiiial.)lr pcr.-ii uKililies in my life 
--Gladstone, liriglil, i'arnell, a.nd yet 1 don't 
know that I ever ii.el a tnan who had such a 
])ov/er of producing something like awe as 
Charles Ih-adlaugh" J alvy-ays thought it; . a . 
poor trick of Destiny that she did not place 
him in' another country and in another epoch. 
He -xvas-a man noffor a peaceful land like 
ours; not for peaceful times like ours, i)ut for 
.such a terrific stage as thai: of the iM-eneh 
Kevedution with the guilhiiiiu- in llie back- 
ground. ;m(l all the other Titanic things ;md 
men of that awful time. Xo man ever secmetl 
lo me t!o convey so accurate and ..losc an idea 
of what Dan ton was like as Bradlapgh. And 
of all the features of the remarkable and awc- 
in.spiring face, I remember liest tho,se won- 
drous eVes of liis^ — h'lrge, hlur-grey, protrud- 
ing, witii such li.ghts as se(>mei! u. recall light- 
nini;' and tempest and ecli]ise. .\nd he was a 
massive man. i.'iil. hroad-shnnldered. imiios- 
ing; looking now like a prize figiiler, and anon 
like some desperate apostle who jircachcd war 
to the infidel or t1ie heretic in ancient ages. 
But our John was not affrighted even by 
Bradlaugh, and some of the stormiest sc( ties 
of liis vouth w'M-e enacted on the stage of llic 
Hall of Science. The llall of Science was Mr. 
Ih-adhui.gh's clia])el. There every vSunday he 
used to address a large .'ind devoted gatherin.g- 
of .Agnostics, they were of course as much 
his friends and followers .as. if he had been a 
preacher of the oHhodox faith. Once 1 act^d 
as botllcholder to l'"rank llu.gii O'Donncll, the 
well-known Irish ])oliiician, when' he and 
I Iradh'.u;.;h fought rounds over llie comjiara- 
li\e merits of Infidelit}' and CatliDlieit}'. 
Bradlaugli was a very brilliant controversial-

A iJYlNG NATION 

The steadily ])rogressive decline in the 
birtli-rate of France is the subject of constant 
])rc-occupation among political economists. 
Certainly a statistical review of the situation 
jmblished in the Paris "Opinion" by M. c!e 
Foville, member of tlic Institute and President 
of the Academie des Sciences Morales et 
I'cdiliques, accentuates the national gravity of 
the question. The latest figures jirove that 
l"r.-incc'. as a nation, i> shn\i\', but surelv 
(i\-ing. In one hundred }'c'ars iiie liirth-r.'.te 
has f;il!eii from ,:;j per 1.000 to ruid at 

the ineseiit moment, for the first time in liis- 
lory and in I'rance. alone among llie nations, 
the deaths exceed the births. Since the tvven- 
tielh century began the decline has continued 
al the following alarming rate;

John Burns in fact pervades 
the House of Commons all through its work- 
ing hours. He lias his pocket bulging with ' 
documents bearing on all tlie measures and ' 
other business that is going on. One day he"' 
was told that a debate on his department was 
CLiming on next day — a long time in advance 
of the fieriod originally fixed. He went with 
J.)r. AJaenamara down lo the Local Govern- 
ment office; and he and liis undcr-sccretary 
stoi)i)e(l nearly the -whole night makings . 
figures, reports, getting all the material neces- ^ 
sary to answer the not very sparing criticism 
which he knew he would have lo face. 

It is one of the peculiarities and ironies of 
I'arlianientary life that no man is more fiercely 
criticised by 'ihe Labor ]iarty than this Labor 
leader, When we old F-'arliamentariaiis heard 
that John had undertaken the Local Govern- 
ment office, we , all expected this resentment . 
and that, in a few months' time. Burns 'w^^ 
have been discredited.' He has not been dis- ,;. 
credited. ' He has sometimes shown almost ■'•'^ 
unnecessary vehemence and violence in an- 
swering attack. One of tlie most curious and 
draiiialic and perhaps painful si.ghts I liavc 
seen is Jolm Burns after lie rises to speak; 
eyeing for a few silent and awful moments the 
ranks of the Labor men on the, opposite side 
of. the 'House. They return oltcti tirfiieS -his 
hostility— indeed, they provoke it--T-by • the" : 
vibiefice of their attack. It was ever thus iU' ' 
democratic jiolitics ; the fiercest enemies arc 
alwa\'s those of one's own household. If John 
liad as niucli discretion as he has courage; if 
he were as cool in language as he is;,in -mind,- : 
for he is cook always at' heart; if he' 'avoided'; 
tropes and jdaring and strained language, he 
would he a "much more effective' Parliamen- 
tariah' aiid ddbatcr. But he loves the gauds of 
siieech ; "a heart of gold but not a head of 
cpiicksilver" tliat is oiie of his characteristic 
jjlirascs. 13ut then these are the only gauds' 
he does love. lie never drinks ; he never 
smokes; he wears usually an ancient billy-coclc. 
hat and sack blue coat; his dinner • is' of a 
single dish, is dispatched in a few minutes; 
and he gives most of his salary to his good 
wife, A strong man, Jolin. — M.A.P.

THE PRESS IN CHINA 

The world is rapidly learning that China 
is no longer lo he regarded as a negligible fac- 
tor ill its affairs. She is henceforth to' be- 
reckoned with subjectively as ■\vell -as,, objec- 
tively. She is waking up, and according/ to a' 
correspondent in the Lopdon Mail, one of 
the leading forces in thC' process is tlie multi- 
plicalion of native ncwsi)apcrs. That is called 
a remarkable feature of the reform movement. 
It is perhaps a feature that will sometimes 
work against reform as well as for it, because 
tares generally spring up where the wheat 
grows and yellow journalism niay be expected 
to flourish in the land of the "yellow peril,'' 
yet on the whole the sign is a very hopeful one.,. 

vSeven years ago China had no newspapers ■ 
worth llie name except those started and con- 
trolled by foreigners. Yet the earliest and old- 
est daih' was started al her ca'pilal early in 
ihe eiglilli century and w;is known as tliC; 
'J'ching-pao, or "X'ews of the Capital," and ran 
for centuries. It may even be running yet, 
but it has been little more tliatt a government 
bullelin arid bears no relation to the modern 
iiewspaiier. Within this period of seven 
rears, lio'.vever. more than two hundred native 
jcnirn.'ils have Ia'cii starteil and maintained, 
and ]ierhaps the most remarkable feature of 
the movement is that one of the nrost-prospe.r-,- "X 
ons of tlie lot is ediled and managed By 'women' 
and for. women. Tliis diffusion of knowledge 
certainly goes lo those Avho for a long time 
have sprely^nccded it. ; 

Thes'e' iiewspapcrs have a ^ood foreign ' 
news service, and their editorials deal with the 
world's doings as well as wdlli events of local 
and national interest. ■ Not only do they make 
for the s])rcad of enlightenment among the 
Chinese people, but they are a medium 
through which commerce with the great nation 
is likely to be very appreciably stimulalcd, for 
ihe advertiser has found them out. Brilisii 
manufacturers advertise their wares, but the 
Americans arc ahead in that enleriirise, and 
the native reader is learning of the advantages 
of American insurance companies, and the 
merits of American watches, waterproofs, den- 
tal machinery and a thousand other things, all 
told.ih ttie-Chincse language in papers man- 
aged entirely by Chinamen. 

The dcvelopmeul of modern journalism, 
even in our cnvn ec.nmti}'. has been coincident 
\villi national (ieveloiniieiit and i)rogress. It :: 
dates more particularly from the Civil War, ■ 
and we liave no douljt tliat its exiiansion means 
tlie same thing in China. It will have both a 
unifying and a stimulating effect.. Its early 
limitations may seem to us rather narrow, but :| 
they will continua!!y broaden with time, ex-' | 
perience and the steady liberalization of the. 
national spirit. ' ' ' J- 
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ADS and foolishness are S3'-nony- 
mous as a rule. But like all oth- 
ers, this rule, too, has an excep- 
tion v/hidi means that at last 
a sane and sensible) fad . is heing- 
cxpIoited^';'IHs sleep- 
ing' out doors.' 

In every age some wise per- 
son has sung- the praises of the 
outdoor life. Once it was the only life. Then 
came. the houses and the open fires, and fol- 
lowing closely the furnaces, climaxed by the 
demon of wan-tiwng methods, — steam heat. Just 
as surely' there followed over-heated houses, 
poor ventilation and disease. 

Now people are fighting- that disease, and 
e^'cr\'^vhcrc are signs of the battle against 
tulDcrculosis, tlic main weapon in the fight be- 
ing — pure air and plenty of it. So through an 
old but powerful motive force, the fear of 
death, .people are coming to realize, the value 
■ of the outdooi- lif^. 

The moment a person develops signs of the 
dread disease, he is ordered to live in the open. 
That sounds simple enough, but is often diffi- 
cult enough. If a man has a famil}' to support 
Fiud depends on daily wages, or even a weekly 
salary, he can't go merrily off to the woods to 
enjoy the simple life and live in the open. Yet 
if he stays at home, sleeping indoors and 
■working all day in a close office, he runs a 
good chance of ending it all sooner than he 
might choose. This situation has led a num- 
ber of energetic people who decided that they 
did not want to die yet and simply would not, 
to combine their enforced daily routine with 
the outdoor life. One man who was a prottii- 
nent dentist in eastern Canada spent a hun- 
dred dollars in having a piazza built on the 
west side of his iiouse, and connected with his 
room by a French Avindow. The piazza was 
screened in b}' mosquito netting and built on 
tlie second story of the house to shelter it a 
little from public curiosity. He then ordered 
a "shake down" and an Adirondack sleeping 
bagi. His outfit, complete, He slept in his open 
air-bedroom every night, even when the ther- 
mometer .went many degrees below zeio. In 
telling- of his experiment he said: "Really, 
you know, I do not object so much to the 
snow or rain as they usually come down so 
straight that they do not reach me, but the 
moonlight is very distracting. Until I became 
accustomed to it I had to go. to sleep under 
an: umbrella every: night."- 
i.!,,,^rf^is';nian, who is the fashionable dentist of 
tjip):a,{y,j has been able to keep up a practice 
of- several, hundred dollars a week, has added 
many years to his lease of life, and has derived 
no end of fun just from sleeping out of doors. 

Another interesting example of what the 
outdoor life will do is that of a college girl 
who developed inherited tendencies to tuber- 
culosis just as she was about to enter college. 
The doctor ordered her to give up all idea of 
the higher education and to live out of doors. 
It was a bitter disappointment to her,^ for she 
had counted on the college life ever since she 
was a little girl. She devised all sorts of 
schemes and finally asked the doctor if she 
couldn't combine the outdoor life with the 
college. 

"Yes. by sleeping- in a tent on the campus," 
he told her, laughing. 

The idea suggested a new scheme to the. 
girl. She persuaded her mother to take a 
]Ourney to the college during the long vacation 
and look over all the dormitories. To her 
great joy, they found that one had a second- 
• storv piazza connecting with one rooni. Im- 
mediately they wrote to the registrar to know 
if it were possibic to engage that special room, 
and to the president asking permission for the 
student to sleep outside on the piazza every 
night. Both requests were granted and the 
girl-is now in her senior year at colle,gc, and 
in better health than for several years before 
she 'went. From September to December she 
sleeps outside in her aerial couch every night, 
then again from I-'ebrnary to June, but the 
two months intervening she finds too severe 
and has to go inside to sleep. 

Other persons than those fi.ghling tuber- 
culosis germs arc entering heart and soul into 
the outdoor fad. Only this summer a young 
couple -who wi.shcd to avoid the usual "Pull- 
man, --hotel and pleasure resort Imncymooii," 
decided to begin tlicir married life in the open 
air. So instead of jiacking a trunk with dainty 
articles from the trousseau they rilled a burlap 
bag with cooking utensils, blankets, pillows 
anil a tent, and camped out for a month in a 
little Ontario village. 

All their meals were cooked on the lop of 
an old stove set across two stones with a roar- 
ing fire cif pine boughs underneath. He made 
the fire anil brought water, while she did the 
cooking. At night he picked fresh cedar 
bonghs.and spread them thick and soft on the 
ground inside the tent, while she smoothed 
the blanket o\ i;r them.' Tiien they each rolled 
up in a blanket ami slept a deep, sound, rc- 
freshin.g sIcc]). It was perfect joy to waken 
with the birds and sun and to l<fel as though 
chopping. trees would be mere child's play. 

Even the thunderstorms that came on sud- 
denly in the ni.ght failed to detract from the 
pleasure. The hglitning would make the white 
wet sides nf -Jie tent '".gleam like ice, and the 
thunder rolled right close overhead, but inside 
was warm and comfortable, yes, and a little 
wonderful, for not everyone has stayed in a 
tent during a midrdglit storm. When the wind 
howled and threatened to lift the tent up and 
leave the sleepers with only tnc blankets for 
protection it was a trifle awful, but that hap- 
pened only once.. • Altogether it was a perfect 
honeymoon, they Siaid, and far belter tlraii a 
hotel, . witU .everything .a la mode^

wants to tell of the jovs but cannot find 
words, should read his 'Night lu the I^ines. ' 

In an article in American i-lomcs and Gar- 
dens, Carine Cadley writes of" !*Garden 
Rooms" as follows: 

Everyone can live out of doors in hot 
weather, but there is so mucit m-bctween 
weather when.it is+just too. cold or too wnuiv 
to be quite in the open and when one vet longs 
to be out of doors. It was just such a tune 
when a bri.ght sun was shining and a verv 
cold wind blowing that my sister loan and I 
thought of having a hut built in our garden 
that should be a kind oi garden room. And 
such a success has it been, and so much pleas- 
ure have we bad out ot it, tnat I can confi- 
dently recommend it to all those who love an 
open-air life. 

W e had also been bitten with the craze tor 
sleepin.g out of doors, so that our hut ^vas also 
to be our night abode as well as our g.trdcii 
room. 

\\'e intcrvic".-cil our k/cal bulkier and car- 
[icntcr and explained what we wanted. Uii!" 
ideas on the subject — just a little house, w-ith 
two sides open and a few shutters to put up — 
seemed so lucid and clear to ourselves, but 
when our village architect arnve.1 with plans 
that looked like a cross between .1 chapel and 
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a stable we had to get the advice of a practical cousin. And 
for the sake of those who for health's or pleasure's sake 
wish to live or slc-jp more in the open 1 will describe our 
little garden room, it is ,-i square liut, leu by ten feet, 
built of weather boar(h!i.g, v.iiii a boarded h lias 

two sides solid and two sirlcs open (n.-unely, south anl 
west) so that there will almost always be a shelter. The 
roof slants to a point so thai the rain can run off. It is 
well tarred and has felt as well, for unless the little room is 
quite weatherproof it would* lose half its value, and it 
would be a cheerless experience to wake up one rainy night 
with the wet dripping through on to one's face. 

The west side opens to tlic grouu-.l, and has three large 
shutters which can be put up for slicller, should the v^'iud 
draw fn.m that (pnrlcr ; the .'-oiuh .si'ic has wiial the loca' 
carpenter called a "dado" :n .-dxnH three feet in height, ai.d 
a door in the middle the same iieight. This side has five 
small shutters, so that one can make it a solid wall or only 
shut off a corner or part of it. just as the vagaries of the 
Avind demand. With all these shutters it will be seen one 
has a good deal of latitude, and it is amusing how soon 
necessity teaches one to be weather-wise, aiul one soon 
le.'irns which parts to shut up and which to lia\e open. '.)uc 
l)oisterous ni.ght that blew our hair about on our pillows 
taught us more than all our practical cousin's 
explanations. 

Of coru-sc, we could have had a revolving 
house, but the size vvc wanted would have 
been most ruinously expensive, and our little 
room has only cost us under seventy-five dol- 
lars. 

We gave a good deal of thought to the fur- 
nishing, our idea being to have ris little in it 
as possible, no hangings or unhoistery or any- 
thing unnecessary that should make it b.lic an 
indoor place. As two beds would b.avc taken 
u|) too much room, our cousin designed one 
for us on the i:iriiiciidc of ship's berths, one bed 
on top of the other. It is fitted with good cas- 
tors, so tiiat it can easily, be moved abqut and 
its' position altered according to' how the room 
is opened. A rough table, also on castors, and 
a deal form and basket chair complete our out- 
fit, as we do all our dressing in our bedrooms. 
ICach side of the dado is a seat, so that we are 
(luite able to entertain. The bed, like the sof.i 
of the Germans, is considered' the;', place oi 
honor, which is always acco'rdijd to our most 
irripprtan.t viaitor..:The, walls inside arc match- 
boarided; we- wished , to keep them as natural 
looking as possible, so instead of paint or var- 
nish wc rubbed them ourselves \Vith a little 
linseed oil, which preserves the wood and is 
jet not at all .exp.ensiye. 
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two lone women not afraid 
asked a friend. "Not with 
Tim and Ann," wc answered, pointing to our 
two trusty dogs, and we did hot add that we 
often wished them a little less trusty, and that 
they would ndt guard us in such an officiou.5

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To dwellers on the tableland of 
who arc counselled to cat heartily 
would keep up their strength, always menaced 
by anemia, it will conic as a starlhng i)iecc of 
advice to he told to fast to cure disease, 
liere almost all articles of food are said to be 
from twenty-five to thirt3''-thrcc per cent less 
nutritious than similar articles in Europe, and 
wc arc told 'that wc need more "fuel for the 
machine" than if -wc lived on the other side of 
the Atlantic. 

To keep off tlic dreaded typluis one shoubi, 
accorcliu.g to the older people, never allow the 
system to become debilitated liy lack of food. 
Hence in times of epidemics of the . dreaded 



fever one is told never to let the stomach get empty. But ac- 
cording to a bulky book by Flereward Carrington, published 
in London, the main cause of disease is the "accumulation of 
waste food material in the body." In Ins book, entitled "Vi- 
tality, Fasting and Nutrition," Mr. Cayrington gravely argueS ; 
that even the poor eat too much (he should make 'the acquaint- 
ance of the frugal peon of Mexico!) and that babies arc 
grossly overfed. Babies from birth should never be allowed 
but three meals a day. A fat baby is not a health}'- baby, for 
fat ill anyone is diseased tissue, "no matter in what locality if" 
may be foiuKl." ' > 

This author urges that if twelve ounces of food are suffi--^ ' 
cient, and wc cat forty or more, as most people do, then the 
eliminating organs are overtaxed. Effete material beings to 
accumulate within the system. The process 'continues as the 
overfeeding' continues. The system becomes more and more 
cloggi'd, and, by ;iulo-infection, poisoned throughout by this 
corrupt material. This process is the true cause of disease.. ^ 
.It is Liiiduly retained mal-assiniilated material which is IhtiS ■„' 
seen to be the real and chief cause of all disease." ■ ' ' ^ 

Here the author would appear to have taken , a hint fronr 
the teachings of Horace Fletcher, who advocates less food and 
more thorough mastication so that what is swallowed- may be 
assimilated. 

Disease, according to j\Ir. Carrington, is a 
curative effort of the body to rid itself of dis- 
ease. vSo it comes to this, that "It is disease that 
saves life. It is disease that actually cures the 
bod}-." I'lven in epidemics, he declares disease 
is "never cau.giit," but arises in each person 
from the presence in his bod}' of effete food 
material on \vhich the .germs come to feetl. 
Fasting, argues this author, is curative, for 
deprivation of food for a reasonable time does 
not weaken, but on the contrary, strengthens 
the body, for the energy otherwise used in di- 
g-csting the food is saved when we fast. But 
the faster must be prudent; he must gradually 
diminish the quantity of food taken, then re- 
duce it more, and then stop it entirely until 
natural hunger returns, and this natural htm- 
gcr may not return for some time. Neither, ■ 
liquids- nor solids should be, taken . diiringltlie^i ; 
fast. Mr. Carrington asserts that ' th'e resulfst 
are surprising, for instead of growing weak, 
and having to go to bed a person becomes 
stronger and more energetic; 

This ma}- be good advice for sca-lcvcl re-^ 
.gions, but it might not be wise to fast much 
here Avherc the organism has to work hard. ^ 
Still everywhere overfeeding must be bad. The 
few local I'detcheritcs claim to bo in much 
better health than formerly. They cat lightly^ . 
and assimilate all tljey eat.— Mexican Herald, . 
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, DETAILS OF CREATION 

Do you carry a pocket glass or have you anything 
in tho house which will enable you to see the minor 
dotiiils o£ created things? If not, \'ou iiro constantly 
missing- opportunities to enlarge your spli<!re oC know- 
iloclgo and losing many pleasant experiences. Tlie 
Iinowledgo may not Ije very valual^le, but tlic ploasure 
will aOcJ a great deal to tho enjoyment of lll'e. Just ;is 
there is a un;' verso so vast that our unaided oyes can- 
not discern 11, so there is a universe so small tliut to 
Tinasslatecl sight-It is Invlalhle. Creation is gradod 
from>.tho Infinitoly great. to j tho inflnltcljr little;; .■.AVltii 
our natural faculties and without help of any kind 
wc only sen a very small part of this ennrninus ivliole. 
Tills is prolialjly trut; <iC Llio tilings disoernuble. )iy diii' 
other senses, but lor tlu' ])ri>sent wo shall deal only 
\\-illi what Is observed by :iig'ht. 

Some years ago a. small piece of leathery mutter 
Avas handed to an cxjjert mloroscoplst. Hp c:»ainincd 
It. > To tlie rialied eye it was simply, a scrap of at>so- 
liitely uselbssVinaterlal;^ havo lio message, 

•vvhatevor to deliver; but the mioroscoplst begun<to in- 
■ iterrpsatc It with his lens and' it told,Jiim that It was 
n scrap of human skin that had many years before 
Tjelongcd to a fair-haired man. Then he was told that 
this scrap of leatlier\- matter had been fO'.iiiil attached 
■to a raiil Ihat was imlleil from a t-'liiirch door in Vork- 
.shlre, and tluu llu-re was a tradilloii ia the coiintr\'- 
slde that many eunturies aye a J^aiii^li rubber liad 
been slain ua ho was leaving the church, whore he had 
stolen tho holy vessels, and that his skin had been 
nailed to the church door. Thus wo see that the mic- 
roscope was able to read in its owti way a story of a 
by-gone day. It was able to confirm a tradition that 
the skin of a falr-hairod man had been nailed to the 
church door. 

An incident like this illustrates whiit i)olency tbi-rc 
ia in the microscope wb.cn liaiuil.'d by a ]ier.soii with 
itnowlertgo and develoiied leasc.niii.^' powei-s. It su;;- 
gests something of the \vijnclerful i>ossibillties of the 
.study of the minor details of creation. Most jjcople, 
however, would take very little pleasure out of a high- 
powered microscope. To use such an In.strumcnt of- 
foctivcly, It is necessary to ctdtlvale the eye, and to 
f;imiliar|y,e oneself with a mass of seienlifio informa- 
tion for wliich the great majority of ])eoi)lc have 
.neither time nor inclination. Ihit tin? small pocket 
magnifying glas.s is an unending soiivc(! <vf pleasure 
and very frequently of tho greatest value. It ia neces- 
sary even with It to acquire some little knowledge of 
how 40 use It, for frcciuently one meets people who 
seem unable to see an.\ tlilng through such an Instru- 
ment. They seem iiicai)able of atljusting It at a pro- 
])er focus, (u- of getting the olijeet looked at In a 
]iroper light. Tliere is no hard and fa.st rule for us- 
ing a j]oekf't 3iiagiilf.\'ing glass. l^ractic(? will show 
how you can get the best results. .Sometimes they .are 
got by holding the glass near the eye and moving the 
object so as to get it in tho best jjosition; sometline.s 
it is well to hold tho glass near the object and move 
the 'head until the eye gets in such a position as to sea 
tho details beat. Light is very Important. The stronger 
the light tile better can the details be s(-en, altliough 
something doiicnds on the angle at which the .light 
falls. laying on the desk at v,-liicli we write is a pieci! 
of ordinary white blotting ji.aper. Although qniti: 
fresh, it looks dusts-. J/.Toked at with an ordinary 
pocket glass — the one wo have cost 50 cents — with the 
suiii.shlning full upon.lt it; is perfectly white with 
minute silvery spots, Unit as it Is hioved so as to bring 
its surface away from the direct rays of the s'Un, 'tlie 
surface Is seen to bo liberally sprinkled with' what 
si ein to be small black hairs. In a .square Inch of tho 
surface of tin; pajier there arc about ,')00 oC these 
"hairs." Tliey arc all uptm one side of the p.ajier, the 
other side, as far as tho glass discloses, being of uii- 
hrok&n .white. This particular piece of information Is 
oC.Tid special value or interest, but If Is gu cn simply 
to show what can be seen in a common object by the 
use of a small glass. 

A flower, a leaf or a seed examined in thi.'i wn.v 
assumes new and wonderful beauty. The det.ails of 
structure, even wht'ii magnitied only ;i few diameters 
will be seen to he marvellous, and as tlie power of te.o 
glass increases new mysteries are disclosed of an 
amazing nature. Insect life gets a new interest wiion 
examined in this way and so also do all minerals. W'o 
cannot treat here at any length upon the disclosures 
which high-powered microscopes make. Indeed to 
gl\-e a corr(>ct iilea of them it woiil.l br^ iiiei-:-sary to 
use drawings. \\'e nia.s'. luiwe\-er, sn>- tli.it ;i ji] c\ rent ly 
In Its mliiuti' fornis X.ature'.s work si'(-iiis t" lie more 
accurate tliaii in tliosi> with \\iiieh tli'' vinaiiled c.Ne 
anakfis us famill.ar. Tii what i'.\tent matter may bi' 
BUbdivided we do not know. The microscope cannot 
help us here. A cube whose size measure the 100,000th 
part of an inch is at present the minimum object 
visible In the most powerful microscope. It Is esti- 
mated thrt such a cube ^vould contain 100,000,000 mo- 
lecules of oxygen, gas. Whether molecules represent 
the ultimate subdivision of matter is not absolutely 
certain. 



MAKERS OF HISTORY 

rvXiil. 

The lUstory of tho Byzantine Kinpire is a story o'' 
surprising Interest. We have seen In previous articles 
how Constantino the Great founded Constantinople 
and moved hl.s capital from Rome to the new city on 
the Bosphorus, and how tho Teutonic tribes and tho 
ituns swe))t out of f'entrtil Europe and ovrrtlii-ew the 
Avi'Hiern cmiiire of the Cai'sars. A\'e liavr ol.-o sen 
li'iw Teillimie customs wen; merged in tho.-' of KMine 
to form u lii'V,- eU ni/.ati'Ui, while In b.'n.Lvlaud Ihvy de- 
veloped along indi-riiMiib'iit iinrs out of \\hicli was 
evolved the pr;ncl|>le of self-governuu nt. .Mcaiiwliilu 
events were moving in Asia and eastern Kuropc In a 
way, which was to havo a profound effect upon the 
history of mankind. From the time of Constantino 
(piiward tiieri' was more or less of a partillnii of thi: 
Itoinaii I'lmpire, .and iMdi'i>d this w.is mil.N' a coiiliTniii- 
tlon in an .acute fiuun of the eoiulilioiis existing \\ lieu 
■Iiillu.s Caes.ir and I'ompei' sh.ai'ed tin' domain brtueen 
thorn. Hut gradually the ])Ower of tlii' .Senate ii\-rr tho 
Kastern Kmplre was rela.\ed, .and tho Western Kaiplrc, 
wealcened .by Us own vices and the repeated shocks of 
liarbarlan armies felt, and In A.D. 476, Romulus the 
last oecuiiant of the IhroiU' of the (."aesars, was de- 
jiosed anil the Kmi)lrc ceased to be. The lO.istern 10m- 
pire, protected nn tlio Nfuih b.v tho Balkan range of 
mountains, eontl ruu.-d .and for nearly a thousand years 
enjoyed a iirostige, whieii though sullied often by 
incomprohcnslblo baseness, was at times dIstingui.'Jhed 
Jn fa* manner worthy of the best traditions of Groeco 
and Rorno.' Of tho 107 persons who ruled It from A.P. 

to A.D. HCS, when Constantlne Palneologu.'j died 
In the broach of the walls of his caiiltal, vainly re- 
sisting the Turkish onslaught, there are vcu'y low 
nami'.s that are worth remenihei-ln'.,', (.r tli.-it are on.^- 
pieuous for deeds tliat niniic bi.stor.w Tlic wealth of 
tho empire was marvellous. Its licentiousness wa.s at 
times bgyond belief. In the .^■ear fii;" .Tii.stlnlan as- 
cended the throne, which he occuiikal for thirty-elglit 
yoar.s. llo ruled with a great deal of ability, although 
personally a man of viclous'-ana depraveti.tastes.f His 
]H>Ilcy was one of consolidation. Ho codified tho-laws, 
iiiiUli'd the cliiM'ch and emleavori'd to srjUdlfy his em- 
jjlre, but the task was too gri'al f.jr biiii, and lln^ eim- 
dltion of society aftf-r his di .illi was appalllu.g. The 
younger element of tho comninnlt,\- organb/.i'il Ihem- 
selvea Into .a body kno\\-u as the Hhu s; the. '..'onserv.-i- 
tlyo clement being called tho Greens. TIk; strife hc- 
twebnlth^ao two parties was terrible, and the excesses 
oC the Bliies.worc beyond tho.p.flS5lbIUty of description. 



Xo crime was too aljominablc f(n' them. Yet the 
-state was able to survive this awfid visitation. Pes- 
tilence at times stalked abro;id. l''(n' fifty years at one 
time the land wiuii afflicted. "Whole cities wore de- 
populated never/to^be; Inhabited .again..; Bnemlos from 
without pressed tipon- the empire. Under the brilliant 
lcader.ship of Chrosroes, Pcraia m.ido her last effort at 
universal dominion ahd for a tlme threat(Mied ;the'exls- 
tonco of tlic empire. The Avars, a Mongrollan raco 
which had made its way into hhiroju' pressed hard 
iijion the northern boundaries. A\'ars with furelga na- 
tions and rebellions at home k-cjil the nation in a eon- 
dition of almost coiUinumis confusion and yet It was 
able to maintain its e.\istence for ten eeiitiirii s. 

Althougil tho Institutions of the 13yKuntlne Eniplvo 
wore derived from Rome, tho character of the popula- 
tion was greatly Influenced by tho Greek race, the des- 
cendants of those remarkable people, who played so 
conspicuous a part in the history of tlie aneiout world, 
and the product of tin: commingling of tlie blood of 
tho Roman imini.i;rant.s witli that of the Creeks w;is 
a race that was hanlly lilt.-d to bear the liurdeiis ()r 
empire. Vet the pcoiilc rcachcil a hlgli stale of e-lvill- 
zatlorii became great In commerce and aeeinnuhited 
vast wealth. Tho palaces of Constuntlneple, ibougli 
not so substantial as the struo.tures of Xiome, Kgyiit 
and t^ersla, were jnarvcls of grandeur and lavish dls- 
]ila,\-. The arl.--tocracy were cultivated and lived in al- 
iiio.^L unprecedented luxury; tiie inercli;iiit cl.ass was 
actl\-e, keen and intolbgent, and a great bioly of .^h\vr:i 
licrformcd all tlie menial tasl-:s :inil c. .n( ri b ii i , m1 b.\- 
tlicir lal.ior to tin; e,is(^ and eomf(U't of their .\lasi. i-. 
In such a community it was natural that the study uf 
philosophy .should take a prominent place, and tli.it the 
subtleties of logic should be applied" to the develop- 
ment of tho doctrines of Chrlatlanlt.v. It may bo too 
iniieh to say, jierhaps, as Clark In his History of Tur- 
U'.'y dees, that it was in "onstantlnoplG lliat most of 
Mhat iias lieen accepted .-i:; Christian theology was 
.■\-ol\-ed. l>ut it is certain that at no time or plaei' in 
the history of mankind was ndigioiis eoutr iv. r.-.v .-n 
intense or .so general as It was about the foorlli eeii- 
tury'in the city on the Bosphorus. Nm- was dlsons- 
slon confined to tho ecclesiastics and pliUosopliers. 
It permeated every rank of society. It one asked his 
li.shinongcr the price of his herrings, ho might bo 
niiswered by tho atatomont that "tho Son was Co- 
oteriial with the Kalber." .Men stopped e.aeh other in 
till' street to discuss s(mii^ jibase of the doctrine of tho 
'.rriiiity in- scone alistriise iiroblem in n'f.anl to n:- 
generalioii. In the drinking ]d;icrs men io lle ir cups 
engaged In freiizloil del.>aies on the ne st r ace d suib- 
jects, and oven In low brothels such tliciiics were ve- 
hemently debated. Wo read little of tho progress of 
moral reform, little of tho common virtues of life. 
I'orhaps one of the most remarkable things about 
Christianity is that it was al.do to survive this period 
.of .stress. I'roni a very early period there were dls- 
.sensioiis between ihf. I'.islern Churehc's and tlio.-:o 
which reco,gnl;:ed tlie ,actiioi-ity of (he Ulsh ip of Homo 
U.S the head of Christendom, and at times tho tirgaiil- 
zatlpna. drifted widely apart, only to come together 
again. Tho Anal breach occurred In A.D. lODS, since 
which time. In spite of efforts made to bring about a 
union, the Greek and tho Roman Churches have ro- 
niaiuod distinct. 

'I'his review of the l^.w.anliim Kmpire is necessary 
to introduce tlu', ne.\t grc.il racl.al movcoiient. Wf are 
uniiljlo to sel.ect from the list of its rul'-rs any one 
man, who can be classed as aimmg the gci-.at maker;! 
of history. Perhaps Justinian, wlio has been already 
mentioned, is most deserving of that \onur. He was 
of o>scuro parentage, being It Is said, tho son of a 
peasant. His mother's brother was a Goth who served 
:is a in'i\-;ite soldier in the Byzantine army. Tli- ruiildl.v 
rose ill hi.s jirof.'ssiiui and was )n'o 'la inioil lunju'ror. 
He took .Justinian undi r his c.are, eilmated hini .■iiid 
Later resigni'd the imp' rial oHii r to liiio. .li i.st in kin's 
rclgu wa.s u;id(Hditeill\- th.- most brilliaiii in the thon- 
simd years for wliic'i the Byzantine bhiipiro stood. In 
war he met with great success, at times, but In tho 
end tho empire was weaker than when lie ascended 
the throne. He built many churches, aqueducts, har- 
bors, moiiastcrlea and other public works. But his 
chief title to fame rests' upori his compil.-itlon of the 
laws of P.ome alio\-o mentioneil, tlu' (!oll.-ct!on and 
r-diting of the decisions of jurist.-; .and the jiroMUdga- 
tlon'ofinew constitutioiie.l iirinclples. The l.'.ide iiiul 
Pamdicts of Justinian have had a great influenco U]i- 
on tho jurisprudence of modern times. Thoy were In 
no sense his personal work but were done by a c6m- 
iiilttee of lawyers acting under his Instructions. Ju.s- 
ilnlan became emperor In A.D. b'-T and died In A.D. 
G.'?5.

Ho also told exactly how far below the tiur- 
taee tlie clay wa.'i, Ibuv ;iro el.asses of cases In which 
iiiliul-rcadin.g can iilii.e mi p.-irt, and \yc do niit sei> that 
tlie hypothesis of Hpirlti-:!ii helps im in the lea.st to 
reach a noncliislon. lmb-e,i we think the claim put

The domain of wiiat used to be called m.aglc seems 
to be a part of this unexplored rcalui— not tho magic 
of the conjurer, of course, but ancient magic, and that 
which seems to be practiced by peoples, who are not 
exactly in the same grade of civilization. as ourselves, 
cbjirliitaiiry will explain smiic of it, but not all by any 
means.

Perh.aps by ami by<' Wf ina\- know more .-ibout it, 
that is when humanity h.as become .a little less ma- 
terial, when it lias reali/.ial that there are things which 
cannot he Investigated by the foot rule, the balance, 
the microscope and the test-tube. 
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LOUIS XVI. AND HIS MINISTERS 

In the art g.-illeries of f'rance we liiid more th.ui 
one ii.irtrait of .Miraiieau, tlie famous oratm- ami .-(ime- 
tlme ailviser of the king tluring the tiirliuhmt times of 
tho Revolution, uiul the picture shows us only the 
twisted body, the ugly, scarred face, with Its half cyni- 
cal, half good-humorod smile. From tho features de- 
lineat.'d we cannot guess of the wonderfid charm of 
s]>eec!i and manie r, the liglitning glance of the e.\es, 
the hajipy cordiality of disposition, the jiow'er of tlio 
master-mind, tluit combined !o make a character al- 
most limitless in Its influences for <dther good or 
bad, whichever quality tho great statornan strove to 
inspire in the hearts pf those,, who, dazssled by tho 
eloquence of his address, flocked about him to listen 
hreathlessly to the words that fell fronj hla lips, to 
follow without question' whatever path ho desired 
them to take. Yet though .MIrabcau grew to become 
the idol of the people of I'Vance, and the confidant of 
the king, lie never kiu'w eitiier satlsf.action or liaiipl- 
ness and died a prey to the most bitter dlstii)polnt- 
ment. If his early life hall been different, there Is 
every reason to suppose that his influoncc might havo 
goii(> far towards averting the atrocities of the Corn- 
mum', ihit death came very early, -brought about pre- 
maturely as a result of youthful excesses, and his ef- 
forts towards rc-establlshin.g the monarchy, and form- 
ing a new con st i t ii ; h m w(U-ki'(l mil.e in the direction 
of eom])letely ov( rtlirowing the e.\lsting order of 
things In Fr.ance, and bringing to the scaffold tho 
king, whom ho desired to serve. , 

Count do Honore GaDrlcl Rlqucttl MIrabcau was 
born In Provence, France in I7S9. Whether or not it 
was on account of his deformity of face and figure, 
his father, alwa.ws an unnatural sort of tyrant, show- 
ed ;i. mai-ked antiiiatliy to his sc/ii, who, not knowing 
the iM-iite(0.lon of lionieiwas early thrown upon thr: 
question. lb!;' mercies Of the degenerate society of tlio 
day. 'I'lie outcome was only what might havo been 
o-tpucted. lie became popular and formed friends 
among those, who charmed by their pleasing manner 
and ready wit and contaminated by tho Immoral ex- 
.anitile of their lives. Miranbe.-in, iirineipally through 
the lnfluenc(! of his f:itbir, w.is twic Imprisoned for 
some misdemeanor. It 1-; saiil that at one timi; ho 
was sentenced lo death for having induced a iii.irried 
wom.'in to elope with him. lie pl(>aded so elo<|ii. lul.v 
at his trial, however, that ho was set free without 
punishment. But the cn-ors of his youth were to fol- 
low him through life, causing mistrust In those whom 
he mo.'-l liesireil in propitinte. among them being the 
ipofM, wise b.nl ir.> fnitb in anil no respect, for f.io 
gnat stnt'-sm;m. whose wonl was l.iw tci so many 
thousands. 

l':.irl.>- in the year 17S9 we !inil Micabiau beginning 
lo divide with Xecker the honors of jiopularlty. When 
the Comptroller-general Anally resigned, MIrabcau bor 
came tho most powerful among tho.se who essayed to 
lend tho people. lie was not ;is scrupulous nor as 
disinterested in tlie Cincvese. lie m-vr h.-.dlated to 
t.ake cnmiiensali 01 f(u- his .'o rviees. hot le ither did ho 
stoop lo deci pl 1.111 in any form. franl<ly avowing his 
worst rpi.i lit ie.-, while .ilwa.'.s ma in t.i iiii n.g serenel;.- 
e,xalted opinion of his eapalillilies. "A man of my sort 
receives a hundred thousand crown.s," he was fond of 
saying, "but a hundred thousand crowns la not suRI- 
elent to find a man of my sort." 

.So fur a tine. .Mlrabe.iu {luik tb.' liebn and en(lea\-- 
ored to direct the .iffairs of the king ami people, lie 
was not allowi'il in i nter the iiilii istr.s , as a decree of 
Iho .\;;senibl.\ lo.iili. this a forbidden honor for all de- 
puties. .So he could not act with quite the authority 
that otherwise would have been his. "When it was 
made Impossible for the great orators to assume the 
responsibility of tho administration, hVanco was de- 
prived of the last chance of a strong government" 
writes Cul/.ot. 

As an Instinct of tho ready wit and eloquence of 
tho great statesman, and of his thorough knowledge 
of his countrymen's readiness to resiiond to any aji- 
peal to their dramatic instincts [he. follnwlng may be 
cited. MIrabcau was a strong exponent of liberty of 
<.'.i!iseieiice and of ibe graiitin.g of license to worship 
to both CntholicK .and Protestants. Cnlike him there 
wen^ maii.\- In the Assembly wlio iusislod that the Ko- 
innn Catholic faith should alono bo recogniaed. Thero 
had been a very fiery debate and many fine addresaea 
from tho clergy In sympathy with Ibe latli-r cause, A 
deputy of Cambreslg had made a pi ofoun l sensation 
and almost won the vote, reminding the |ii o|ilo of the 
promise of Louis XIV, ^yhen he bad s.ihl lu l'ore Cam- 
bru, "I Kh.all never jiermlt the I'roteslanL worship in 
this ])l:iee." Before the ap|)laiise had died away, .Mlra- 
lieau ruslii d to tho tribune. I-I1§ eyes wore aflame, his 
face white with Intense feeling.. "Recollect," cried he, 
"that here from the place wlioro' l speak,., I.jsoe the 
window of the palace Jn. vyhlph ^Bome .factious 'ni.on,' 
corhijlnlng temporal Interests with tho most s.ncred in- 
terests of religion, caused to he tired by the hand of a 
weak king of tin; P'rench, the fatal muslcet whbjh gavo 
the signal for .S|. H^irtholomow," For a sln.gle. mo- 
ment imrprl.-e .iiid consternation hold tho peopio si- 
lent, then ,1 tbuiuleroiis burst.of/appiauso greeted tho 
speaker, and Irjiheau's motion: WftS"'iBarrlod. It does 
not detract from the fitory'tc>'"sajr(:tlj4t: niattor of 
fact the statesman could not'. sco , the. windows of the 



palace at all from wdiero he stood. A friend made bold 
enough to remind hhn of this after tho meeting, and 
iSiiribeait responded "M^ but for tho 

time being"! saw oxaotly what 1 described." 

Almost every cause of- which the orator chose to 
assume the responsibility was assured of success. Day 
by day his jiower Increased. Ho was appointed speaker 
of the Assembly and strove with all the energy of 
which he was capable to create a chaiiEO In the Consti- 
tution, only in this way ho tliou.glil could the safety of 
the State be .secured. Ho pleaded eloquently with .Ma- 
louot, tho leader of "Inipartlnllsta" before the Assem- 
bly, "It Is no longer time," lio said, "to reckon up ob- 
jections, if you find any, to my proposals. Make a bet- 
ter one, but do It quickly for wo cannot ilvo long. If 
wo wait we shall perish either by death or violence, 
Tile more you insist on the e;ilstlng evil, the more ur- 
gent is tho re))aralloji. JJo you dispute my power'.' 
Name a ni.an who, with the same will Is In a butler 
position lo act. Vou have seen me ill your ranks, 
struggling against tyranny, tiial is what 1 still light 
against; but legal authority, constitutional monarchy, 
tho 'tutelary authority of the monarch, these I have 
always reserved to myscll the right and authority of 
defending — I' havo done no harm voluntarily though I 
have often been so accused. I but pay for tho faults 
of my youth. It is not fair liial you should make 
i''rance pa\- for them also — .\h. If 1 liad brought to 
I'Yalicc a rejnitatlon like that of .M aiislierbes. What a 
future my country would bo sure to enjoy through me. 
What glory would accrue." 

And Mlr-abeau hardly exaggerated his power when 
he placed his own estimate upon himself. Ho strug- 
gh.'d Willi untiring energy against oppression of every 
kind, and ))erhaiis had his life been spared It is not too 
much to say that the reformations for which ha 
struggled inlghl have been brought about. "The im- 
mense superiority of his political genius, and the In- 
creasing authority of his word were at last gaining tho 
day," writes Gulzot "when the disease, resulting from 
previous excesses and which had for a long time been 
threatening hini, triumphed over his will as well as 
his physical strength." 

Uni,. d.a.\- after h.avlng spoki^n li\a. times in tlie As- 
sembly, he left tho hall Willi these words on his lips 
"I am a dead man from henceforth," and going honia 
he took to tho bed from which he was never to rise 
again. 

During his illness which lasted for some days Paris 
was lilled with consternatloni Tho street in which 
MIrabeau lived was crowded day and night with an 
ininiense throng of peojilo who spoko only In Whlspors, 
and me.ny of whom v.ere members of all tho different 
political f.ac'.ions crowaled his doors. Royalists and 
Ijibi'rals were united in their ctmimon grief for the 
country's friand. On the 2nd of .Viiril mil, very early 
In tho morning the bulletin announced that the great 
statesman was dying, 'and word went forth from tho 
house of mourning that MIrabeau had expressed a 
wish for flowers. The message flew like wlld-flro 
through the city and Into the country beyond, "Mira- 
iieau is d> ing and wants flowers." By nine o'clock tho 
country peojile were flocking into the town with their 
carts and baskets piled high with fragrant bloom. All 
the hothouses In I'aris sent ilielr rarest and loveliest 
])laiits; little children brought nosegays. Tlie stales- 
man's houso was filled with blossoms and the streets 
for blocks was. gay with the color of millions of flow- 
ers, and redolent with their sweetness. 

So ;Mlr.abeau died, .and trembling Franco on tho 
verge of the Reign of 'Terror wejit for him in vain. 
He had been their last hope of salvation. "I carry off 
with me," said ho at the last, "in my heart tho lament 
for mon.irciiy for Its ruins arc now to become a prey 
to tho factious."

The Icyislatiw assembly that existed be- 
fore the c<donie^ i if \'aneo',i\er Island and 
iJrilisIi Columi)ia were united, boasted of :i 
dew members who pos.^essed cratorical .powers. 
!/\mos De Cosntos always inipi eased me witli 
liis'carnestness. That was his chief charac- 
teristic. He was seldom elo(|ucnt. but he uas 
known on occasions eif i^reat i)nblic inoiiicnt 
to rise to a diz/y hci,<^hi from which he im- 
])rcssed his hearer.s with his sincerity and ^\■on 
their applause and support. lie was easib,' 
irritated, ami when he lust his icinper was an 
easy mark for the shafts of irony which .Ur. 
ITelmckcn, the speaker, was Avont to cast at 
members when calling for oi'dcr. l.)r. I lelmcken 
M'as often elocpicnt, and hc'had the knack of 
KayinsLj the proper thing- at the right lime. 
It seemed to the reporters as a .-^|/caker he ^\as 
too amiable, an.,1 sid)mitteil too nuklly to in- 
iVasions of his anlhoriiy, but he generally 
brought the disturber up with a round turn 
in the-.cnd and squared matters by his contin- 
iial flow of good nature. 1 never saw him 
really angr}' Inn once. That w.is fn 1861, when 
II writer for a newspaper hail lil.)clletl him and 
Avas haled before the bar of the I louse. The 
Avritcr sm-rendcred the name;; of his inforni- 
;iiUs and humbly apologized fnr the outrage. 
Jn discharging him from custody, the Sjieakcr 
baid that the House would not exert tlio au- 
thority it possessed to imprison the libeller, 
not because he did not desi^rvc the severest 
punishment, but because it would be "like set- 
ting the machinery of the T.cviathan in mo- 
tion to crush a 1 — e.'' To explain the aliusioi; 
to the l.c\'ialhan it is necessary to mention 
that that was the name which it was at first 
intended to bestow on the Great luistcrn, th.e 
huge steamship which proved so dismal a 
failure nearly fifty years ago. She was the 
first of' the great Atlantic steamships and Avas 
propelled by both screw and jiaddlewhcel. 
Huge as she was in her carrying capacit}- she 
Avas a mere baby Avhen compared Avith the 
present giant greyhounds, and as for speed, 
Bhe was not at all remarkable. 

''Tom'' I luniphre}'s was the most elcxpien.t 
man who occn[)ic:l a scat in tl'.e legislatisc 
Bsscmbl}'. lie afiorwards sat in tiie 1 .ogislali\'c 
Council for I.illooet and voted for Confeder- 
ation. He Avas a violent and incisive speaker. 
His w'ords cut like whipcord. His voice has 
been likened t(j the call of a silrcr clarion — 
it was mellow, clear, far-reaching and j)ene- 
trating. Mis xdcahtdary Avas U'.'t large, his 
"facts" were not ;ilways facts, and his cpiola- 
li(.)ns were often incnrrect. but his cpiirk wil. 
liis brilliant repartee, and his shafts of ridicule 
and sarcasm were like flashes of lightning. 
]le became a po]ndar idol. On one occa- 
Bion he made a violent attack on Mr., after- 
Avards Sir, Joseph Triitch, who was then Chief 
Commissioner of Lands and Works, accusing 
that official of di.shoncsty and all sorts of 
official misdemeanors. The speech was made 
;tl a ])ublic meeting. The matter was brcjught 
Tij) in the Legislative Council and the offinider 
Avas expelled after he had rcfiisetl to apologize 
or Avithdraw a single word. Humphreys aa'bs 
called -before a great public meeting at the 
theatre in this city, and presented Avith a gold 
Avatch and chain. In returning thanks for the 
honor and gift he rei^eated his charges, and 
ticfied prosecution. .\t the eleciidii he was 

I rium|)haiitly re-elected and cnlereil Ihe Icgis- 
lati\-e hall bre.'ttiiiiig defiance to his o|)porieiils. 
Jn jS/O Air. I lumphrc3s became a member of 
the J-'Jliott govenmient for a fcAV months, and 
Avas then dismissed. He Avas .succeeded by Mr. 
SmithCj afterwards premier. The next session 
]ie joined Mr. Wallccm, leader of the tiien 
Opposition, and his hostility Avas probably tlu; 
cause of the early downfall of tlu; I.vlliott .gov- 
ernment, for after a tnjublous life of two years 
the mini.-ilry fell to pieces. In the W aikem 
{.government .Mr. Ilumphreys Avas made pro- 
vincial secretary, and it Avil.l Jiardiy be believ- 
ed that that brilliant orator and clarion-voiced 
'debater .sat through '^^our. sessions in the l jou,se 
,^vitIlout having introduced a 'measure or made 

II speech wortliy of the name! At the next 
j^-encral election he stood for \'ictoria Dislrici, 
It district that adjoined this city, and was badly 
ilefcatcd, lie afterwards stood for Yale anil 
Avas defeated in a hyc-elcction. .Several years 
])assed before an u))pOlf"tunity again offered, 
.Tlien, death opened a way'by removing the sit- 
ing member fur Como.x. ,Thc weather was 



inclement and while conducting his canvass 
Ilumphreys hired a boat to meet him at a 
certain point. The boat did not put in an ap- 
pearance and he and a friend were forced to 
remain out all night QXposccf tO the pelttngs 
of a pitiless storm of Avind and snoAv. He Avas 
returned, but his health was jiiined, and in 
two }-ears' time he ])assed away. 

.'\ not her very able legislator Avas T^eonavd 
.McClurc, a young Irish editor. When elected 
for the city he edited the Colomst. then the 
l)ro|)erty of .\lr. De C'-jsmos. .\Ir. AlChire is 
the man who made the sixteen hour speech in 
the \ incouver island legislature, a fdat that 
is al\\ays referred to as having been perform- 
cil by .Mr. De Cosmos. Dr. Helmcken Avas 
speaker all through thai dreary night. Mc- 
Clurc held the floor and successfully fotight 
the passage 'if a bill to repe;d a certain t;ix. 
W hen I J o'cl.K-k noon arri-. etl iiie speaker an- 
nounced that the bill was unnecessary, as the 
lax was confirmed b}- the failure of the legisla- 
tion. The effort cost MeClurc his life. He 
lived for two years and died of Piright's disease 
at San Francisco. 

.■\ man of excellent jndgmciU and consid- 
erable tact in debate w as I Ion. W'ni. Sniiihe. 
This gentleman was ;i iiali\-e of the north of 
England, lie came heic in 18(12 and took n|) 
;i fai'm ;it Co'>vich;ni. lie then went to Cali- 
fornia and became a reporter on the .San h'raii- 
ci.sco Chronicle, Returning a few years later ho 
again settled in CoAvichan and resumed farm- 
ing. He was elected to represent that dis- 
trict and led the oppositi^)n from 1871S to icSS^. 
He Avas returned at the general election in the 
Latter }'ear, and u]ion the retirement of .Mr. 
W'alkem (the premier) to accept a judgeship, 
.ind the resignation of Hon. Air. BeaA'cn, Mr. 
Sniitbe was called upon to form a gOA'crnment, 
which Tie undertook to do. After a caucus of 
the opposition members he Avas accepted as 
the leader, and a new ministry was formed. 
He eiijbycd his jxilitical preferment for about 
five years, Avhen he went down to the grave. 
His. uiitimeh' eml Avas greatly rcgrcltcil. 

A. K. B. Davie, who at that time represent- 
ed Lillooet, succeeded Air. Smithc. as. premier. 
lie was a quiet, amiable gentleman of . correct 
haliits and ^pleasant personality ';Cbitt;ilie fjid 
not po.ssess the force and A'igor of his brother 
Theodore in debate, although Avhen impressed 
Avilh an idea that a measure was not in the 
public interest, he could l>c firm and unyield- 
ing. ] have known him to lea\"c a go\-crnmcrit 
caucus and declare that rather than allow a 
certain bill then under discussion to pas.s die 
would resign his portfolio. ' To placatb;, 
the bill .was amended by tiie caucus td Yricct 
his views: He Avas the author cf nmch- use- 
ful legislation, \\ heii he died on August 1st, 
iSSo, of ti.insumptii.Jii, he was succeeded by 
Mr. Kobson.wjio, as has been stated in a pre- 
vious article, was a gifted orator and an able 



part\- organizer. It has been said that ho 
lacked tact, but the fact that he guided his 
jjarty safely through the rajjids and shallows 
is tiie best evid-cnce of his abilitj' and wisdom. 
Ill early life he Avas an editor and originated 
the British Columbian at New Westminster, 
which he afterwards moved to Victoria. In 
1869, The Colonist and Columbian amalgamat- 
ed to secure Confederation and to breast back 
;i spirit of annexation udiich had begun to 
manifest itself among the local ])oliticians. 
The result of this aiii;dgamalioii was seen in 
the adoption of tlic terms of union with Can- 
ada, under Avhich the proA'.ince secured Con- 
federation. Mr. Robson sat for Nanaimo at 
the time and to his exertions Av'erc' due in a 
great measure the success of tiie Confedera- 
tion movement. .\ller he assumed the 
])rcniiersliip a ])roject lor settling a colony of 
,'^cotch crofters on the West Coast was laid 
bef(jre the House and certain hinds were rc- 
>cr\-ed for the ])urposc on tile West Coast. 

The House ;ippio\cd of the ])olicy and liio 
premier ])rocee(lcd to l.ondiTii to ititcrvicw the 
liritish government in furtherance of the 
scheme. I well renumber the grief that was 
expressed Avhen a few Aveeks later, a cablegram 
was recci\'ed announcing Mr. Robson's sudden 
demise at London from Avhat seemed to be .i 
\-cry slight accident. The London 'i'imcs of 
July 2, 1892, thus referred to the ileath of AJr. 
Robson:

The remain^ of the distinguished man Averc 
iMou.obt baek to \'ictoi*ia and a public funeral 

^\■as aceoriled them. 

Death \\-as busy in the raitics of the ,t;Ov-- 
ernmeiit of that day. lion. Robert Dunsmtiir, 
Avho filled the jjosition of President of the 
Council, Avithout portfolio, in the Davie gov- 
crniiicnt, Avas stricken Avith a deadly complaint 
early in April, 1889. Jilr. Dunsmuir, Avith his 
able counsel. and skilful niana.Q-i'ment, had been 
one of the mainstays of the erovernment. lie 
was a fi-eneroii^, jiatriolie and enlcr]irisin.q- 
man, and ;u the lime of his dcalli was eonsid- 
erino- a |)roi)ositit)n to e.nistrtiet a railway to 
liecchy ilead and establish a railway ferrv 
aeross the Straits of San Juan to Port Angeles 
or Port Townsend, Avhcrc the Northern Pa- 
cific was expected to build a branch line to 
connect with their overland lino. After his 
death the project w;is abandoned, and ha.i 
never been re\-i\-ed, ;iltlioui;li often mooted. 
.\s a tlebaler Mr. Dunsmuir was keen and sar- 
castic, lie Avas alwa\s listened to with res- 
pect and a feeling of confidence. His ^ tilts 
Avith Tom Humphieys were often aiiiiising 
and sometimes cvciting, and the president of 
the cbiiiicir Avas Hot often Avorsted. On one 
occasion at the Philharmonic hall, Mr. Huni- 
])lireys declared that Mr. Dunsmuir had been 
trying for five ye;irs to dri\-c him out of tlu; 
country. At the next meeting .Mr. lJunsmuir 
])roduced Humphreys' demand note for $400, 
Avhich amount he had loaned his antagonist 
twelve montlis before. "This is the* way, 
gentlemen," Said Mr. Diinsmuir, holding up 
the note, "that I have tried to drive Mr. 
Jluniphrcys from the country," It is needless 
to say that the liumphreys ])arty Avas defeat- 
ed at the ])olls. Mr. J^unsmuir was a rcmark- 
;il)le man. Starting- Avith a small capital ho 
])rospectcd for and discovered the celebrated 
WellingtOn^scani ,cf coal near Xanaimo, 'I'hc 
coal coinmaiided ii very high price at San 
bVancisco, and in a few years Mr. Dunsmuir 
was several times a millionaire. When he 
died, on April 12, 1S89, his remains Avcrc ac- 
corded a ptiblic funeral. All ])laccs of business 
Averc closed, the fhigs droojicd stidly at half- 
mast, and the hearse was tlrawn to the ceme- 
tery by his wijrkmen, of whom there were 
se\-erai hundred here ami at Xanaimo.

A sawmill at Rangoon 
was started by a missionary for the same pur- 
pose. It has been a blessing to all Burma. 

During the Crimean war a missionary 
started a bakery in order lo keep alive the sol- 
diers Avho were dying by the score because of 
insufficient and tin wholesome food. .A wealthy 
man seeing the loads of fresh bread on the 
street, was struck by the missionary's go(jd 
sense and made him a present td' money with 
which to establish Rnherls College. Here the 
young men of Persia ;uh1 'i'tirkc}- arc recei\ ing 
a modern education. There is a saying in Tur- 
key today that Ghrisliahity added a second 
story to their houses, 

. Nine-tenths. of the 300,000,000 people of In- 
dia are agriciiUiirists. Tl]c greatest need of In- 
dia is' 'agricuftVii-arniissions. \Vonicn and chil- 
tlrcn are skilful uilli their fingers. 'Phe ex- 
pensive Oriental rugs arc made for the most 
])art by little children. A movement is needed 
to protect ehililhood and to ]jut this industry 
oil a finn foumlalion. The missionaries ;tre 
doing go(.)d w ork in this direct ion. 

.Africa is behind the other continents be- 
cause its rivers are not ii.avigable. There arc 
too many rapids. 'J'iie country is a high jjla- 
tcau-in the centre, TliroMgh'thc efforts of the 
missionaries v.dth electrical cx'perinients, in- 
stead of last, Africa will be first some day.

A BOY POLICE FORCE 

Council Bluffs, Iowa, has disco\-ercd a new 
and simple wny oi dealing AS'itb. tinrnl}- and 
mischievous boys, without the services of a 
modern juvenile court. According tathe K.evv 
York Tribune one of the most noA'cl law-and- 
ordcr forces in the country has recently been 
tried oiit in this Iowa city-. The in.stitutiou is 
known locally as the "kid police force," and 
so ])optilar has the movement become that 
practically every boy in town has put in liis 
application for nicmbcrsiiip. Juvenile crime 
has almost entirely disappeared, and the 
"young man" criminal class finds no recruits 
to the depleted tanks. The capiain and origin- 
ator of the force is George H. Richihond, cliiipf- 
of the city police force. Pie is said to have 
based his working plans on the almost univer- 
sal desire the average boy has to be a "cop- 
per." The Tribune explains the genesis of thtr 
boy ])olicemau ;is follows: 

"The 'kid' force Avas organized among 
street Arabs, newsboys, bootblacks, and boys 
Avho Avould naturally be expected to oppose 
just such a movement. Four years ago Chief 
Richmond Avas arranging a sch'cdulti""of"his 
men for the l-'ourth of July. Already the boys 
Averc beginning to shoot off giant crackers, 
and the chief had ordered that any boy caught 
setting off fircAvorks l)cforc the hour which' 
ushered in the Fourth should be arrested. . '■ 

"A policeman entered, half; dragging, . half ; 
leading a dirty-faced little feiiOAAV Avho -was 
Aviping his eyes on his sIcca'c. • 

"Ca'tighl the kid shooting a giant cracker.' 
Here's the cracker itself as evidence,' said thi 
])oliceman. 

" '.All right. Put the kid over in that chair,' 
said the chief. 

"Chief Richmond is a friend of boys and 
understands them. 

' "'Jinimie,' he said, 'what do you say to 
helping me make the "gang" behave-'thcm- 
selves tomori-OAv? I need a' good boy/ and I 
belicA'c you are the very one 1 want.' ' 

" 'Not me,' ansAA'ercd Jimmic. 'I ain't goin' 
to tell on none o' me pals.' 

" 'No, 1 don't want ycni to tell on your 
lials, my son,' said the chief. "I'll make you a 
rcguhir jioliceman, and you can arrest any boy 
just like ti regular ])oliccnian can.'

GROWING WALNUTS FOR PLEASURE 

/ AND PROFIT 

HF, different .•^pcci^o of walnut 
growing at the ])rc.sent time iu 
Xortli America arc six in iiuni- 
bcr. Of these four are natives — 
the black wahiiit, the white wal- 
nut or btitterniit, the California 
black walnut, ' and the Mexican 
walnut. Add to these two for- 
'.' cigncrs, the Persian walnut (com- 

monly misnamed j'.n^lish), and the Japanese 
walnut, and the list is coniplete. 

The common black walnut must stand 
first in consideration from the fact that o[ all 
the species it is most valuable for its timber. 
Its nuts, although a market staple, are too low 
in price to be considered as an asset by the 
iTian -in whose lot or fields stand a few walnut 
trees., Yet the nuts are delicious, rich, and 
full-flavored, and they would surely be missed 
by the children of the country. Well made 
molasses taffy, full of black walnut meats, 
rivals any French bonbon. 

The Six Species 
The black walnut grows abundantly 
through the East and Aliddle West, hut it only 
api^ears occasionally in the extreme South. 
Almost any soil suits it and 1 lia\-e seen big', 
fine trees on licav}" ironstone, slate, ami 
sandstone soils, and on heavy, medium, and 
, light sandy loams. Disease and insect pests 
do not touch it. 

In appcarancQ the ti"ee is more upright than 
spreading, very cle.an and' vigorous, i.n growth, 
and a- joy to ti?e,trf.e7lov,er's eyes foKits stately 
.l)eaut3^ 'The'" timber is one of. pur finest hard 
woods, and brings a high pricic because of^ Its 
use in the making of high-grade furniture and 
fine interior finish. 

Sonic small and scattered efforts to im- 
prove tire black walnut ]ia\'c been made, but 
they have been by selection alone and aniount 
practically to notliing. I'ropagatioii either by 
grafting or budding recpiircs a much higher 
standard of skill and judgment by the opera- 
tor than the propagati.on of fruit trees. An- 
nular budding is the usual method of propaga- 
tion. The tree grows fast and freely and. 
comes into bearing at ten years of age, bearing 
thereafter every year, but alternating light and 
liea\'y crops. 

I'ennsylvania, M;iryland. and the states of 
the Alitldle West fm'nish the principal market 
siippl}', and the niethotl of i)rcparing the nuts 
for market is very simple. After they are 
gathered thej' arc left in heaps on the gi-ound 
luitil the thick outer hull begins to rot. These 
hulls are then rubbed off by hand or the nuts 
may be put throu,gh the corn-sheller, a (piick 
and satisfactor}' way of getting through a 
dirty job, since the hulls are full of blaclc dye. 
After the nuts are hulletl, they .--hould ripen 
for a feu' weeks in a dry place, when they will 
Ijc ready for market or for eating. They do 
not bring a high price, as ! lia\'c said, but 
every man who owns a piece of land that is 
big enough, should plant a few walnut trees 
in the pasture or along the fence rows for the 
enjoyment of his family. 

The white walnut or butternut grows most- 
ly in the mountainous sections of the Northern 
states, and shows a decided ]iroferencc for a 
moist soil. The tree is less starcl_\' in appi'.'ii'- 
ance and more irregular in habit <_>{ grciw tli 
than the black walnut and its tind)cr i.^ not so 
A'aliiable. Vet the tree is not un;ittracti\'e .-imi 
its widesijread branches offer an in\'iting 
shade. A fine Initlcrnut tree stands a. little 
way insitle my meadow gate and I notice that 
my photograidier friends usually want to get 
some views of it. 

The nuts of the while walnut are longer 
and less round than the black, with a very 
rough, corru.gated exterior, and thick shells, 
difficult to crack. The outer sludl is compara- 
tively thin and easy to remove and jiractiealh' 
falls off of itself when llie nuts ,-u'e ripe. The 
meat is rich and oily, nothing extraordinary in 
flavoi-, though the Vermont native esieenis it 
-.a"dclicacy. 

' ' Thie" commercial value of the white walnut 
is so slight that nothing has been done toward 
its im|)roveme'nt. '■ Sentimental reasons ire 
the only ones for its propagation, ajid it is tsLV 
from easy to ])ropagatc, too. But if you must 
have a few but ternut trees to take to plant 6n 
the farm to remind you of your youth, yon will 
find i-oot-grafting or tongue-gr.-ifting the pre- 
ferred method. 

We never see, in the ICasiern markets, the 
nuts of the Calil'ornia black walnut. l)ut on the 
AVestern coast they enjoy cousideraide popn- 
larity. They are not so large as onr Ivastern 
black walnut, but they are shai)ed much the 
same. .In color they, are a jigbt brown, about 
I th e same as the Japanese species, and the ouIct 
surface is. entirely free froiln the roughness 



that is so noticeable in both the' blaick aiid' the 
white walnuts of the h'ast. ' ■ 

The ai)pearance of th.e tree is hamlsome; it 
is larger and more raidc in growth than our 
black walniit,, and is vcry.:jaiuablc for timber, 
i rorticult'urists of^the Western Coast have paid 
some slight attention to tlieTmprovcment |Of 
the siiecies yet nothing notable ^lias been. doiie. 
'riie real value of the California black 'walnitt 
is the \-ig'or ;md rapidity of its growth, ' aiid 
the size and stateliness cjf the tree. 

If you want to make money, the species of 
walmit to grow^ is the Persian, commonly 
called the ICnglish. walnut. In localities wlierc 
it can be grown it is a good l^aying crop, but — 
it will not grow anywhere an-i ever3'whcre. It 
is less hardy than our native species and pre- 
fers the nn'ld climate of our Southern anil 
Souihern Middle stales on the luisterii sea- 
board and also the sunny I'aciric Coast. A 
noticeable |)ecidiarity is that it sncceeds i)est 
when adjacent to Large bodies of water. Jii 
localities sid'ficient ly mild hut not near water 
it is not profitable. W herever it is grown it 
must have a strong, rich soil. 

The tree is not so attractive in ap|)earaiicc 
as the native species, and in orchard culture 
it docs not grow to a great size. Yet isolated 
specimens are often seen that arc described by 
the school-l)0}''s happy phrase — "great bi.g, 
awfid big, and bigg'er"n that!" There arc .■sev- 
eral J'ersian walnut trees in Caroline county, 
IMaryland, that measure two feet or more in 
rliameler. 

The nut is so well known as to need no de- 



ruid the manner in which it bears its nuts indi- 
cate :i ckisc kinship the American white 
\vahuit, The nuts, liowe\'er, are produced in 
much larger clusterii, as many as sereiitecn 
,haying.|bcen:coiuited;'iua^siliglc cluster. As 
a ' further 'eVid'efi'cd'-'of' its'l'-'affinity with otii- 
white Avalnut ;it'crbsSes ve'ry-reiadily with lliat 
species. - ' ' ' " ■" ' ■■- ' 

The ntil; is not so kirge nor so dark as the 
white walnut, btit has a sniooth, li.glil brown 
e.xterior and is easier to crack. The two dif- 
ferent siiccies grown in this country \'ary from 
cylindrical to licart-sluiiie. 'I'hc hulls come off 
readily and 'where the walnut is . grown com- 
mercially they are scalded to hasten the loos- 
ening of the hull, a. very successful method 
which docs not Inirt" the nut. ' The kernel is 
rich and oily like the white walnut' and has 
much the same flavor. 

1 'rop.'tg.'ition of the Japanese specii'S tip to 
the present lias been mostly from seeij. 
interesting expei'iment in hybridizing the Jap- 
aiu'.~e and white waliuit lias resnlt'jd in a modi- 
fied butternut with shell thinner and softer 
than the parent butternut; but as lafgc in size. 

It is only fair to say that there docs not 
seem to be a great future • for the Japanese 
walnut as a market crop. It is too easy to 
grow, as it will thrive in almost .any section 
of .America, and on any good, well dr.tined 
soil. .U present it is grown hnl little eom- 
mei'cially and erimpai'ed with tiie cnnnnon 
black walinit comniimds a high price. I'.ut it 
is so fatally easy to gnjw and ijrodnccs stieh 
bigcrops,and bears so early — three years from 



maiiitain tlie dust mulch, and conserve mois- 
ttnx'. Nothing can take the jjlacc of clean 
tillage in the orchard during.thc early' part of 
the .'reason. • • - ■ - . ' 

r Cover Crops 

• Practically all soils may be materially im- 
proved by tiie judicious vise of cover crops. 
The crops, -wheflrer of rye, vetch, Canada 
])eas or even corn, shoidd be sown about the 
middle of August .'pid i^ernntied to grow or al; 
least remain on the sni"face initil earls' in :\lay, 
when it c;iu be |)lowed nnder tcj ad'i food and 
lununs to tiie soil. Ily sowing as iate as the 
middle of Aiigiist no injury is done to the 
growdng fniit cro]5, while the growth of tb.t^ 
trees is checked and the wood is hardened off 
before the winter comes. 

Thinning the Fnttt 

One of the hardest tasks for the amateur to 
perform is to tliii'i stifficieii'i ly. It sccms like a 
great waste of energy to grow a Crop of yoniuv 
l)e;iclies to i Iu- size rd' small in'imes and to 
then delil)erai (dy I'lill off from one-half to 
t liree-fuu rt li ^ of tliem. Ilowes'cr, he soon 
le.'inis lh;il jieaehes, four to srx inches apart, 
are close enutigh for tlie best results. 

We musfrcalize that a tree can produce a 
ccrlain amount of first class fruit and, if more 
be permitted to grow, the size of the fruit 
must be reihiced. It does not cose any more 
to pick the fruit at one time than it does ac 
another. it is imich cisier to ii.Midle, p:iek 
;nid market a few nice ijcaclics thr.n it is. to 
deal with an ecpial weight of poor, small, iiard, 
unsaleable fruits. 
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o])en aiul the iint may be at once picked (.ml. 
The Persian walnut is a heavy bearer in its 
favored localities, and bears early — sometimes 
in three or four years. Propagation must be 
by grafting or budding if one wishes to pre- 
serve \'ai"ielies, as seedlings are l.ionnd to var\'. 
The iiietiiod df ciiltiv.ation is easy; if an or- 
elnird is i)laiiteil, it may be in grass. Single 
specimens for the garden recpiire (jnl\- sucli 
care as given lo a fruit tree. Keiishaw .'nul 
Rtish are two of the hardiest x'.'irieties. 

IJecause the Tersian walnut represents a 
good market crop, c(.)nsi(lerable .allentioii li;is 
been paid to its improvement with benefit lo 
the size and.quality of the mil :md also to the 
hardiness of the tree. Large size nuts of ex- 
cellent cpi;dity and thin shell are now grown 
successfully in Central I 'I'luis'i l vania aiul even 
farther Xorlh. .It certainly is a paying ci-op 
I'or tlie regions where it can he grown, and 
just b'.'causc it cannot be grown eveiywherc 
gis es it e\'er\' prospect of being a paying crop 
for mail}' ycirs to come. 

The newcomer ;imong the wahinls is the 
japtmese, of which the two si)ecies, Sicliol- 
diana^.and. cordiformis, ; have become well 
knowt'i' among. horticullurists, t!io;igli the lay- 
man is still ignorant of them. Some fifteen or. , 
twenty A cars ago the first jaij.-uiese walnuts • 
'were brought to the Pacific Coast, and froiil • 
tbeuce have been widely disseminated ovfer the 
I'nited Stales. 

It makes .-in inleresling tree, this J;iiKinese 
waliml, and a very ornaineiit;iT one for Lawn.-; 
or large .grounds. iCven the most careless ob- 
server notices il, for it is semi-tropical in a|v- 
pearance when in ftill leaf, regular and upright 
in habit with spreading bi-anches ami a smooth 



graft — that a few orchards of it vvonid swamp 
the iiiai'kel.-i ;iii(l bring prices lo iiolliing. A^ 
an ornamental tree and a novtdty it will prub- 
al)l_\' become \ cry pupnlar. in this connec- 
tion, liowcN'cr, it should be known thai \\\r. 
Japanese is subject to ;i disease, in .'ippciiancc 
vci-y much like iicach-rosette but not so [.-ital. 

Norlli of 40 degrees (north latitude) spring 
is the best time to plant w;i!nuls. South oi .jo 
degrees walnuts should be pl:nited in the fall. 
While it is true that the IjiilUrmil seems to 
l)refcr moist situations, it i.-- also true that it 
succeeds \\v\\ on nphinrls, hillsides, etc., and 
is not So pai'licnl;ii- .'dioul -^oils ;is was sup])(.is- 
ed years agd. l.iiile pruning is necessai'v .-if- 
ter the trees have been shaped tip lo a ^le^iI'- 
able height for bearing and from early spriii.g, 
until in full leaf this priming may he done. If 
trees are to be raised from seed, plant the nuts 
in the fall. 

This .'irticle would be incomplete witbotit 
a reference to the .Mexican walnut, but briefly, 
it is so iiilerii/r. in ;ippear;nice, in (pialily of 
wood, and (piality of mit to all other ii.-iiive 
species, that it nierils notliing more tli.-ni the 
mere ineiitii m 1 if lis existence.

Western liorlicultnre is frec|iiei,lly called 
liie new horticulture and truly is this the case 
it lor no oilier rcison ihaii the way we har\'cst 
and m;irkei our I'ri.ps. The barrel, ibe i';ick 
and the basket are fairl}- things of ihe past and 
now our crop goes to the market in neat, at- 
tractive, bcautifiill}' labelled boxes and crates 
of llie most convenient size possible for the 
grower, commission man and consumer lo 
handle. 

Harvesting and Marketing 

I'rohably no crop grown rcquirc:s more care 
than the harvesting and ni;irkeling of ])eaclies. 
'Ihe le;isl sci'.'itcli or bruise soon sliows i.ip lo 
the dis;ul;ivantage of the crop. Mea.ns siionld 
be ])rovide(l lo eliminate as far as possible all 
these defects. The picking should be done ini- 
der .'1 coiii])etcnt orchard boss whose duty it is 
not only to direct the work but als-) to see that 
the fruit is not allowed lo dro]) •1110 the jdck- 
ing recepi ;icles, but rather is genllv placed, in 
as one would handle eggs. 

The picking rece])lacles may he l.'uck'Cls or 
b,•l^kets: however, most of our growers prefer 
a burki]) lined ba.^ket that will hold from 
twenty to I weiily-fixe ])ouiids. The fruit is 
picked in these i)askets, loaded on flat-topped 
heavy spring wagons and hauled directlj' to 
the packinghouse where it is carcfi'illy graded, 
\vr;ipped in paper, placed in boxes wdiicli hold 
alioul lueiity pounds, and at once nailed up 
ready for shipinent. Alter the fnut leaves the 
tree the sooner il is packi.'il for niarlcct the bet- 
ter condition it will be in. .V few grower.s 
grade their ])e;iches into three gi'ades known 
as "I'aiicy." "A" ;ind "1!." Tlr? boxeir of 
"Fancy"' ccmtaiii from 44 to G4 fruits, while 
"A's" i-un'fr(ini f)4 to <So, and "IVs" from 80 lo 
90 fruits. ()i' course this re<|uires time and 
skill, but this 's tlr.' system that i.^ making oiir 
western fruit sell. 

( )iie of the mo.'it iiiiporl.-uit factors for the 
selling of fniil is the local u.nion or associalioii. 
Every community that raises fruit of any kind 



should organize and ])roctirc these benefits. 

The cannery is another important adjunct. 
It is the only reasonable way to economicall.y 
handle the over-ripe and poor fruit,- and while 
it may be apart from the association, yet it 
need not be, and usually itVis best not, pro- 
viding.., thjat perfect . harmpriy «f exists »bet..vje.cn 
tlic'riiaiiagemcht ofitlic two coiicerns.'j/'^.;^;-.,' 
Insect Pests and Plant Diseases 

The insect pests and plant diseases tliat^^ are 
bothering our ])eaches are not numerous. They 
should be carefully guarded against, however, 
in order to avoid serious injury from tlieir at- 
tacks before curative means arc used updn 
them. 

Up to the present time, I have never seen 
or heard of a case of the much dreaded "peach 
yellows" in the west; however, it may exist in 
an nnnotiecable condition in some cf our largo 
districts, simply waiting for proper conditions 
to develop it. 'IMic greatest possible car<i 
should be exorcised to keep this, as wcW as 
either injuriotis jjcsts, fr(Mn once scctirin.g -.i 
foothold ill onr orchards. 'J'wo of our chief 
pests are as follows : 

Peach Leaf Curl 

The peach leaf curl is practically our only 
well distributed, serious plant disease of the 
peach, and while its attacks are more or less 
serious on some varieties than others, yet it 
works severe injury to all sorts. This disease 
is too conmion to need description and may 
be readily kept tmder control by a. thorough 
spraying in Alarch Avitli a standard solution of 
Bordeaux or sulphur-Iimc wash. 

The peach tree borer is another trouble- 
some insect that we niust be constantly watch- 
ing for in order to prevent it from gaining a 
foothold in our orchards. The best remedy 
that wc can apply to them is to dig out the 
worms both fall and spring, and either keep 
the trunk banked with earth during the grow- 
ing season or whitewashed with a thin coat of 
cement, Avhich prevents the young from gain- 
ing access to the tree. — Prof. W. S. Thomber, 
ill Canadian Horticulturist. 



THE WINDOW BOX 

y\n_ything which adds to the beauty of the 
dining-table is appreciated alike by guests and 
their entertainers. A bit of fresh greeii on a 
small platter of sliced meat makes a common- 
place affair look attractive. 

Wc can, to be sure, bu.v parsley some, of 
the time, but, when we are fortunate .enough.' 
to get it at all, '.t is often wiltt'd. 

One window-box, on a sunn}- .''■.ill in tlic 
kitchen, can be made to produce all that is nec- 
essary ill the way of garnishes, and- these, may;: 
be of such variety as to avoid sameness. - ! 

A box should be made of scvcii-cighths- 
inch stock, just long enough to fit the window, 
and about six inches deep and six inches ot- 
more wide (inside nieasm ement). This should 
be filled with finely powdered earth mold. 
Three endive plants may be set out, one near 
each end and one in the middle. Two roots of 
mint may then be planted midway between 
the endive plants, and parsley plants set out 
between the endive and mint and in each end 
of the box beyond the endives. 

Small cuttings of 'watercress, with tbit 
roots atlached, may then he ser out along th.? 
side of the box toward the room, and small 
clumps of chives placed along the winclmy- 
side. 

This ma}' seem crowded, but, if the plant? 
arc kept down by trimming, as they should be, 
they will have room enough and plenty of 
soil ill which lo giow. 

The endive is an es])ecially attractive addi- 
tion to a dish of \Av.\u lobster or a pla'.c of cro- 
qtiellcs or fish-balls. The endive will grow 
rapidly enough to allow one to have an occa- 
sional salad, and, if the plant Js pro])crly 
nipi)ed in the center, it will be pi'evcntcd from 
running to secil. 

The mint is an excellent addition to such 
;i box. .\n aijiuidance could l)c o1)taincd for 
mint sauce for all the roast lamb that Avoidd 
be cons'amed by a good-sized family. 

The watercress will grow especially Avell. 
and would furnish a fitie^garnish for plates of 
steak, chops or fried' fi.sh. This is very easy 
lo transplant and, if kept back by; ', frequent., 
cuttin.g, will throw out many side branches^'''' 

Occasionallv. enough of this cress can be 
galheretl lo eat in the same way as radishes, 
by dip])ing' the stems in salt. A'.iy one who 
likes the ptingent taste will be pleased with it, 
if eaten this way. 

Lastly, the- chives may be mentioned, and 
these will be fotihd verj'^ desirable in giving to 
soups and broths a jjlcasant, mild onion flavor. 

The real secrets of success in keeping such 
a windowgarden in good condition are the fol- 
ing: 

( I ) J'lenty of sunlight. 
(;_•) Pi'otcetion from cold. 

(3) Water enough to keep tUc soil just 
moist, not soggy, and last, but not least, 

(4) I'rcqucnc picking to keep the ])]ants 
back. This is an important matter. The en- 
dive should be trimmed by ])icking^ off the out- 
side leaves, as used, a half inch Irom the root, 
and, if the center stalk starts to run up, nip- 
ping it off. 

'I'hc Avatercress and ihijit;Stajksi'shQ'ild be 
cut or inppcd about ah Much' an^^^^^^ from 
the root. In this way new' shoots Avill be 
thrown off continually.' The outside parsley 
leaves may be picked off close to the root 
st(3ck mid the central stalk nipped if it tends ' 
tcj run up to seed. The chive leaves liiay be 
nipped, leaving one or two to a bulb. 

Potatoes that are . to be kept over Avintcr 
should be left in the ground as long 'as pos- 
sible before they arc dug. r

THE MOULTING OF FOWLS 

L,L adult fowls moult once a year, 
and the process may take place 
at any time between June and 
November. The exact time at 
which it occurs is governed by 
many things, such as the age of 
the fowl," the way in which it is 
housed, the food it receives, and 
its state of health. As a general 
rule, fowls which arc under two' years old, 
healthy and well fed, begin- to'moult in June, 
but when a year older the prpcess is frequently 

■ deferred until August or September, and hens 
which are four or five years old frequently 
run.-intQ.October and November before they 
cast:,tlie.ir feathers. Late moulting is undesir- 
a^le, bec^«s,e hens- will not lay steadily during 
the period of .moultingi and if they lay at ail 
during that timeat is exceptional;. and it. has 
also been observed that hens which start to 
moult late in the season are in bad or indif- 
ferent licaltli, and the process with them is te- 
dious and difficult, and, moreover, they do not 
jiroduce any eggs during the winter months. 
Karly moulting, ou the other hand, is distinct- 

i. ly,; ladvantageous, because, if hens can get rid 
1 ot.£l|pir old feathers during the warm weather 
;?r o'f|.,Juljr.and August, they assume . .their, new 
gafb'with great rapidity, and are in excellent' : 
condition for the following winter's laying 

The duration of the moult varies greatly 
;i|\yithi different fowls, but it is in all^cases a 
i;^trying 'pi-ocesis,' and poultry-keepers should 
,vr;;study? ways: aiid means of getting it over as 
•■••rapiidly as possible, and Avith the minimum in- 
convenience to the fowls. Hens which are 
young and in good health will cast some of 
their feathers, perhaps, in June or Juljs but in 
the early stages of the moult they will not 
cease laying; it is not until tlic new feathers 
'are growing profuse!}'- that the strain on the 

■ system is sufficient to cause cessation of egg 
^.I)i;oductipn. With hens of this class the actual 

frfbtilt may* take something over' two months 
from the dropping of the first feathers until all 
■the new coat lias been assumed, yet laying 
may be continued all the time, until, the moult 
has been practically completed, .arid it is only 
then that a rest is taken. 

liens of three or four years old will, on the 
other Iiand, cease la^'ing when they drop their 
first feathers, and will not resume' for a month 
or more after the last hew feather lias grown 
to its full length. This means that too long a 
part of each year is spent in complete idleness 
by the older birds of a flock, and that at a 
period when c^gs arc in greatest demand, and 
are, fetching high prices; .Consequently, ^the 
wisdqm.,of gcttmg rid of the old hens, at a cer- 
tain time; every, ycaj: .and replacing them with 
pullets, iwUli commend itself to - all who keep 
farm poultry for profitable egg production.—

SEASONABLE HINTS 

Don't think because 3'ou have a pure breed 
you have reached tiie limit. There is more 
difference very often in the individual* of the 
silme breed than thet'e is between the breeds. 
During six months of last year one half of our 
^vhole flock (four breeds) laid over l3iGop 
cggsj; while the other half laid S,o6o'; btit ten 
hens out of one pen laid 1,400, while another 
ten hens in the same pen laid 140 — that is one 
hen laid as many as ten. Which kind is the 
nfipfe' profitable? 

Arrange for early green feed for tiie poul- 
try. Winter r3'e makes the earliest. vSow it 
any lime from now to the middlcof Septem- 
ber; tiie earlier it is sowed the more late pas- 
ture will there be a.vailablc. Prepare tlic land 
as for wheat and sow one bushel to the acre. 

If you have a piece of root ground, tliat i.s 
clean, and it is near the ])uultry plant, or can 
be turned into it, try some alfalfa next spring. 
3'rcparc it well as for grain, and sow 2$ or 30 
ll.is. of good seed an acre. What the hens do 
Hot eat can be cut and saved for Vv-intcr use. 

The hen that docs not lay during the win- 
ter will not be profitable. The pullet that lays 
during September will moult before New 
Years, and not start to lay till March or April. 
The mature pullet that starts to lay the middle 
of -CNovember or December^will probably lay 
all Aviiiter/ 



ADVANTAGES OF POULTRY KEEPING 

The ])0iUtry kecjicr above all ■other business 
men has the advantage .of having for sale a 
])roduct which is saleable every day in tiie 
yearjn.any part of the country; There is no 
tdwiV so small, no village so remote that poul- 
try atid eggs are not in demand at all times, 
and in many instances the more remote the 
town tiic Iietter the prices. The poultry 
K-ccpcr has also the advantage of being able to 
foretell wiliiin a narrow range what i)ricc he 
will obtain for his produce. He knows that at 
certain times he will be able to get high ])riccs 
and at other times prices are very likely to fidl. 
He knows that year after year certain price 
curves will be found in the market quotations 
and these will not vary widely in any series of 
years, 'i iie price of beef, mutton, pork, wool, 
cotton, farm produce of any kind, is likely to 
swing through a wide arc in consecutive years, 
prices being made on demand or according to 



the quality produced. With the products of 
the poultry yard it is different. Prices^go up 
and. down almost as regularly as if ''they had 
been fixed to remain permanent, and the poul- 
try keeper need not Avorry about supply and 
demand. He should give his whole attention 
to the economic phases of the work. 

He should endeavor to feed so as to pro- 
duce the greatest possible revenue from a 
given quantity of feed. He should study his 
fowls and use. every endeavor to secure the 
largest nutnber' of eggs from each laying hen. 
It is cliaracteristic of , the business of producing 
eggs that a shortage; in the summer or an over- 
plus in the winter does not affect prices to any 
great degree. This'is because the law of av- 
erage applies. If one poultrynian's hens lay 
well in winter the increased supply is not 
large enough to loAvcr prices, while if one flock 
ceases to produce in early sununcr other flocks 
go right on producing tiie usual summer out- 
put. This gives the individual poultryman an 
opportunity to conduct his business so as to 
get the best results by producing the largest 
number of eggs at a lime when the prices are 
highest. In the poultry keeping as in any 
other business it is ability to see ahead which 
makes for success. — Ex. 



POULTRY.NOTE3 , . 

, -The groiind over Avhich fowls run, if the 
yard is a small one, should be plowed or spad- 
ed over each 3'ear. Many of the diseases af- 



duce gains very nearly equal to those made on 
corn, and it makes a pork of good quality, that 
is. the meat is finivahd not too fat, differing 
in iliis respect from corn made bacon. Wheat 
makes lean pork, not lard. Frozen Avheat at 
the Montana station Avhere some tests Avcrc 
made, proved equal in feeding A^alue to a mix- 
ture of Avlieat, barley and peas. Opinions and 
results differ as to Avhether wheat should be 
fed ground or whole. If unground it should 
>be. thoroughly soaked before being fed, else a 
cdrisiderable amount passes off undigested. 
As a general rule it is best to use this grain 
mixed Avitli a number of others, preferably 
oats and barley. It makes a pretty strong 
concentrated feed used alone,: 'WHejlfso.^mi^^^ 
it is, of course, ground. 

Oats 

Oats are an excellent hog food, particularly 
arc they valuable for sow's and growing stock. 
Oats arc easily digested, and when ground up 
fine, give satisfactory r^piults. They are used 
to best' adva<itage, thoiigh, in mixture. .. Fed 
alone they have rather too large a percentage 
of hull and a hog's stomach ciurmg the' early 
part of its life is not adapted for tb.e consump- 
tion of large quantiUes of bulky foods. Next 
to bran, this grain is most commonly used for 
feeding soavs and breeding stock. j\iixed with 
barley, Avhcat and snorts, oats make meat of 
excellent quality and at reasonably low cost. 
Unground oats are not very satisfactory. Too 
large a percentage is undigested and lost. 
Some feeders recommend scattermg whole oats 
thinly on the flo9r for .breeding sows when, 



that an acre of rape liils a" feedirigf )value ^ f^^^ 
hogs equivalent to about ■40. bushels of grain, 
estimating grain at about 6p|^pduiids to the 
bushel. It inay be:fed:vj?^|pR|)n pasture, or cut 
and given to the hogs^ntpenli Prof. Day, of 
the Guelph station, recommends cutting the 
rape and feeding it in small outside pens. 
More economical gains arc made in this man- 
ner than from letting the hogs run and eat it 
off. Rape makes an excellent pasture for ma- 
ture sows. 

Alfalfa, Pasture and Hay 

Hogs turned into a pasture of alfalfa and 
red clover will eat off the alfalfa first. It is al- 
most ideal as a pasture for sAvine, but care 
must be taken not to over-stock an alfalfa 
])lot, as the plant AviU not stand close cropping. 
Experiments show that this clover used as 
cither pasture or hay in conjunction with a 
grain ration Avill produce cheaper gains than 
any other fodder or liay crop grown. Hogs.jat 
the Oklahoma station pastured on alfalfa and 
fed grain required 2.2 pounds of grain to pro- 
duce a pound of gain. It is equally valuable 
if cured and fed as hay. At the Kansas sta- 
tion swine fed on alfalfa hay and corn gained 
at the rate of 10.S8 pounds per bushel of grain, 
Avhile another lot, fed on corn alone, gained at 
the rate of 7.48 pounds per bushel of grain 
consumed. Alfalfa, possesses.a feeding, value 
beyond ti;c actual ^nutrients it contains^ It 
stimulates^the appetite, aids digestion and 
keeps the animal in: a healthy, thrifty condi- 
tion.

AROUND THE FARM 

THE FEEDING VALUE OF CERTAIN 
GRAINS AND FODDER FOR HOGS 

Barley 

F J-lie grains ordiiiarily used in hog 
feeding barley is the most common. 
This cereal is one of the best pork 
making food.s available in this 
countr3^ In the matter of making- 
gains it is rather less valuable than 
corn, but since corn has not yet 
become a staple grain crop on the Can- 
adian prairies', nor yet produced- pork 
equal in quality to that made from barley 
mixed Avith certain other grains, its use ncc' 
not be considered. Barley nialces a Avell bal- 
anced feed for groAving hogs. It contains the 
elements essential to animal growth in A^ery 
nearly the proper proportion. It gives good 
results ill ho.gs after' Ihey have attained some 
growth, but it should be fed A'cry sparingly to 
sows suckling pigs, and used ■'only .in ■;sm^ll 
quantities until the pigs arc three months of ' 
age or better. It is the better for being finely 
ground and Avell soaked before feeding. Rx- 
])crinicnts conducted at Otta-wa show that 
when barley is fed unground 12.5 ])er cent 
passes through the aiiinial undigested and is, 
of course, practically lost. 

Wheat 

Wheat ordinarily is not used ns a hog food. 
It is only Avhen grain prices arc unusually low 
or Avheat unfit for milling is available, that 
this cereal is used much as bog feed. Around 
cleaning, elevators Avheat screenings may al- 
ways be obtained and these, unless too large a 
portion of the stuff is weed seed, may be fed 
profitably. As a feed for hogs Avheat Avill pro- 



maintenance and not rapid growth is desired. 
Peas 

Somehow or otliei- tlie inqiression seems to 
prevail all over the continent and in En.gkuul, 
that the field pea is the stai)le hog food of 
Canada. Canadian pea fed bacon is frequently 
referred to, but as a matter of fact peas arc 
iKscd less lli.'Mi any other grain in hog feeding. 
In eastern Canada they are too uncertain a 
crop. Out here we^have not yet the habit of 
growing them. They are rich in protein, con- 
taining something like 23 per cent., but are 
somewhat hard to digest. While they give 
good results used alone, peas are always the 
better for being mixed Avith some of the 'Other 
lighter grains, such as barley or oats. 

Sugar Beets and Mangels 

Both these roots may be used in hog^feed- 
ing, and Avith advantage too, as results at: the 
Guelph, OttaAva, and certain American sta- 
tions show. Hogs prefer beets to any other 
form of roots.;. Mangels have a rathet" bwer 
feeding" value than siigaf beets but- have 'prac- 
tically the same effect on the hog and the qual- 
ity of pork produced. As a general rule Avlien 
roots are fed at ail, too large a proportion of 
the ration is made up of this material. They 
should be fed to growing stock in about equal 
parts by Aveight, roots and grain. 'For youn.g 
pigs a smaller proportion of roots to meal Avill 
lie found preferable. Older liogs, sows and 
boars, may be given five or six times the 
weight of roots as grain and Avill do ve^y Avell. 
Rape 

Experiments show that this is an excep- 
tionally valuable food for swine. At the On- 
tario agricultural collegeia-buncU' of ;hogS:Avas 
given about two-thirds grain' faBori' aiid all;the ' 
rape they could cat. The results were lii|:hly 
satisfactory. Good gains Avere made and riiade' 
more economically than on a full grain ration. 
At the Wisconsin station, tests it .was shown 



SHIPPING VICTORIA FRUIT TO 
MANITOBA 

Some idea of the growth of the fruit-grow- 
ing and shipping industry niaA^ be gleaned from 
the illustration published on this page. 'It 
shows part of two carloads of fruit shipped in 
one day by the Victoria Fruit Growers' Asso- 
ciation. The boxes, as seen in the picture, are 
piled on the street in front of the Avareliouse 
on Yates street, ready to be taken to the cars. 

.The shipment Avas composed of apples, 
pears, prunes and tomatoes, 1800 boxes in all. 
The illustration is characteristic of many 
such days this season. The association is now 
shipiiing one car every two days of fruit grown 
in Victoria district, and its hold on the North- 
Avcst fruit market is now unmistakable. 

Rapid progress is being made in the indus- 
try in this district. Packing-houses have now 
been established in all the fruit districts of the 
Island, and these have proven their value by 
making it possible for the fruit to be shipped 
aAvay in excellent condition. ]\Ir. Maxwell 
Smith, fruit in.spcctor, recently congratulated 
the association on the quality of, its fruit, com- 
menting on the excellent way ; in which it Avas 
packed, both in boxes and in cars. 



SOIL TEMPERATURE AND VENTILA- 
TION 

This is an important soil factor. A wet 
soil is a cold soil, Avhilc a dry soil is a Avarm 
one. The seed bed of a Avcll-draincd, Avell- 
tilled soil Avill be 5 to 15 degrees warmer than 
.of a poorly-drainqd, poorly-tilled one. The 
reason for this is found iii two facts, as ex- 
plained by Mr, W. Day, Lecturer of Physics at 
Ontario Agricultural College. It rests on the 
behavio:: of different substances tOAvard heat. 



' It is more difficult to raise the temperature of 
1 pound of Avater by i degree than i' pound of 
any other substance in the soil. Thus the same 
amount of heat would raise the temperature of 
dry sand 10 degrees, dry clay 7 degrees, dry 
loam 7 degrees, dry muck^ or humus 5 degrees, 
and the same weight of Avater only I degree. 
A half-saturated soil is in about the best con- 
dition for tillage, for germination, and for 
plant germination, a.nd, from a temperature 
standpoint, it is essential that the soil should 
not be too Avct. Of the more common cereals, 
Avhcat seems to have the loAvest germinating 
temperature at about 70 degrees, barley, oats 
and peasi probably in the order named,, at 
about 80 degrees. Tests conducted over sev- 
eral years have shown that the order in Avhich 
these grains should be sown is: — ist, Avheat; 
2nd, barley ; 3rd, oats ; and lastly, peas ; and in 
testing six different dates of seeding at inter- 
A'als of one week, it has been found that for, 
Avheat and barley the first sowing is tU.c.-bcst, 
but for oats and peas the second. ' 

Another factor in crop production ' .'is the 
proper supply of air. Whether the roots actu- 
ally breathe this air as the leaves do has never 
been decided, but the fact remains tliat- tljcy 
can no more do without it than the)J.ea?v:es^can. 
But 'absolute exclusibfi'of fresh air occurs only 
wHen the- soil is fiUed with : water. Soils in 
gobd state of . cultivation ■ permit sufficient 
change of air for all our crops but the 
legumes. This point has been tasted both last 
year and this year, and that is the conclusion 
arrived at. Peas, beans, clover, coav peas, 
vetches, etc, AA'Ould all be benefited by more 
air than reaches the roots under ordinary con- 
ditions. This may explain why peas do so avcII 
!,bh sod the soil is, open in texture,. and- allows 
miicH' interchange of air. 

Perhaps it may be interesting to note some 
of the agencies that promote aeration. First, 
there is change of temperature of the soil. The 
air in the soil expands as .it.isjheated, and thus 
some of it is driven"; into >the . atmosphere.^; If 
the rise in temperature amounts to,- 10 .degrees 
Avhen the;,teraperature of ' the 'soil stands at 45 
degrees, theh one-fiftieth of the ■ air-^in v the 
heated zone is expelled; and if it amounts to 20 
degrees, then one-twenty-fiftli is expelled, and 
so on. The change of atmospheric pressure 
also aids. If the pressure falls half an inch, the 
air expands and about one-sixtieth of it es- 
capes; if the pressure' falls one inch;- oncrthirr 
tieth .escapes. Rain is a very potent 'ifacVor; 
As' 'the water sinks into th'e-^rbund, an;;4eq^^ 
'volume of aii* must Be 'displaced. ■'■'As it'^p'asses 
away, by drainage, by evaporktiqn .or by ab- 
sorption into the plant, the aiir is 'draAvn into 
the soil again. Drainage aids A'cry materially. 
When rain falls on undraincd land, the im- 
prisoned air must escape upAvard through the 
Avater as the Avater sinks down ; the two ac- 
tions, thus opposing one another, the air es- 
capes y.ery slowly, often so slqAvly;;,thg.t;jarge 
quantities of '.'vvater, being unable to makertlie 
Avay into- the soil, run off the surfape ancl\ i^^^^^ 
lost. But if the soil is well drained sorrie qf 
this run-off may be prevented, the iriiprisoned 
air escaping doAvnward through the drains as 
the Aveight of Avater above increases, fresh air 
following the rain into the soil. This gives us 
another reason for the great superiority of the 
drained soil over the undrained. Proper 
tillage increases the efficiency of all these 
agencies of aeratioui ; ; 



FALt AND WINTER FEED FOR SHEEP 

So long "as there is a fair supply of grass, 
little else is needed for the flock, though some 
additional feed may be supplied Avitli advant- 
age as the pastures begin to fail. For the 
transition from pasture to Avinter feed, there 
should be in readiness some succulent crop on 
wdiicli the flock may be folded for a few hours 
daily until fully accustomed to the change, af- 
ter which they may remain on the ground all 
the time. For this purpose, rape forms a re- 
liable crop. . Care is necessary not to allow too 
free access at first,- as wlieri wet with dew or 
rain there is danger of bloating; but such 
troubles may be avoided by keeping the flock 
on a near-by pasture and turning into the rape 
])atch for a few hours daily during the middle 
of the day, returning to the pasture in the 
evening. Later the sheep may be allowed to 
remain in the rape patch all the time, confining 
Ihcm during the night in the portion previous- 
l}-- eaten off, and supplying a small feed of hay 
in racks. 

Following rape, a patch of turnips, to be 
eaten off on the ground, Avith an alloAvance of 
hay, Avill put the flock in good condition for 
going into Avinter quarters. For the winter ra- 
tion, as far as roughage goes, there is none bet- 
ter than good clover hny, though corn fodder, 
oat or barley straw may be used also Avitli 
good results. In England, Avhcrc the climatic 
conditions admit of Avintcring the flocks in the 
open, roots form the greater portion of the 
diet. These and clover ha}'- will supply all 
needed nutriment, though the addition of grain 
such as oats, bran and corn, Avill benefit. Corn, 
however, should form but a small portion of 
the ration for breeding CAves. 

Ensilage, though not generally fed to 
sheep, has been used Avith success by many in 
Avintering their flocks, and no doubt by judi- 
cious use of this succulent food and even a 
small daily ration of roots, better results Avould 
be obtained than in feeding an entirely dry ra- 
tion. Wintering the flocks on straAV and a 
little hay, Avithout grain or roots of any kind, is 
certain to perpetuate a degenerated animal. 
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OWADAYS, war and conquest 
arc not so prevalent as they 
were of yore We have settled

among: presidents and kings, in Europe, Asia, 
America and 'Australia, but in Africa\ is found 
the exception. Geography, a more or less 
fixed affair in all the world beside, is being 
made just now in Africa. 
, The centres of interest on the map of the 
so-called "Dark Continent." arc Morocco and 
the Congo Slate, in the former country, war 
has seldom been absent for many generations 
back, and. so it^can scarcely be called :i nov- 
elty, i, The difference this time is, however, 
that the clisputcs of two rival Sultans in the 
Northern Africa state have been taken up f)y 
; the world Powers, and might have resulted 
■ ■seribusly had it not been for the well-oiled 
machincr}^ of dii)loinacy. In the Congo vState, 
which has been until now pri\-ately controlled 
by King Leo])oId of lielginm. and generalh' 
mismanaged, the recent developments have 
been brought about largely through the influ- 
ence of public opinion in Great Britain anti 
America, The Jielgian governlnerit Has taken 
over the state; and it will hereafter be ruled as 
any other European coloriy. The following 
is a brief summary of African states and' of 
their government : 

ISelgium. — The Congo Slate is now to he 
dcfiuilely t;dcen over by the ■ government of 
Belgium. This meiuis that the i)rivate con- 
trol of the king of the [Belgians will cease an< 
tiiat Belgium as a nation will be as nnich po- 
^■ liticall)^;, responsible for the good government 
"bfvithe 'Gq^ State as is any other European 
PoAveH possessing colonies on the African con- 
tiiieht. The Congo State, which consists of 
some 900,000 square miles with a population 
of 30,000,000 people, is now, therefore, on an 
equal foolin.g with the other dislriets of .Africa 
controlled by the Ivurojican Powers. The niaji 
shows these \-arioiis jurisdictions. I-'ranct: 
controls a huge amount of territory in the 
north stretching from Algeria and Tunis on 
the north .to the French Guinea coast and the 
French Congo on the south, to Senegambia on 
the west, and the Anglo- French treaty boun- 
dary 'in the Libyan desert on the cast. Ger- 
many. — The most northerly is Togoland, 
while a little further south is the C.ernian 
Kamcrun di.strict; tlien there is the moi-e im- 
jji.irtant colony of Crrinan h'.ast .\fiica, and on 
the Avest coast D.amaraland and Creat .Xaina- 
qualand. Great Liritain. — -Hritish territory ex- 
tends from the Cai)c (jf Good ilope northward 
, to the southern point of I^akc Tanganyika; 
then conic Uganda and British East Africa, 
.while, still further north the British flag flies 
'•'iif conjunction with the Egyptian. In West 
Central .-Vfrica is the British 'iiro\incc of 
Ashanti, the vSierra Peonc coasi, and the 
Gambia. Torlugal controls the large are;i 
iinmedialcl}- south fif the Congo State, Ga/.a- 
land and ()/andji(|ue on the east op|M)siie 
Madagascar, the Cape X'erde Jshands, and the 
small ailjacent territory- on the mainland. 
Spanish influence extends over the Canary Is- 
lands to the adjacent coastline south of the 
Moroccan coast. Italy is possessed of two 
small territories at the southern end of the 
Red Sea. The Native Slates include Mf^roceo, 
Liberia and Aljyssinia. 

Affairs in .Morocco ha\-e been suddenly 
conii)licated by the defeat of .Abdid Aziz. Sul- 
tan de jure, at the hands of .Muley Abtlu! 11a 
fid, Sultan de I'aclo, savs the London illus- 
trated .\' ews. J he. first indication tJi.'it the 
pretensions o£ Abdul Aziz were to he con- 
tested was given in August last, when .Muley 
. Hafid was recognized at the. holy city of iVXarr 
rake.sh, the anciciit capital, as the Sultan . of 
southern ]\lorocco. In januarv' of this year, 
however, when .Mxlid .Aziz had moved to Ra- 
bat and was listless!)- watching for something 
to turn up. the princip.al notables suddenlv 
tocjk the matter into their own hands and prti- 
elaimed Muley llafid Sultan of .Morocco, at 
the same liinc observing all the I'urmalilies nr- 
daincd b}- Mahomcflan hu'- in the election of a 
ruler.

cassian lady, was the fa\-orile wife of .\hdcv 
Hassan, and since there is no law of jn-inio- 
gcn.iturc in Morocco Abdul, Aziz succeeded to

Aluley iJ'afiil had been for ten years viceroy of 
the soiuh, during which period his .sy.stcni of 
go\i.-rinnent gave an impression 01 strcn,!;th 
and great sell-reliruice. (pialitics v>du(h wi-re 
emphasized !)}■ Ids culti\ at'on o.r an air of ha- 
bil\i;il reser\e. .At the same lime he showed ;i 
taste for the res])onsibiliiies of go'/erinnent 
and was nsually just, if severe, in his judg- 
ments. In any case, he ruled without assist- 
ance from Fez and restrained the ambitious 
aspirations of the great territorial chiefs imder 
him with complete success. Mis adminislr,-i-

brother, and while Al-dnl .\ziz delighted to 
cofpiet with niodiTu toys and western coun- 
sellors, Aluley ll;ifid held himself aloof from 
sinnlar e.scesses, allhough he. is by no incnis 
imbued with an anti-European lanaticisni.

To a somewhat charndug exterior he 
has added a cultivated mind anti is something 
of a literary prodigy. .\s a p^oct his songs are 
popular .and- chanted through the streets of 
many African' C(2ntres. l ie has rdso written a 
book on Cairo, and his contributions to Moor- 
ish laws arc many and profound. Admittedly 
hostile to French interc,stSidie:;is quite Avilling 
to nn.x with lun-opeans, an rl 'has so little'' of 
the prejudice of the bigoted Mahomedan that 
he will eat from tin; same dish as his western 
visitor. In other respects, loo, he is a lillle 
.•singular for ;i strict Mahomedan. for he is con- 
tent with one wife, l ie is the proud jiossessor 
of three daughters and a son, who at this stage ,

fonrth article of the Berlin Act of ^885, the 
Powers sii;nalory to that internationar charter 
have to be notified of Belgium's a.ssumplion of 
sovereignty, in case they may have any objec- 
tion to raise. The first of these stc|)s, ihc eoii- 
sent of the Senate, seems lo be regarded as a 
niatter., of course, and it is expected that by 
S'ejjt; ib"'BeIgiuni will, as far as lies within her 
ovvn p'ower, have irrevocably assumed the 
government of this territory, larger in extent 



over a brutal despotism backed by great vested 
interests, and the world is the richer for that 
triumph. 

"It remains fcjr J.'ritish and American opin- 
ion to insist that this change shall mean, if 
British and American recognilioii of llic trans- 
fer is to be granted, a fundamental alteration 
in the whole conception under which the Con- 
go has been governed since 1892. In this re- 
spect '.nofiyguarantees wdiatsoevcr have been 
giveni'j'amP'the last public act 01 the Belgian 
.government in relation to this country has 
been that of attempting to dispute the obliga- 
tion which lies upon l.ielgium under Article 34 
of the Berlin Act t(j obtain the recognition of 
the Powers to her acquisition of the Congo tcr- 
ritorj'. This, proceeding, together with the ac- 
-'tion of the' Chtihiber 'in reijudiating liability on 
(he part of Belgium for the payment oi interest 
on Congo loans, does not in itself inspire con- 
fidence, but the . crux of the situation is, of 
course, the treatment of the .native population. 

"Here not only have we no guarantees, but 
we hay'e tlie most categorical assertions, both 
verbal and documentary, that the governing 
party in Belgium intends so long as it holds 
the reins of power to pcri)etuatc the present 
.system in its essentials. Belgium has been 
made to annex the Congo, binding herself to 
maintain the Congo State's agreeinents with 
the concessionaries. Her governing statesmen^ 
have accentuated over and again the priufjiple 
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which animated the colonizing enterprises of 
the Middle Ages, and which has been followed 
with such devastating effects on the Congo, 
viz., that the Avealth of over-sca possessions is 

, tlic property not of their inhabitants, but of the 
metropolis." 

A brief sketch of the history of . Mbrotco 
jnay be in keeping here. In the writings of an- 
cient times the Avarhke tribes of northern Af- 
rica are frequently mentioned, and one tribe 
was called Maun, which name survives in the 
word Moor. The Vandals occupied Morocco 
at the end of the fifth century, and are said to 
have introduced into it the piratical customs 
that afterwards became,characterlstics of Mo- 
rocco. Ill; the latter par^'' of the seveiiith century 
the Arabs spread over northern Africa,' ^and 
took possession of Morocco. Later still the 
Jews were expelled from Spain, and they added 
to the already cosmopolitan character of the 
population. Near the dose of the eighth cen- 
tury a descendant of Mahommcd, named Edris, 
was made sovereign of the Border tribes, about 

, the Atlas. In 1035 the warlike sect of the Mor- 
abites first rose into existence among the 
Gezuah and on the borders of the desert. In 
1055 their chief, Abu Bckr ben Omar el 
Lamtani, was proclaimed sovereign. His 
grandson crossed the mountains, and in td72, 
laid the foundation of the city of Morocco, 
which thus arose with the remarkable dynasty 
of llic Almoravidcs. In the time of El Watat>, 
the founder of tlic dynasty bearing his name, 
tlic expulsion of the Moors and Jews from 
Spain, A.D. 14S0-1501, added 800,000 to the 
population. In the middle of the sixteenth cen- 
tury a new dj'nasty commenced with the de- 
scendants of the Shereef Hosein. The fiftfi of 
this-family, commonly called Hamed Shcreef- 
el-j^'Iaiisoor, towards the close of the sixteenth 
century made liiniscif master of Morpcco, and 
])ushcd ills conquests through the desert as far 

■ as Tiqibuctoo and Kaglio. His reign, 1579- 
1603, is regarded as the golden age of the his- 
tory of ^Morocco. The ninth and last Moroccan 
dynasty is tliat founded in l6()8 by Mulai 
Shereef el Filcli. or king of Tafilet, who waa 
remarkable among otlicr things, for his num- 
erous posterity, iiaving had 84 sons and 124 
daughters. In 1814 the Sultan abolished the 
slavery of Cliristians and in 1817 disarmed his 
marine and strictly prohibited pirac}'. 

The Congo vStatc includes a small detached 
area on the north bank of tlic Congo River, ex- 
tending from the sea inland to the French pos- 
sessions, but its main area reaches from the 
mouth of tile river I/ikona (an affluent of the 
Congo from the north) northward to lat. 4 de- 
grees east longitude, ,thence:Sp,titliward -to Lake 

Bangweolo, thence weshvard fa 24' degrees east, 
northward to 6 degrees south,- and again west 
to a point on the south bank of the Congo. 
Its area is about 1,056,200 square miles ,and 
its population is estimated at 35,000,000. . The

Another ol her hobbies has 
been her ijrojiaganda in behalf of native jew- 
els, and she planned and carried through alone 
to a successfitltclitnax.; a woman's exhibition 
that appreciably increased the output of vari- 
ous native industries. 

Lord William Lee Plunkct, CiOvcrnor of 
New Zealand, and an acti^'c entertainer of the 
United States fleet when it was in Auckland 
harbor recently, is another of the empire's 
Vice-lvcgcnts who have served as private sec- 
retary. This post he held to the Lord Lieu- 
tenant of Ireland just prior to his appointment 
to the New Zealand honor, and so he comes in 
the rather long list of British Proconsuls of 
the present day \vho have received at least a 
part of their traiinng in governing in the 
J-'merald Jsle.

The origin of the dollar-mark is one of the'. 
curios of financial liistor}'. In the early daj'S 
of the American nation, says Ihe St. I^ouis 
Globe-Democrat, there was utter confusion in 
the circnkiting medium. Several of the col- 
onies had authorized coins of different denom- 
inations, and, besides these, there were Eng-v 
lish pence, shillin.gs, crowns and half crowns.'; 
French coins, both from Canada and Europe; 
Spanish coins of half a dozen denominations, 
especially reals and doubloons; ^lexican coins; 
in Pennsylvania Dutch and German pieces 
ami along the coast Portuguese and even 
Italian money was often seen, brought by sea- 
men. The United States mint was established 
Jn 1791, and the United States coinage be- 
came, of course, the legal tender. The mixed 
coinage, however, was not at once displaced, ' 
but continued in local use, .so that it became'- 
necessary for merchants in keeping accounts 
to designate th.it a bill was to be puitl in 
United .States currency„or, if in miscellaneous 
coins, they were to be received nt a discount. 
So, before the sum total of the bills the mer- 
chant was accustomed to write the letter 
"U.S.," signifying United States money. .In 
the hurry of writing, .thc,,."S"r,'vy,as often writ- 
ten over the "U"; thcn-'the-'co'iinecting line at 
the bottom easily dropped off, and to the ])rc- 
sent day many peoidc unconsciously commem- 
orate the original jiracticc of making the two 
down strokes first, then adduig the "S."

DOG TRAINING AND ITS COST 

There is a popidar , fallacy among a large 
class of .sportsincn' to the effect that tlie train- 
ing of a dog is. a very simple and inexpensive 
hiatter'i aiid that ifit Vvcre not for the fjict'that 
they we're' {oo" busy to give' tlic pup the time 
the "e.Korbitant" charges of trainers and 
handlers could be aA'oided. 

Ifow many men who make this statement 
ha\-e considered tlie matter from a ]uiixly prac- 
tical ami business standpoint? Tiie only point 
that presents.-itsclf ■at.a;glance'i the 'time it 
takes. : ■ 1-hali: "beiiig -o we Avill take it 

under consideration first. We will asstinie 
that the piip has reached the a^e when serious 
work can be commenced, and he is sent. to a 
trainer to be made, into a dog "that will be a 
Ijird dog.'' 

Now, as there is a great diversity of 
ojnnion as to when a dog should begin his 
cducatipn,.;.iti:is; more than probable/ that the 
dog's age 'is"'iiot \vithin .several - nibiitlis one 
.Way -or thc other ni the trainer's i<!ca.:gf ,the- 
proper age for that particular dog; hbw'eA'Cr, 
he must get the pup in shape liy tiie time the 
season opens or within a certain time which 
suits the owner's convenience. Then it is that 
thc clement of time begins, to.jilpom up like a 
lighthouse in a fog. , . : 

. i;l'Jic 3v pup at six. months — which- is- 
tlic~tii-iic' so' iiiany sportsmen deem it 'proper 
to begin training — is so undevelope<l t!iat it 
will take se\-erai weeks of ol)Mjrvation to de- 
tcrniinc as to what methods will apply to his 
particular ease, lie nuist be taken day after 
(lay to localities where he can find game; his 
hunting instinttf beingistrp

He may be nervous and high-sirun.g. and. the 
first rush of a bunch of birds will I'ri.uhten him 
ahiiostMnto a spasm, and he lai^rs ro his heels, 
Thc latter case is much the harilest to deal 
with and may rc(.|iiire inoiitlis i.if v>-ork to ovci-- 
comc. Should this occur in the dry season, 
when scenting cpnditions are at their .Avprsts jt 
is almost hopeless to atlcn-ipt game work un- 
til the rains come,' and in the Tnterv;d every 
effort must be made Ui overcMme tlv.- timiditv 
by constant and .qentlc yard \\-ui-k. Kiglil hei-e 
a mistake in his treatment may in fi\-c minutes 
tmclo the Avork of \\-eeks, and the whede ])ro- 
ceeding liax'c to l.)e gone ox'cr a.gain.

The man Avho takes one or two dogs to 
train as a side issue, and has time on his haiids 
that woidd otherwise be tin rcimmcrati vc, can 
and often does turn out avcH- t rained dogs, but 
he nsuallv takes tiicin with the understanding 
that the owner gets ihem when they arc 
broken. He take's his own tinie and probably 
slu)i>ts over thc dbg a Avhole season before he 
is considered finished. He may charge less' 
than • the.-professional, but he Avill be much 
longer' 'about it; and unless he is a rarity the 
dog hunt's entirely to his notion and not to the 
OAvner's. .Mso, men avIio do not make a busi- 
ness (if training and can train and will train 
are scarre.

S'lmeoiic may say that paying for pedigree 
is all li'inscnse; that do.gs with no pedigree at 
all ai-e knenvn to him to be wonders in the 
field. That may he s(\ and .1 have seen re- 
markablv good dogs of no pcdigtce— ^but^thcy ' 
Aver.e accidents of breeding. There is no ani- 
mal known that will breed back sjo far as thc 
dog, and tlie good dog of no pedigree is sinijdy 
a throwback to .some ancestor of good blood. 

■Mr. liryson, the dwner of f>l'l Glad,-=;tone, 
stated in a recent article that (.Gladstone ahvays 
pro(hice-.l one li vcr-and-whi te |nip, althou.gli 
there Avas no Wwv and Avhite in iiis pedigree 
for three generations.

SALMON ANGLERS IN ICELAND 

lleyond knowing that Iceland Avas on is- 
land in thc region of the Arctic circle, some 
hundreds of miles north of Scotland ,our 
k-nowledgc of the country, until we had looked 
up itarlieulars in "iVlnrray/' Avas decidedly 
ha/.}'. W'c certainly had no notion that it Avas 
one -sixth larger than Ireland, that the country 
Ava.s so thickly populated as to contain Javo hu- 
man hoiiigs to the .^square mile, and that there 



Averc no musk ox on the island.- We must 
have confused Iceland with Greenhrnd, for Ave 
rather expected -to find these animals and Es- 
kimo's the only inhabitants. To'.vards th'e end 
of June we sailed from ;G'raiitoh in one of SH- 
mon's trading and cattle boats,- Avhich had ac- 
commodation for ten or a dozen passengers. 
Besides otirselves, there were ■oil board tAvo 
parties of sportsineii hound for'- Reykjavik, 
Avhich town avc reached after a' voyage lasting 
'four da}'-s. Wc Avcre not much impressed with 
our first view of it, though on our rcturn-from 
a two months' stay in the north it looked more 
: imposing. It consists jor tlie most part of one- 
storied Avooden houses,' aiid';lbpksdike a small 
fishing village, though tlierc "are a few stone 
buildings, t^ic cathedral, .Althing house, Latin 
school, etc. Thc streets ai^e narroAA', with open 
drains on either side, and everywhere there is 
a strong odour of bad ifioh. 

After landing passengers and cargo, avc 
steamed up thc Avest coast of the island, call- 
ing at Isnfjord and a few other trading sta- 
tions, and, finally, disembarking at vSkagas- 
trand, from which we had an eighty-mile ride 
. to our destination, Storri ;.Bprg,v.in,>the':H 
jVatn Sysl a, which Ave reaclifid oil 'tfie second 
day, having. stayed: one .riight. at a farm on the 
way. As the pack 'p6*nies"iiad to be sent for 
our baggage and tents, we stayed for thc first 
Avcck in the i)art of the farmhouse reserved 
fm- guests. This farndiouse Avas built with 
tui-f Avails from six feet to eight feet thick, 
lined inside Avith niatch boarding, and having 
Avooden g'ables, like all thc Icelandic farm- 
houses. Our quarters Avcrc clean and com- 
fortable, thoiigh not luxurious, ; , and,.:'-,rather. 
scantily furnished. Our host, Pieter;:- CHristo-. 
pherson, was educated in Scotland, and spent 
some years in that country, so he spoke Eng- 
lish fluently; but he told us that he had great 
difficidty in reading. - This was hardly to be 
wondered at, since the only English literature 
be i)ossessed Avas a number of copies of an 
America.n scientific journal entitled the Liter- 
ary I\licrocosm, Avhich despised Avords of less 
than three syllables, and most of the, contents 
of Avhich Averc incoi^preliensible .tp. the ordin- 
ary, layman. At ;thc farm- vA'c liyed iit .the lap 
of 'lyxury (for -Irclanjl^^^^v^jlagJ^^^pdl', was 
ccin cc rn ed-T-Avhi te ■ b read; . saiiiit^^ -trout, 
duck's, and occasional cHtiiilc^^frnmitttpri for a 
pliaiVge from the j)roduce i'ofiV.biii:, :rb and 
^Un.s';-- One thing wc did not stomach at first — 
the' biil-'tcr n.iadc from sheep's milk. But one 
can get accustomed to most things in time, 
and we got to iilce even the sheep's butter, 
though it Avas white as lard, and tasted exact- 
ly like n.uitton suet. . _ 

After prospecting our country, avc decided 
that the ride of four miles to the river and- 
back every elay would be a great waste of val- 
uable time, and so Ave Idst np'ne' in 'conveying 
our tents, etc., to the river"' bank. For' the 
period of a month, during Avhich avc lived in 
-stout,' gipsy-type tents, and were assailed by 
every variety of weather, the Storri Borg river, 
fished with the usual Scotch flies, yielded 
sport cpiite beyond our expcctafions. Wc oc- 
casionally killed over 200 lb. of fish a' day, and 
rarelv less than 100 lb. McDst of them were of 
fair average size, ran.ging from 10 lb. to 30 lb. 
Our heaviest Avas 34 lb., an ugly red brute, 'out 
AVC got many fish in the- piiik- of "condition of 
about 24 lb. 5 No- irici'derit -'vwoirth ' recording, 
broke the monotony of our litck except that 
on one 'occasion a heavy 'fish, someAVha't-s'erisi- 
tive to thc prick of thc hook, Avent straight 
across the river in his first rush and beached 
himself high and dry on the far side, obliging 
tlic unwilling an.t^ler to A\'ade across and ad- 
niinister the coup dc grace in orrlcr to release 
his fl}-. On another occasie^n my own rod Avas 
jnit out of commission for a day OAving to my 
ncgleet to bring a spare fly reel. Fishing 
from a high bank on a reach top deep for Avad- 
ing, a fish which I had played' for some time, 
in his final effort to escape, ran out nearly all 
the line at stick a pace that my reel jammed, 
and in the struggle to reel in the spindle broke 
off short. Fortunatelv, the fish— a 16 lb. sal- 
mon — was played out, and by draAving in the 
line bv band and leaving the slack trailing on 
tiie bank liehind me I managed to liring him 
to the g;'.ff Avithonl much trouI)le. In the 
e\-eniii.u" I rode ()V(.'r to the farm with the reel, 
and one of the hands made a good job of it on 
my giving him an English shilling whercAvith 
to do the brazing, as the Danish silver money 
contained too much alloy. 

During this day I Had' made my first ac- 
(|uaintance -with Arctic trout and char in a 
burn flovAdng from a big lake into thc Laxa at 
thc head of our water. These fish gave good 
.sport, but this paled before an 8 lb. and a 10 
II). salmon, n-hicli I successfully brought to 
the gaff with my trout rod and liglit gut. 
When, ihereafter, we sou.ght out the trout as a 
change, avc usually got between 15 lb. and jo 
II). a day Avithout 'trouble, sometimes hooking 
;i salmon. Converselj', in the big river avc fre- 
quently hooked 2 lb. trout. 

All good things arc short-lived, hoAvever, 
and after rather more than a month's fishing 
the river became too Ioav for sport with the 
rod, so'we Avere invited by the local "gentry" 
to have a day's netting. The "gentry" — local 
farmers — turned up in force, and, Avith Pieter 
and half a dozen of his men, avc had a good 
muster to AVOrk the tAvo nets. These Avere ra- 
ther primitive affairs with large mesh, for all 
thc 'world like long sheep nets, with pieces of 
charred wood for corks, and ponies' shank- 
hones threaded on to the bottom line instead 
of lcad.s,' Thc modus operandi Avas also primi- 
tive in 'the extreme. Ten or a dozen men held 
one net, which Avas three feet deep, across a 
comparatively shallow part of the river, while 
the rest of the men drove) the salmon down, 



draAving the other, net along with them. Dur- 
ing the first drive, avc assisted to hold thc 
loAver net, and at times this was no. easy task. 
The salmon .came down4in|S|^h big droves as 
occasionally .tb'knQck-'afmlifii^pffhisdeg^^ 
sometimes a shoal ;or: fifty .o'r'^Vnipre , big -fish 
Avould charge, the. net,- Avhich was not over 
sound, and break:' right through bctAvecn two 
men. When the drivers, Avith their net, reach- 
ed the stop net and overlapped at one end, 
these tAA'o ends Avcrc brought round, and the 
two nets, thus forming a double AA'all, Avere 
rushed out on to the shallowing bank. At 
least nine out of ten of the fish managed to es- 
eape, 0Aving ,t(3 the mad excitement..ol the, meir 
and .the, rottenness of parts of the nets; 'v - '^^^ 
rl!he,.^text reach of the river to be netted 
contairied-'the big pool, much loo deep for the 
drag net to be of any use; but thc farmers tb 
a man jovially volunteered to drive it by riding' 
their ])onics through. ^Ve kncAV the pool inti- 
matcl}', having had many a morning SAvim 
there, and particularly that there Averc numer- 
; ous ledges tei'minating. abruptly in deep Avater, 
•so we anticipated "sport" of a different . kind, 
{.and Avere iiptydisappointed. We tpok.up our 
pb'sitibhs at' tlie stop net, together Avith the 
less adventurous spirits, and those Avho had 
not ac(piired sufficient Dutch courage to face 
the deep Avatcr. vStanding in comparatively 
shallow Avater beloAv the big ])ool, avc had a 
splendid view of the Avhole performance. The 
farmers rode abreast about six feet apart, and 
got on all right until they arrived nearly at thc 
middle of the po.oI,.;when first one and then an- 
other disappeared, from sight, pony and all, 
with a tremendous splash, which had the de- 
sired' effect of driving every salmon out of the 
pool;. , Seventy-four salmon in all Averc taken 
Avith "the nets and divided amongst the. farm- 
ers. 

Snow and storm droA'-e us from Borg, and 
Ave began our return journey Avilh a string of 
pack ponies tied head to tail, accompanied by 
J'ieter as guide and our gillie to look after thc 
ponies. Before avc had gone many miles a 
heavy snoAVStorm came on and continued the 
Avhole day, confirming us reluctantly in the 
opinion that the time had really come for us 
to return to civilization. When about-^half- 
way to Bordeyri avc met a solitary rider — ;one 
of the "tAvo inhabitants to the square mile" — 
Avho pulled up and produced from his pocekt 
a copy of thc Field addressed to me, the only 
communication from home which Ave receiveil 
Avhilc in Iceland, though, as aa'C aftcrAvards 
heard, a regular supply of Avcckly papers and 
many interesting letters had been sent, Avhich 
Ave trust were duly added to the Literary 

, Microcosm library at Storri Borg. We stop- 
pcd' at Melstadr for luncheon, and -Ayhpiifjyvc 

'.''reached the fjord opposite Bordeyri saw,-} 
^outline of the steamer, Avhich had just come 
into the fjord, looming in the distance through 
the snowstorm. She had come round by., •j.the 
cast coast, and her last-port of call on this';-trip' 
Avas Reykjavik, Avhcre she had to stay •four 
days in order to take on board her cargo of be- 
tween 600 and 700 ponies. 'il-r. 

There Avas one belated sportsman on board, 
Avho very kindly invited us to spend the four 
spare days fishing Avith him at Reynivellir, 
and as we Averc not at all keen about the 1 60- 
milc ride to the Geysers and back^^vpn'sgjhired; 
ponies we gratefully accepted . his'-iifiyitatiori? 
pur friend did, npti fancy the forty miles', ride 
to his fishing, and' decided to take his heavy 
baggage b}' boat to Reynivellir,. but Avas de- 
layed by rough Aveather, and though avc rode 
out and had Iavo good days' fishing there, Ave 
never saAV our host a.gain, or had an opportun- 
ity of thanking him for his hospitality. As it 
Avotild have taken too long to land our oavu 
ponies, Avhich avc took back with us, \ve hired 
two in. Reykjavik, and engaged a guide to 
shdw us the Avay to Reynivellir. We could 
find our Avay back without any difficulty, be- 
ing both endoAved with the bump of locality, 
so Ave dismissed the guide as soon as we reach- 
ed our ncAV fishing quarters. 

The salmon here did not run half the size 
of those at Borg, the average being only about 
6 lb., Avhilc the Borg fish averaged nearly 18 
lb. Everything in the south, except thc 
jjonies, Avas on a smaller scale than in the 
north, but thc rivers Avere Avell stocked, thc 
coimtr}' Avas much more fertile, and the riding 
much easier than in thc north. We caught 
some good baskets of Avhite trout in addition 
to salmon. There Avere two rivers, both of 
Avhich eniptied into a big pool over a small 
v\'aterfall before reaching the sea. My>frien<l 
took the smaller river, Avhich ' ran through a 
big lake, .giving thc Avater time to get -aired, 
and got si.xteen salmon the first morning.' ■ I 
took the big river, Avhich had some snoAV Ava- 
ter in it, and the salmon Avould not look at a 
fly; but I got some .good white trout in the 
sea ]30ol below. Wc expected our host to 
turn up every minute, and after thc first morn- 
ing Ave Averc not fishing in earnest, spending 
most of the time watching the salmon and sea 
trout leaping up the Avatcrfall out of the sea> 
pool. 

When Ave sailed from Reykjavik thc wea- 
ther Avas stormy, and when avc had lieen at sea 
two days avc met such a heavy sea that Ave had 
to lay to for forty-eight hours. This extended 
the voyage to six days, and as the .~hip Avas 
])rovisioncd and had a supi)ly of fresh Avatcr 
only for four avc Avere nearly reduced to meals 
of horseflesh. When avc sighted the sliorcs of 
Scotland the Icelanders AVcre surpris',;d to see 
trees, and when avc arrived at Leith, and they 
saAV some big dray horses on thc quay- their 
astonishment Avas unbounded, as they had al- 
Avays supposed that there were no hor.ses in 
the Avorld bigger than their Iceland hejitur. — 
Hugh Aldcrsey in the Field.

TIic Provincial exiubition lield cacli j'car 
"''Under the ausinces of the British Coliimijia 
'•Aj;ricultural Association at Victoria is one of 
."- the institutions of which the people nl \'an- 
Conver I.slaiu! arc ju.stlv proud. The present 
a.ssociation Avas iiicorporaled m iSSo. but lor 
many years before that date the exhibition at 
,.,at',Victoria was an annual event. 

Although the archives arc all but .silent on 
'-'•:-the' subject ot the first exhibition held here, it 
"•"took place Wednesday, October 2, i85i, in the 
market square on Broad street, between Fort ' 
and Bronghton streets, with Mr. John T. Bid- 
■wcll as secrctarv. 'J he band of H.M.b- "To- 
])a/." wa.s in attendance, and the show closed 
with a dinner at KiiiL^o s hotel, at which from 
sixty to seventy guests sat down. '1 he late 
Dr. Tolinie i)resi(lc(l. Of the prir-ie winners 
.•■Ciand exhibitors at this exhibition, the foUnw- 
■ -triiig Siirvive : Hon. J. S. Helmckcn. . who look 
V -'first prize for bQU'qu6t of flovvcrs j; Mr: George 
'"Richardson, firsC prize^for thoroughbred" stal - 
"lion I .and Mr. John Parker, fir.st prize for stal- 
•' •lioiT-foi*' agricultnral purposes. The other 
jirincipaP prize winners were the late Dr.. Tol- 
mic, of Clovcrdalc ; John AVork, jr., of Hill- 
side; Kenneth McKcnzic, of Craigflower; 
Thos. J. Skinner, of Constance Cove; K. If. 
Jackson, of Cedar Hill; George Harvc}', of 
.C Upland Farm, and George Deans. 

■ ' The complete success of this earliest effort 
led to the exhibition becoming a fi.xcd annual 
event. Although the managcincnt varied from 
time to time, and the site of the grounds as 
AvcU, the exhibition was regularly held. In 

■• 1864 the show-was held in the old Caledonian 

■ .-grounds on Cook .street. ' For some reason or 
■other there was a la])se of four 3'cars after 

■•'-this, and it was not until 1871 that the Farm- 
ers' Club was formed with Mr. 'i'hos. l\iisscll 
as secretary, its first exhibition was held in 
lUilckely's hall, Yates street, in the same year, 
and ill the following years until iSR.|. exliilii- 
tions were held in Philharmonic hall, Fort 
rstreet, and J. -P.- Davies' cattle yard; with ■ the 

■ 'exceptibti of two, which w^rie held in B6\v- 
kcr's Park, the exhibition of i88i3 being open- 
ed by His Excellency the Mai-qttfs of Xorne, 
during the occasion of his visit to Victoria. 

■ In 18S4 it was found that the shows luul as- 
sumed too large dimensions for the limited 
space in which they were held, and so land ad- 
joining Jjeacon llill Park was secured, and an 
exhibition building erected. It w;is at the time 
thought that this building would suffice for 
the cxhibitions'-fpr. all time to come. I'nt the 
^rapid growth of; the, exhibition, mirroring as it 

t,did>-the -rapid growth of agricultural and hor- 
ticultural development on Vancouver Island, 
and the Mainland, had not been reckoned 
with, and in iSSg the nian;igcnicnt again found 
itself con fronted with the problem of enlarge- • 
ment. The old building, by the waj-, was 
40 feet wide, sixty feet long, ami two stories in 

■^height. 

'i'he new task Avas taken up immcdialclv. 
The management of that time, amongst whom 
were William Dalby, Tl. Webb, T. D. liryaiit, 
C. E. Ivcnouf, X. Shakespeare, (V. A. Mc- 
'J'avish, D. R. Ker, John Grant, J. 'J\ AIc- 
Illmoyde, D. Goodacre, D. H, Ross, Thos. 
Earle, R, SeaSrOoke,' Chas. Hay ward, E. G. 
I'rior, James Abrams, D. McGillivray, W. J. 
] farris, J. Kirkland, G. W. Black, G. A. Smith, 
K. W. McMynn, Henry Fiy, iM. P. P. ; D. 
i\latheson, A. vSteddar and James Fell, insli- 
tuled steps to secure for the exhibition all the 
land lying to the ea.'^t of Beacon Hill Park 
anrl forming part of the estate of the late Sir 
James Douglas, the first governor of the col- 
ony, llowever, this scheme fell through, and 
^?Jt. was finally decided to purchase a six-acre 
^^'tract just outsidc thc city limits on the Cad- 
b6i*o Bay road. . Frorti^thc formation of the 
Fariiiers' Club in i8j7Tniy) to this time the pro- 
vincial exhibitions were held alternately on 
the Island and the Mainland, hut this year it 
was 'decided to separate, the Mainland exhibi- 
tion to be held at New Westminster, 



he building erected at that time, nearly 
twent_r years ago, on the new grounds at Cad- 
boro P.ay. was generally admitted to be the 
most handsome building of its kind in Wes- 
tern Canada. Jt was destroyed by fire on the 
27th December last. A year or two after its 
erection, the Agriciiltural Association fell iihto 
financial difficulties, owing to, the heavy ex- 
penditure on property and other reverses,, and 
an arrangement was entered iiito whereby the 
exhibition grounds were taken o.ver and ail 
liabilities assumed by the cor^poralion of A'ie- 
toria. Jm-oiii this lime on the success of the 
annual exhibition Avas practically assured, the 
city of Victoria being given rei)resenlati()n on 
the board i>f directors, and the annual exhibi- 
tion being boiuised by both city and i)rovincial 
governments. 

Annual exhibitions were held, each year 
shou ing a decided improvement over the prc- 
vi'ins one. The exhibition grew so rapidlv 
•that in the spring of 1007 it was decided that 
it had outgrown the limits of its six-acre boun- 
daries, and, owing to the energies of several 
leading citizens, the adjoining iiropcrty. con- 
sisting of about sixty acres of land,, inrhiding 
a first-class race track, was purchased from 
the Jjowker Park company at a cost of nearlv 
$50,000, The necessary by-law for tin's ex- 
penditure was carried by a very large major 
ity. No sooner were the buildings destroyed 
last winter by a fire of incendiary origin, than 
steps were at once taken to repja(;e them. The 
Provincial govcrnmciU and the' city of Vic- 
toria came forward A\ iili generous grants, and 
the buildings in Aviiich the coming exhibition 
will be lield, elaborate and modern in every 
way, stand as a moniimenl to the energv and 
deterinination of the people of this province, 
and their interest in the agricultural welfare 
of the ^country. • 

The value of a successful exhibition to the 
agricultural interests of . the country 'is ines- 
timaljle The prizes offered do not, as a rule, 
l)ay tlie exhibitors' expenses of freiglit, etc., 
but this is a detail, and so considered, by . the 
farmers. The real value of the show is-in ite 
bringing together the i)rodiicers in various 
parts of the country, the pointing out bv com- 
petent judges of defects in production, and the 
educational advantages so offered. The prize 
vv^inner, as well, gains vastly from the legiti- 
.mate advertisement of his' goods, and ^his 
methods. A few examples of the po.ssibilities 
of the exhibition may be seen in the following 
list of classes: sloclc judging class, practical 
demonstrations in dairy matters, fruit |iac!on"-, 
domestic science, and so on. 

In addition to the central exhibitii.in at 
Victoria, local exhibitions are held _\-earlv at 
other ])oints on Vanc(.)uver Island. Saanich, 
])uiicans, Naiiaimo, Salt Spring Island, Cum- 
berland, and others. These, too, arc extreme- 
ly helpful to the farmers, although more lim- 
ited in scope. 

No siii all-in casu re of the success of the 
Victoria Exhibition is due to the secretary- 
treasurer of tiic Association, Mr. J. E. Smart. 



In the three years' diffing wiijch Ml-. Smart 
has held office the exhibition has made gigan- 
tic strides, and the broad jilans for this year's 
fair reflect his i)rogressivc policy. 

It was in 1906 that Mr. Smart took hold of 
the exhibition. That year, for the. first, time 
in its history, the fair came out a success fin- 
ancially as well as olherwi.sc. There' was a 
surplus at the end of the yeat^. In 1907. there 




was a still greater increase. Tlie .'Association 
came out .Si 500 ahead on the year's opera- 
tions, alUiough .that year the surplus was 
, more., than offset by,, the expenditure of $2600 
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on the grounds, a sum, however, ciiai-gcable to 
capital' account. 

This year the scope of the cxhibitir.n has 
been broadened greatly. The prizes offered 
have been doubled,, and- the result lias been a 
marked increase ''iii the ininibcr; bbth of cx'.ii- 



bitors and exhibits. Tlicre are about 300 more 
exhibitors than- there were last year, every di- 
^■ision showing an advance. One fundamen- 
tal idea of the management has been to give 
the exhibitors, as well as the visitors to the 
fair, the full A-alne for the time and money 
the}- expend in attending. 

One of Mr. Smart's guiding principles has 
been to secure the very best attractions for the 
exhibition. The best attractions obtainable'- 
have been retained, and this, with judicious 
advertising, has proved an important factor in 
making the thing a success. An idea of the 
spread of advertising in connection with the 
exhibition may be gle.ancd from the following 
figures: Jn iQot) the sum of .'-^^oo was apprb- 
priated for advertising. In 1907 ilic appropri- 
ation was ^,2000. This year it is something 
like .'?3,ooo. The results of this jjolicy may be 
seen in the growth of the exhii)ition. 

The horse show, Avhich will be a deidded 
feature this year, is one of ATr. Smart's ideas. 
In former seasons it had been .^ound difficult 
to secure evening attractions. The horse show 
was thought of last spring. Its success is al- 
ready assured. From four to eighteen entries 
in each class liavc been received.- 



STORY OF A FAMOUS MUSICIAN 

Signor Mascagni, the famous composer of 
"Cavalleria Rusticana," who was .struck by an 
orange while conducting his opera, "Masgheri," 
at Leghorn the other night, is one of the 'most 
interesting, as he is one of the most notable, 
of liviii.g musicians. Like most other musical 
.geniuses he is practically a self-made man, and 
in his earl}" day.i had to ])iit up with many re- 
buffs and hardships. The turning-point in his 
career came with the production of "Caval- 
leria Rusticana," the one opera which, so far, 
has entitled him to a place in the ranks of the , 
great. Like most Italians, he is extremely 
superstitious, and is said to, carry about witlri 
him numerous mascots which be believes will ; 
assure him continued success. 

The story of how Signor Alascagni's beau-' 
tiful "Intermezzo" was given to the world is 
a very interesting one It is related by Lon- 
don M. A. P. When he first married, iie and i 
his wife were almost penniless, and had the ; 
greatest difficulty in kecjuug the wolf from' 
the door. In despair, iMasca.gni sat down, de- 
termined to do or die, and after weeks of con^ 
tinual work, conijiosed the music of "Caval- 
leria Rusticana." He sent the score to a ]3ub- 
lislier in an agony of trepidation, and all liope 
seemed taken from him when shortly after- 
wards his beloved music was returned to him. 
Things; had reached a serious pass- when, onefi- 
day he heard that a money prize had' been bf^^K; 
fered by an Italian • newspaper for the best||i 
two-act opera, and with tears m her eyes his'"''' 
wife beggefl him to try and win it with the re- 
jected work. 

iNfascagni was so upset by his failure, how- 
e\'er, . that at first he would jiot consent to 
enter "Cavalleria Rusticana" for the prize; 
. but in desperation he at last gave in, and after 
a 'frugal meal took the rejected score from a 
drawer, and began io look through it. Then 
it was that the msiiiration of his life came to 
him, and with feverish fingers he Avrotc out 
the world-renowned "Intermezzo," which he 
added to the opera, and Avliich has since made 
his name known throughout the length and 
breadth of Europe. But when it Avas finished 
despair again seized him, and he flung the 
"Intermezzo" into the fireplace. Luckily fc^ir 
the world, his wife came in at that moment, 
and was just in time to save the precious MS. 
from the fire In due course, "Cavalleria 
Rusticana" was sent to the commiitee chosen 
by the newspaper to judge of the best opera 
sent in; and no .sooner had the "Intermezzo" 
been played by the orchestra than it v;as 
unanimously decide^^ to give I\lascagni the

■like that of a "man's woman" is misleadln.p:, givluK as 
it doi's till' iinpresslon tiiat men and W'onien do not 
like the .'iamc tM)e uf woman — nolhitiR: could of course 
■he moi-o absurd, for wliile there are a certain number 
of woiiicu who arc eoiispicious for tho fact that they 
lare only appreci/ited by men and Others who appeal 
only to their own sex, tho really popular woman is 
oqually popular with both. It Is of course, commonly 
suppo.sed that jealously Is the cause of tlie averago 
woman's dislike of tho "man's woman." 

''J'his how.n-er, Is not the case. 'I'he "man's wo- 
jiian," is dislik^.'d by her own sex simply because she 
is .a fool, antl there is nobody so iinijojndar in feiiii- 
Jiino society as a I'nol. i'lveryhody is down on lier, 
even her fidlew fools bein.^ only sorr.v for lier. And 
'when one woman is ".■^orr;,' for" another, it can onl.v 
mean one thine; — that is — tiiere is notliinpr to be 
l\-ared from her. 

'I'lio first thin? on the other hand which a clever 
woman bent on social success docs is to ingratiate! 
herself with other women, especially with married 
ones. She knows that no amount oi male adnilra- 
ilon will avail ]vi- aiiythin.cj unless backed up with 
feminine .approval.

a woman Icnows tho relief of feeling horsolfV In-, the 
presence of another woman who will not pick her to 
pieces the moment her back is turnwl. The worst of 
tho "woman's woman" Is th.it she Is always surround- 
ed by impossible females, and when she marries — as 
of course she freciuently dots — her house immediately 
becomes an asj'luin for all the "poor thln,c:s" of her 
acquaintance, l^othing bores her liusband ciuite so 
much as the number of strange females to be found 
hanging round lior node at odd times, and nothing 
scares men more from their homes than a bevy of 
plain, but affectionate spinsters who aro always to 
be found seated round the drawing room of tho 
"woman's woman" at tea time. 

At tho samo time. In a way, there is ho doubt a 
natural suspicion attaches to tho woman 1 without 
feminine friends.

Tho role 
simply bristles with diltieullles. To begin with the 
story-telllng talent — this of course we must be born 
with — has lo be accompanied by tact, or wo shall tell 
our liest stories at the wrong timi! and place. After 
havin.g embarked on an anecdolci to change it or cut 
it short from a foeiing "It won't do here," renuires 
more retidiiiess than most ol! us jjossess. 

J'^roslmess must be aimed at though nothing but 
constant practice keeiis tlie haiul in. A good memory 
is indispensible — so is imagination to clothe the naked 
fact .and make it livel.y. Words must bo fi^w, and 
side issues resolutely barnnl. Above all the point 
must not miss lire l)y a hair's breadth. 

Tho most terrible thing that can jvossibly happen 
to a story-teller is to forget the point at tho last mo- 
ment, jierhaps when a roomful of jieoplo or a whole 
dinner party arc anxiously awaiting the climax!. 

Mothing but an earthquake can aave^the situation! 
In story-teiliiig there is no such thing 'as mediocrity. 
Either you aro n distinct success ..or ;;a'dead failure! 
But yott may succeed In different .ways. If a woman 
you may pick up odds ;ahd"'erids o£ , funny things for 
what thoy ate worth. :=you'.-inay weave ^llttl a stories 
out of thei|it-Tn'ot\gopa.ehpush:to keep— hut flrat rate 
for immediate use. . * , . ••• 

They are' ''morriinK'-gatherea'' as It wore and'havo 
tho sparkle of champagne. This Is where women ex- 
eel. In all other respects women Is not half as good 
at tho game as men arc. 

Men's stories are better told a.s a, rule and have 
more. point. So they should, for men have wider op- 
portunities for anecdote-collecting. They are much 
more In tho habit of telling stories to each other too, 
and so thoy got more practice. On the other hand 
men are far more ijrone to tell the samo tale Iwlcn 
than wom'i-n. It is seldom that you hoar a "chestnut" 
from a woman. 

Tho line that divides tho bore from tho successful 
story-teller Is so fine that one cannot be surprised if 
:sometImos- It disappears altogether. The bright key 
may'tiirri-rusty and croak in tho lock, better throw it 
away altogether, in good time! 

There are one or two rules for story-tellers. They 
must not 'giggle while telling Ihoir stories. After- 
wards they may giggle as much as they lilce, or make 
some remark such as "Is'nt it funny?" which seeni.s 
to put everybody in a good mood and ready for the 
next "sally." They must keep their temper under tho 
most exasperating contradiction, and smile blandly 
a» the obnixlous listener Avho Insists on correcting de- 
tails. 

A pleasant far!.' ;ind manner are great helps, or In 
:nen a (|iiainlly serious face. 

People di'li.qlit in liela,!? amused. A well-dressed 
pretty woman who has the knack of story. telling is 
more certain to draw .'it an amateur concert or en- 
tertainment th.-m an\- sin.eer or iniislclan. 

Reniemlier SelHdierey.adi^ and not long af torn-iirds 
Reck.v .Shariie. wdio owed her most brilliant successes 
to her powers of mimicv.v and malting up droll stories. 
With nil her faults she was entertaining. In short 
good story-fellers greatly add In their popularity In 
life, and riclily deserve the popularity they get.

Stowed Cutlets (Hot) 

Greuso a jitui well and lino it wilh sliced vege- 
tables, a small slice of ham, or liacon, and salt and 
pepper to taste. JiUy the cutlets in this, and let them 
fry for a few moments until the vegetables begin to 
brown, tlicn iiour in just enough slock to cover them 
and cover up the pan and simmer slowly I'or about an 
hour. Arrange in a jillc of cookeil carrots, and pour 
tho gravy round, and serve very liot. 

Fried Cutlets (Hot) 
Kgg and breailcrunib some cutlets, jdaee in a fry- 
ing basket, and fr.v In an ample iiiianlity of clarified 
fat for about IK minutes. Let. them drain and serve 
on a.hotrdisli, on a border of mashed potato, tomato, 
IVench beans, etc. 

Cutlets en Pnpillotes (Hot) 

.Spread some trlinnied cutlets with .a imroe of pato 
lie foie gras. Oil some oval iiieccs of Idtchcn jiaper, 
fold one neatly over each cutlet and bndl. Serve in 
their papers. (These are very good indeed, and if foie 
gras is iinobtalna lile or not liked, a puree of niu.sh- 
rooms, tomato, onions, or potted liaiii may be used.) 

Spiced Cutlets (Hot) 
H.-ive. read.\- some cutli^ts. :\Iix together one table- 
.•^Iioonfiil of minced savory lierlis, four l.il:)lesijoonful3 
of breadcrumbs, one lablesjinunful of parsley, the same 
of minced shallot, one salts.ooonful of grated lemon 
peel, and iiepiier and salt to taste. Dip tiie cutlets in 
clarified dripping, then into beaten egg yolk, then in 
the above mixture. l<'ry a nice golden brown, and • 
serve with a good brown sauce. 

Fricassed Cutlets (Hot) 
Flour some mutton cutlets lightly. I'^ry ;i slic(hl 
.SiKinish onion, and three or four tomatoes seasoiieil 
witli iiepper anil salt; then jnit in tlie mitlets and fry 
till nicely lirowned; remove them and th(.-ii jiiace iii 
another .■■■auceiian with tlie tomatoes. Strain the gravy 
from tlio onions, etc., lliii'koii willi a little flour, and , 
cook for ten minutes, ilavi; rcad.v some niccdy boiled

they may bo served, but unfortunately, although it is 
really an everyday sort of dish it Is, very seldom pro- 
lierly prepared, and It is by no means an Inexpensive 
luxury when ordered from tho butcher as "cutlets" 
and not, as It should be. In tho rough, '^p to speak. . 

There Is qiiito an art in trlmmlAg a cutlet, but 
once the, process is thoroughly grasped it presents 
iiut few diiHcultles; .. ..." -k. 

Firist of all when ordering cutlets, always see thtcj; 
tho. neck. of mutton is prdporly hung, and haivo the 
chine Jibne; that Is the .top. of tho ribs, removed, by 
tho butcher, as then the joint can be easily divided 
into cutlets by the cook, cutting half way between 
each bone with a shia,rp strong knife. If however, the 
neck of m'utton is a largo one tho line of tho bone 
shoulil be followed allowing a small margin aMl round, 
and thus leaving a boneless piece of meat between 
every tv.'o cutle's. 

There are always seven cutlets in a neck of mut- 
ton, HO if more ace required these boneless pieces of 
meat can be trimmed and served alternately with tho 
cutlets ijroper. 

T.ake each cutlet seiiaratel.x', ))l;ice it on ii wetted 
meat bo.ard, and Willi :i wetted knife or even a wetted 
rollin;,' [lin bi'at It into shape so as to make the meat 
level with the bone. 

Then trim off ;ill superfluous f.tt and skin; put the 
])oint of tho knife in Just whore the lean meat really 
ends, cut rigtit-.down to the. bone,, cutting. away every- 
thing down to' the tip, and scrape the bone quite 
clea n. 
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Hut as wedl as neck cutlets tliero are loin cut- 
ji- nni.settes, wlilch are cerl.-ilnly juicier, but re-

A VISIT TO ELK RIVER 

Dear Editor — ^Would you like to hear, of., a ;trlp; I. 
took up tho Elk Elver this summer? '- i ■ • . ■'■^^> 

We started from the mouth of Kennedy rlvor iri'a.' 
launch, towing a row-boat with provl.slons In It. Of 
course you know the Kennedy river llowd into the 
Clayoquot Sound. 

Wo followed the river for about half a mile and 
had to anchor the launch becau.se It was loo largo to 
lalio up the rapids, which extend for about half a mile. 
Some of the men Wcilkod on the slioro and pulled the 
boat up by a rope, and others kept it off tho roclts 
with an oar, while tho rest of us walked along .a trail 
made uj) partly of fallen trees snioollied on the upper 
.side. 

When we came to tho end of tho rapids wo got 
Into a smaller launch which had boon taken up at high 
tide the night before. i'"roni tliere wo had four and a 
half miles to go before wo readied tho Kennedy Ijuke, 
vvliicli is said to bo ono of the largest lakes on Van- 
couver Island. 

We met some Indians in canoes who had iiecn get- 
ting rushes to make baskets. AVo saw .some wator 
lily jiads, but the lilies wore oiib' in bud. When wo 
wore crossing the lake we saw severjil soiil. 

We now had about eleven uiiles to go across the 
lake before we came to tiie Klk river. A llttlo dis- 
tanco iij) the rlvcT we camo lo a bend wdierc tho view 
was beautiful. Above w;ih a .snoiv-cafiped mountain 
and it was reflected perfectly In tho stream. Under 
tho trees on both sides of tho river were beautiful 
ferns and moss and tho water was so cloar that tho 
big pebbles In the bed of tho river looked n» if you 
could put your Iiand In and. pick them up. When "the 
water was disturbed by tlie boats It seemed like littio 
rainbows around the pebbles. 

\Yi; got stuck on a f-'tmd liar, so some of us had to 
get Into the row boat lo !igliti-ii the launch. AVo could 
go no farther because thiM^e were rapids ahead, so wo 
got out and had our lunch hern and it did taste good 
for It was now after one o'clock. 

After lunch some of tho party went up farther to 
see an old rnlno called tho Ttose :\Iarii.'. We children 
wanted to go In bathing but as the water was icy 
cold, we started on our, home trip, and coming to ,-i 
sand bar we landed and found that oven hern tho 
water was too cold and -we had to content our.sclves 
with wading. -, , - 

One of the older people made soirio willow whistles 
for us. 

• .\hout six o'clock tho men who had gone to tho 
mine joined us and we started on our liomeward way. 

'Tlie wind had sprung up and tlin lake was quito 
rough and we got well splashed. 

AVe children did not; mind the long ride home, for 
after wo had .something to eat wo went to .■sleep. 

It was ton o'clock and pitch dark wdieii we reached 
tho Kennedy Rapld.s, Here we left tho launch an- 
chored, so that tlie men could got her tho next day. 

We Wondered how wo could ever walk'tho trail, for : 
we could scarcely see a foot ahead of us, but we'man- 
agcd except for .sonu^ bruises and torn clothes. ■At 
the .end of tho trail we took to the boats again on 'the 
last" stage of our journey, and reached homo after a 
trip to Elk Klver Rapids and. back of , over forty 
miles, having been on a trip very few little .white girls 
haVo evei taken, V . i>lj.orv.

It may seem an, obvious truism, but not.alto- 
gether needless, that not every functioiiairy' 
who carries royal messages is a Idng's messen- 
ger. The office, indeed, is one of decided 
status as befits its responsibility, and it is with 
infinite thankfulness that we know it is not 
open to public competition.. The "Knights of 
the Silver Gfeyhoun(^yj'y,as;^some has poet- 
ical!/ styled' '/t|ieSri^")are^^^ in numbier — 
which ' has bee^ recenityf -still inorc reduced — 
are gcntlcme'n-.bf sociaU'p'osition, often retired 
service officers, and are nominated by the 
Foreign Secretary, subject to a qualifying ex- 
amination. By the strict letter of the regula- 
tions they are, supposed to wear uniform while 
on service — dark blue frock coat, gold edged 
Avaist^pat buttoned^higj^^- t^ a scar- 
let; coird 'dpwn^;'>the ■ searri^^ 'buttons with 
crqwiii,' gartef^^^^^^^ cypher .vnd greyhound 
pendaint, pealted; black braided cap with gilt 
crown in front— but the regulation is practi- 
cally dormant.. What they do always bear, 
however, is the "badge," of silver gilt, a royal 
crown and silver gr<;yhound pendant, worn — 
or iiipposed .to be^ — on a daric blue riblion 
round the- nifclc,; Practically the personalities 
of the king's niesse-iigers are perfectly familiar 
to all the officials on the routes they travel, 
and only" on^ verv exceptional occasions is it 
necessary to prvulurc their badge. As a matter 
of fact., nioreovci, the identity of the king'.s 
messengci ib iiimnstakeably assured by the 
service "hags'" ui siont canvas which accorn^v 
patiy hnn, one oi which, containing smaller 
"crossed" hags <^f yanoiis sizes, never , leaves 
his pers'inal '•nsiody, sind othe^, ''uncrdssed," 
>r« al]fiwcd> m gu fis. ordinary baggage. 

Ill orihnary"ti'n'r«i.'> the journeys of king's 
messengers arp matters of routine, and they 
can geiier;illy cijlculaie safel}' enough oit the 
InTcrvemn^ pcri.id of Ifisnre, though there is 
a tradition tlyai once one luckless individual 
was dispatched ir^ such hut haste to a far dls- 
. tart caiiital 'hat he had. no time tp;changevtUe 
dres> clotl'o in whicli ■he -was att^ 
the maudat«^' .irrived .-Xnd in this connection 
EnntlTr.t \-cnt.Ta'ile story may be told — of the 
messenger who. bt lieving liiiutielf to be last on 
the list for the "■route," betook himself, ijx 
bli.ssful anliciiuTtiiTi of a few days' rest, to a 
foreign watering place, ^^carcely had' hc.lar-f 
rived when he leccivcd a Foreign OffiCe' tele- 
gram to this bewildering effect: "You are fast, 
ind dirty Return at oticc.'' Gn. his prpmptly 
presenting himself at headqiiartet:s he discover- 
ed that the message s^iit was ? "You are first 
on fluty." 

r)i recent years the king's messenger has 
been largely in evidence in fiction, and, not 
unnaturally, his shrewdness, heroism and hair- 
breadth adventures provide material for a 
capital story. Sometimes,Jt is true, captious 
objectors may insinuate thai the heroes bear 
much the same relation to the real officials as 
poor Ouida's famous guardsmen have to ac- 
tual officers of the Piouschold Cavah-y — but 
the "story" is none the less interesting for that. 
The actual annals of the king's messenger ser- 
vice, however, supply plenty 't th.rilling situa- 
tions. Once, when it was important that a 
despatch should be in the hands of our For- 
eign Office before the information it contain- 
ed reached the representatives of another 
power, a queen's messenger crossed the Chan- 
nel in a small lugger on a night when the 
weather was so bad that the packet would not 
start. Almost more sensational — and ncajly 
Liagic — was the experience of Captain Rob- 
bins during the Franco-German war of 1870. 
He was instructed to deliver despatches to the 
King of Prussia, whose" headquarters were 
then at Versailles, and was nearing his destina- 
tion, when he fell into the hands of some 
franc-tireurs, who i sisted he was a German, 
and nmst therefore be shot. It v,-as in vain he 
produced his badge and his pnssport; he was 
a spy, they declared, and Germans, whether 
spies or not, met with short shrift at the hands 
of; franc-tireurs. The keener of the inn where 
he was taken managed on '^vat-ious pretexts to 
dissuade them from immediate execution ; 
they grudgingly gave him till the following 
morning, but, thinking better of their clem- 
ency, wanted to shoot him bcloi'c dawn, and 
the inidvccpcr with difficidty induced them to 
wait till it was lic;ht. But before then Captain 
Robbins had availed himself of a convenient 
■window and made his escape. 

The aphorism is true enough which tells 
us tliat duty has its victims in peace. as In war, 
and those who can speak with authority will 
cite many a case among king's messengers of 
worthful lives prematurely shortened by self- 
less, exacting devotion to duty, thougii im- 
proved conditions of traveling happily enable 
one to class such occurrences with "old un- 
happy far off^things/^~London;!^G

ROYALTY AT MARIENBAD 

The king's original idea yvhen he first visit- 
ed Marienbad was to be' really incognito, and 
be treated merely like some private foreign 
noble. This, however, was found to be un- 
workable, and was given up. The present sit- 
uation may be expressed, perhaps, in this way: 
His Majesty pretends that he is Duke of Lan- 
caster, and everybody treats him as King ]•>[- 
ward. It was the local aitlhoritics really who 
knocked the incognito on the head first. They 
desired to fuss about and grovel and make 



arrangetnents for the special treatinent of 
royalty, which they could not manage for a 
foreign nobleman. Then the mobbing by the 
vulgar visitors gave":-t.he authorities an oppor- 
tunity to interfere. It pleases His Majesty to 
have cards printed with "Duke of Lancaster" 
on them ; but wdiile he stays he i& king of the 
place, as well as of England, 

King Edward is by no ineans free from the 
cares of State while he is taking the waters. 
Every day a large budget of letters for him 
arrives by the ordinary post, and the King's 
messengers come twice a week with the more 
itnportant letters and documents from the 
Government offices. This mass of correspon- 
dence His Majesty deals with each morning 
on returning from drinking the water of the 
Kreuzbruimen, and in this task he receives the 
most valuable assistance from his twp 
equerries, who take it in turns to act- as pri- 
vate secretaries. 

Every inorning the King rises sufficiently 
'earh^ to be down at the Colonnade of the 
Kreuzhrunnen before eight o'clock. He dines 
earlier than is his wont, to suit tlie habit of 
the place, and he goes to bed much earlier 
than usual, in order to ensure being tip in time 
at the springs.

House, Welltlose Square, Stepney, stand what 
are said to be the oldest police cells in London, 
and under these is the entrance to a subway 
believed to have oi;ce led to the Tower, nearly 
a mile distant. This subterranean passage is 
now blocked up, and at the entrance there 
stands a skeleton. *

the home of the German Oak Club, and the 
fine apartment in which trials took place is 
used for dancing, while the adjoining rooms 
provide accommodation for billiards., .'.V'^.

Tiie'only light 
which penetrates these dens comes through 
gralings high up against the ceiling, and each 
is fitted with a shutter, by means of which the 
cells can be plunged into darkness.

manacled. AhotUef object ' to be seen is a 
strait-jacket made of stiff canvas, with iron 
rings which can be fastened to the chains.

One can still 
read the name of Edward .Burk, who is said to 
have been hanged for' miii'der. Close by is 
carved 'Edvvard Ray^^ecfeitfbBt^^ aiid 
another inscription runs 'Francis Britlain, 
June ^7, 3758.

On the floor of the first-cell can be distin-- 
guishcd the squares of a chessboard, cut in the 
solid oak. Over the door between the two 
cells can be traced the words, "The rule of the 
house is a gallon of beer," and just below, in- 
neater characters, arq the \yords, "John -Burn .

for liundreils of years, practising Catholici.-im 
with the fervor of the Middle Ages and at the 
same time believing implicitly in all the folk- 
lore and superstitions wliich have been handed 
down to them from still earlier centuries. 
Hardly anywhere else in Europe could one sec 
such a mediaeval sight as one of the Breton 
village "i)ardons" or patronal festivals, with its 
elaborate religious observances and its devo- 
tees all in appropriate costume, the women 
wearing the famous Breton coifs or head- 
dresses, of which each district has a different 
style and pattern. At a country fair, however, 
the peasant costumes arc seen at their best, the 
women in marvellously embroidered dresses 
and wonilerlul coifs, and the men hardly less 

gay. 

But. a[)art from such interesting sights, 
Brittany is a rare place for a holiday; it has a 
gorgeous coast, many parts of it being of the 
utmost grandeur, a smiling country inland, and 
little towns antl villages abounding in beauti- 
ful mediaeval churches and Iniildings. Like 
the other Celtic countries, Wales and Corn- 
wall, Brittany has a connection with the very 
remote past in the shape of Druidic and pre- 
historic remains, mystic stones and cromlechs, 
menhirs and dolmens. 

Above all, in Jh-ittany (for one must be 
I)ractical even on a holiday) the traveller will 
find excellent roads, and inns everywhere at 
reaspnable prices, good sport of yaripus kinds, 
and jfor. the artist, of course, the cotintry is an, 
ElJDorado, in each village, almost- a • little 
band of painters being settled at work, and 
much of Brittany and many of its .sons and 
daughters arc idealized on caiivasscs which 
have found their way all over the world. At 
such places as Pont Avcu (south of Brest, on 
the western limit of Prance) and Jiiorlaix, iix 
tire nurthwest of lirittany, more pictures arc 
probably painted than at any other spots in 
■-France. ■ . 

' :■ !Brcst, the great naval port of the north'wcst 
of P'rance, is the natural gate to Brittany, 
.commanding, as it does, the whole Breton 
coast, and being the best centre for circular 
railway trij-is through the country. Brest is 
easily reached via Plymouth, the fine expresses 
of the G. W. R. conveying one down to the 
I'.Mglish seaport in less than five hoiir.s, and 
thence by the splendid stcaiiici-s of the com- 
])any to the port (which might he called the 
French Plymouth) 136 miles off, whilst one is 
comfortably sleeping on board, to wake up at 



the magnificent harbor of Brest, approached 
through the historic "Goulet" (or "throat"). 
One can also make the voyage between Ply- 
mouth and Brest by tbe daylight service. The 
great Arsenal and tbe."|"iHtary:and navaljorti- 
fications make a stay,.pf a day or so in IBrest, 
before setting put for, the exploration of the 
rest of Brittany, an interesting one. The huge 
drawbridge leading to the military harbor, the 
Naval Hospital, and the Jardiii dcs Plantes are 
all worth visilin.g, whilst the life in the town 
itself is full of charm,. especially to those who 
find themselves on French .soil for the first 
time. 

From Brest some first impressions of the 
rugged indented Breton coast may be obtained 
by taking some of the short excursions of 
which there are so many in evei-y direction. 

The first one should be to a favorite artists' 
haunt, Daoulas, oidy 12 miles away from 
Brest by rail, a lovely little place on a coast 
inlet, with some beautnftil old abbey rriins. As 
was the case with Cornwall, the Phoenicians 
visited Brittany for commercial purposes, and 
it is considered that the quaint dress of the 
Daonla.s women shows a Phoenician origin. 
Some of the peasants still wear a Plirj-gian cap 
of red wool. Here, in the country round 
Daoulas, are grown so many of the strawber- 
ries Avhich arc seen in London shops. In the 
stravvberry season the tourist may, for the 
stnall sum of one peitnyi enter the strawberry 
fields and eat as mahy as' he likes. 

Fourteen miles on an electric tram from 
Brest brings us to th'e Very westward edge of 
the coast, to Le Conquet, from which place — • 
still looking westward — can be seen the gritn 
cliffs of the Isle of Ushant (or He d'Oucsant in 
French), For lho5c wdio like the water, it is a 
very pleasant little trip by sea to the island, 
which, wdth its great light-houses and'>. 'pictur- 
esque inhabitants, is full of charm. 

At Plougastel, on the south side of the estu- 
ary on which Brest stands, mcdiacvalism is very 
apparent in the quaint little town and its folk. 
Here is to be seen one of the finest of the 
"calvarys," dating from, 1602, f?'' which Brit- 
tany is so famous, and. its "Pardon" festival is 
one of the best heldi^py where. 

To the soutb 0/ tlie'.Brest'district lies the 
Chateaulin country, a hilly forest tract, ending, 
on the west with the splendid bay of Douar- 
nencz, often called the Scotland of Brittany. 
Its centre, the town of Chateaulin, one of the 
oldest in France, is easily reached from Brest 
by the railway, and from Chateaulin there arc 
numerous picturesque spots, especially around 
the bay mentioned above, to be visited. 

Douarnenez itself is the centre of the sar- 
dine fishery, which is carried on all round the 
coast here. It is to Brittany what Bri.xham is 



to Devon. A very picturesque custom carried 
out at the beginning of each fishing season 
here is the "Benediction of the Sea." 

Around Quimpcr, which lies to the south 
of Chateaulin, is another district full of interest 
and charm. There is Audierne, on the^ beauti- 
ful bay of that name, a delightful little seaside 
place," and Concarneau, another quaint and 
pretty coast tOAvn, and the picturesque Pen- 
marc'h country, of which Pont I'Abbe, a cur- 
ious little feudal town, is the centre. Here at 
Pont r.-\bhe is seen the strangest costume of 
any ])art of Brittany, suggesting that the peo- 
ple arc of Southern, or even Eastern European 
origin. 

Quimpcr itself should be visited, if only to 
see the tnagnificcnt cathedral of St. Corentin, 
dating from 1239, which is one of the finest in 
western France. 

The Quinipcrlc district is the centre of the 
artistic communities in Brittany, and deserved- 
ly so, for its luxuriant country, beautiful coast, 
and handsome folk make it a most fascinating 
district for a holiday, as much as for the ar- 
tist's brush. Quimpcrle, built on the estuary 
formed by two little rivers, is an ancient old 
town, with tortuous streets, and houses Avith 
old gardens. On each side of the coast may 
be found villages which arc quite artist-luiunt- 
ed. There is ,Pont-Aveu, wdicrc the scenery of 
river and sea is combined; Clohars Carnoet, 
full of old ruins; Scaer, renowned for its beau- 
tiful calvary, with its ieleventh century ;carv- 
ings and frescoed chapel, for its cider; and "' its 
pretty women. • . , -t: ' 

Jn the southwestv of Brittany thc-cpast, if 
not so rugged as that in the extretne' west, is 
still exceedingly beautiful. L'Orient, one of 
the chief ports; derived' its ■ name from the 
"Compagnie d'Orient," which made it a head- 
quarters: L'Orient has a histoiy going back 
to the second century, and in the seventeenth 
and eighteenth centuries w\as one of the g.'-eat- 
est ports of France. Now^ alas! it has only the 
memories of past splendors to dwell upon. 

Of the Morbihan district, another home of 
painting, "Vannes is the capital, an old city 
■udth a fine cathedral. So far the west and 
southwest of Brittany have mainly been de- 
scribed. But in the north and northeast this 
Breton laud is no less fascinating. The Mor- 
laix district (Morlaix being 42 miles northeast 
of Brest by rail) is well worth a holiday tour. 
The old town of Morlaix, nearly four miles 
from the sea, is quite unique in some respects; 
the viaduct connecting it with the port, its 
quaint old mansions, amongst them the beauti- 
ful old house of Queen Anne of Brittany ;(dat-' 
cd 1506), and the lovely old church, make it a 
town of' rare delight to the art-lovcr._ and the 
antiquarian,; » " -

"' 'f" THE GHOST SEASON" 

About.this time ^f the year the -'g'hos't' is 
^siipposed to flourish with more than '^'Usual 
vigor-,, the reason probably being that the'hours 
of darkness are a little longer,*: for.-. there Vv is- 
nothing like darkness as an aid to- thd. vision? 
when you are looking for something.that.isnft 
there. The chief objectiori to the possibility -of 
ghosts is their habit of appearing for the mostt 
part in a shadowy imitation of the clothes' 
their bodies wore in life. This fact points un-~ 
mistakably to the conclusion that the average 
ghost can be no more than a freak of the sight 
set up by the imagination, which in its turn is 
fed by the memory. All the ghosts that have 
been seen have been for the most part in some 
shape with which we are familiar in our daily 
lives. They never take the shape of anything 
that has never been seen before; and yet a real 
ghost must be somet^hing-thatis :^pU^ 
our ideas of forni and^butline. ^ Indeed 
is no reason at all why a ghost should be '.even 
visible to the eye; and the fact that a ghost: 
has been seen by somebody should -in -itself, .be, 
evidence that a substitute has been'mdde-^fdr 
the genuine article. It is not, of course, easy 
to define what a ghost should or should not be 
like, but if it is really what it pretends to be, it 
should be apparent to some other sense besides 
that of s[ght. It should be nothing more.than 
influence— something which^weieanmeither ^see 
nor hear, and yet the presience of whicK is dis- 
tinctly apparent to us. 

The ghost that is seen doesn't amount to 
much. People have identified ghosts of : 'near' 
and dear relatives, and often the ghosts have 
been clad in a suit of mail,. which, considering: 
what frail things! ghosts' 'aref or should be, 
must be a heavy load for even the most active 
spectre to carry about. The armor of the ghost 
of Hamlet's father is usually so real that it ac- 
tually clanks as the spirit within it strides 
along ihe battlements. Bltt that is only -an 
added proof that the ghost that is visiblcisn't 
really there. Evidence as to the existence of 
, g3ibists,.thercfp'i'ey djjpe^ fact as 

, td 'wliethw' they haLve'ibee^ ; • ortibt, but—: 
wliether they are' really there.' That is where 
tlVe ghost that cin throw chafrs across the 
room, or ring bells with an unseen hand, ac- 
quires some impjortance. That is the kind of 
thing above all others that a ghost may be ex- 
pected to do. It is, if anything, force existing 
without matter. It does not do things, but it' 
gets them done; and you can no more see a 
real ghost than you can sec the wdnd that 
blows. There arc no such things as ghosts as 
they arc commonly understood; but I think 
there- arc ghosts,, althpugh- nothing more seems 
to be known of them tlian that they are-^ 
there.' You can feel them without touchiiig 
them, they are visible to the blind and audible 
to the deaf; but whether they have an inde- 
pendent existence outside the individual who 
is aware of their presence, I should hesitate to 
say. Very little is known of ghosts.; but that 
little seems to point conclusively to the fact 
that they are merely the result of some form of 
hallucination that may or may not have been 
influenced by hypnotic suggestion. 

The ghosts that we can afford to be scepti- 
cal about arc the well known lady, dressed in 
white, who strolls along wringing her hands, 
and -the mediaeval ghost that haunts corridors 
with its hekd tucked under its arrn. Little ex- 
hibitions, of this sort, however disturbing they 
may be at the time, should, if ariyihing, life, 
taken as a kindly hint that excesses in diet '. or 
liquors are not to be indulged in with inipun- 
ity; and they probably never did mean atiy- 
thing more than that. But there still remains 
the ghost that we do not sec, and of whose 
presence we are unaware except by inference. 
.What is it that impels you forward when you 
would rather , 'go back, that arrests the arm 
"that you have raised to strike, and that , fills 
you with a vague, undefined fear that there are 
forms about you which you cannot see, .but, 
whose influence you are powerless to resist?' 
These are the only real ghosts, but no one has .. 
yet been able to prove that they are, really 
there.— M. A. P. '/ ' - ■' '

'WO davs voyage beyond f- the 
Auiili Ca])c, 111 arctic regions 
■where ill suiiinicr there is dark- 
ness and no lij^ht in -winter, lies 
the entrance to tlie White Sea. 
Enclosed by land, except for the 
; narrow vstraits, - and • dcpriysd of 
th'e influence of the Gtilf'Stream,' 
^ J \vliicii on tlie more exposed 
noftliwestcrn siiores of Norwa}- rcndv;rs the 
•fjords navigable throughout the whole winter, 
this inland sea presents at least one of the 
characteristics of Central and Nortiiern Rus- 
sia — the extreme of heat and cold. In winter 
its. entire surface is frozen, but during the 
long suinnier. days the sun burns fierceiy and 
calls ■ into sttdde'n' life the coarse herbage and 
the soft green leaves of the silver birch and 
ash trees that clothe its shores. Pleasant in- 
deed is the vision of this verdure, and of the 
forests of pine, after the Ijarrcn rocky coast, 
flecked with snow, which extends from the 
North Cape to the ^\'hite Sea. Owing to its 
remote situation, to the shortness of the sea- 
son during which its waters are .open to navi- 
gation, and to the difficitlties which the voyage 
presents, the travelers who visit the inhospit- 
able region of the -White Sea arc few and far 
between; and even at .Archangel itself, the 
capital of the ])rovince that forms its eastern 
shore, wiiicii has lalcK- been connected b}' rail- 
way with Cenira! Russia, the tourist is un- 
known. To AI. Olivier, .director of the .Revue 
Generalcvdes . Sciences, de -Paris, ,is due., the 
credit, of the idea and- its successful . accom- 
plishment, of visiting this almost unknown 
land on one of his well-organized cruises' of the 
Ile-de-France : and it was the desire to see once 
more this norllicrn waterway, wluch 1 visited 
many years ago, that induced me to join the 
cruise. 

A perfect calm, a sky without a cloud, and 
a rise in the thermometer from a fcvr degrees 
above freezing yesterday out in the Arctic 
Ocean to nearly jo degrees today — and not a 
sign of fog! \V'e have been already some 14 
liourS' steaming southward in'.tl>g iWhite-Sca..= 
Before us lies a long, low islandixcpveked avitl> ■ 
a-den^Ciivegetation of pine and sii!^eivbirch,'and 
indenteid'with little bays, their surface dotted 
wiih a sprinkling of rocks. .'\s w'c approach 
still nearer to the land the reflection of the 
])ines stretches almost as far as our ship 
across the mirror of still water, broken only 
here and there- where the head of sonic in- 
quisitive :_seal,- with-scared eyes,' Appears for a 
nioment. to dive again aud^^eave no trace, lie- 
yond a sei*ies of little moving circles. 

-As we' turn to the south-east corner of the 
islandrthere come into ^ view, rising-, above the 
dark'foreground-of'pines, the^ high" white tow- 
ers, crowned in domes and cupolas of emerald 
green, of the great monastery of Soiovetslcy, 
one of the richest and most celebrated in all 
Russia, a mass of strange, incongruous Orien- 
tal buildings. A'iewcd from the sea, l'.i.-^: mon- 
astery is like a fairy palace transplanted by 
magic from some Indian or Persian, city and 
set down in. the forest of .pines of this island of 
the frozen north. One would scarcely' be sur- 
prised on revisiting the si)i;)t to find that the 
sorcerer's curse had heen reino\ ed and that llie 
monastery, with its churches and its towers, 
\vith its belfrit'.-^, it.; domes, and its cupolas, had 
disapi)earecl. One sail, S(jlitary being alone 
should remain, forgotten and left behind, to 
tell how the great pile of buildings had floated 
away-in the night, and' how the greasy monks 
and unkempt novices had become once more 
the, 'princes and retainers of the fairy tale. 

We disembark at ;i stone quay in the liltle 
port that faces the main entrance to the mon- 
astery. ' It is Asia^thaflies bcfpre us ; we seem 
t6 have left Europe a thousand miles away. 
The "crowd of strangely dressed monks and 
novices, the moujiks even, ^vith their narrow 
eyes and tangled heads and beards, and the 
buildings themselves, from the gilded suminits 
of their towers to the great' wall of undressed 
boulders, worn by ice- and water' into curious 
smooth - round-' shapes-r long before they; were 
labbriojtsly lifted' :ifttd>:tlieirj present ■ position, 
all' speak" of. Asia. • Above this groat enclosing 
Ava.ll,-a'nd' extending tlie -entire circumference 
of the monastery, run ramparts, pierced for de- 
fence and covered with a roof |)ainled crim- 
son. At the corners arc towers, of the same 
height and character as the Avails themselves, 
except that above them the roofs rise to a 
great height in thc-form of iinmcnsf: red ex- 
tinguishers. ' Over this encircling line of red 
appear the high white walls of the buildings 
within the vast eiiclo.sure, tier above tier, until, 
crowning all, rise the towers, with their green 
(jomes and cupo'.as, of the churches and bel- 
fries. 

A great porch. Chinese in form an(i in its 
crude coloring, sujiported by stunted fantastic 
])illars, uverliaiigs the entrance of the dark 
archwa\' that i)K:rces the imniensc thickness 
of the outer walls. W^c gOj:past<ii-on-bpund • 
doors, hung with uncouth p'adJocks and bolts 
that would seem to rcciuire the strerigth of 
giants to manoeuvre; ])ast walls formed nf 
blocks of undressed stone Cyclo|)ean in Iheir 
.size; through deep arches where the almost 
perpetual sunshine of the summer never pene- 
trates to illumine the half-seen saints nn the 
frescoed walls. Here is the twinl.-le of a little 
lamp burning before some .sacred ikon, or llic 
epeck Of light given forth by u taper offered to 



some liolv shrine half concealed in the thick- 
ness ol the wall; there, a ueggar, recalling the. 
frozen North and exposing to the i)ity of the 
passer-by his loollcss frost-bitlcii legs — ami 
suddenly .one emerges into-; the great, court 
within. ' n - '• -. .' • 

• The first impression is" one of sunlight and' 
seagulls. The high' buildings which surround 
the monastery .square are painted Avhite, and 
the reflection of the sunlight upon the vast c.x- 
])anse of w all is dazzling indeed. The seagulls 
are there in lumdreds, on the ground, 011 the 
walls and roofs, and even perching on the 
trees: seagulls of every age, fluffy brown 
fledgings and' mature birds, liarnioiiious in 
grey and -avhite, one and all crying, screaming, 
to be fed, and struggling over one another to 
reach the proffered bread. A lew stunted 
trees and some high, rank grass, enclosed in 
white wooden palings, tell of an attempt, ap- 
parently abandoned, to form a garden in a 
climate where little or nothing will grow. 

It is the Archimandrite himself who re- 
ceives us in the stuffy saloons of his official 
residence, hung with' inferior oil paintings of 
past Tsars and a Marge oleograph of the pre- 
sent vSovereign ; .ind a few minutes later we 
start under his guidance to visit the two 
])rincipal churches, which stand across the 
sunlit court. 

W'c pass under an archway, ami a wide 
.'^tone stairway leads on up to a vast corridor, 
exteiuling both to right and left. 'JMie w-alls, 
painlcti in terrifying frescoes representing the 
horrors of the infernal regions, and scarcely 
more attractive .ones .portraying the joys of, 
heaven, forfn a curious background to the" 
groups of priests and peasants and all sorts 
and conditions of men who more slowl}' 
about or stand in little grou])s gazing in silent 
Avonder at these crude representations of a 
future life. Kverywhere can be seen the 
1)lack-rol)ed aiul black-capped monks, their 
long, unkempt fkxcn hair falling low over the 
shoulders of-their faded; greasy,- rpbcs. -What-^? 
ever riches; may be hidden in the treasuries of-' 
Solovetsky--— and its Avealth is undeniable and 
undenied— the class of- pilgrim most in evi- 
dence cait bring but shiall offerings, though it 
is said that the monks can squeeze blood from 
a stone, and that fcAV of the llionsands of 
suijerstitious p;,'asants Avho visit the monastery 
are alloAved to leave it with many copecks in 
their pockets. In return for the scant lu^.-'pital- 
ity therinonaslery provitles they .".re cxijccted, 
and almost forced, to give their little all. 

Apparent on the faces of one and all is a 
look of stolid, unedifying devotion and rever- 
ence, the devotion of the absolutely ignoriint','' 
the reverence of the ijerpctuall}"- ojipressed. 
They shoAv liillo signs of intellect, these pil- 
grims of the far North, and it is not difficult to 
understand to how low a state of degradation 
they have falle.'i under the hardshi|)s cif life in 
a land where for eight or nine months of the 
year they arc in the clutches of rigorous Aviii- 
ter. Devoid of all education, >vith few or, none 
to relieve their wants and alleviate their suf- 
ferings, their lot is indeed a hard one, l)ut 
happil}' there is already springing n|) a little 
hoi)e that the time is not far ilistant when the 
])easant i)0()ula;io!i of Russia will be consiiler- 
ed as something more than breeders of soldiers 
for the army and beasts of burden for the offi- 
cial classes. 

Xe\-cr before can the great corridors of 
Solovetsky have presented the scene they diil 
on that afternoon of July, for amongst the 
crowds of priests and peasants, monks and 
n'oviccs, moved the hundred passengers of the 
Ile-dc-France. After three centuries "and more 
of seclusion the monastery was invaded by the 
tourist, thougii it is only fair to remark that 
the t(jurists of the ]\evuc des Sciences consist 
largel\- of men of science and others Aviiose in- 
terest ill all they see and do is nnirkctl by the 
greatest consideration for the beliefs and cus- 
toms of others. Nor Avas a touch of bright- 
ness absent, for amongst the passengers Avere 
no small number of ladies who added an at- 
mo.sphere of color to a scene othcrAvise sombre 
and gloomy. I could not hel]) remarking that 
the stolidity of the peasants almost merged 
into a look of wonder as their e\es fell upon 
the charming figure of ri f;iscinatiug ]-*rciich 
lady in a Avhite serge tiress and scarlet jaclsct, 
in Avhose enormous but very becc-miiig hat a 
blue and yellow macaw ])arrot from the 
Amazons was apparently ])hicking alive an- 
Argus jdicasant tluit seemed to be attempting 
to escape its evil fate by concealing itself in a 
display of fireworks. , . ... , . ; 

The' tAvo principal churches, dedicated to 
St. Herman and St. Sabas, open into this cor- 
ridor, Avhich occupies i)ractically the . Avhole 
length of one side of the great s(|uarc of the 
monastery. As avc pass through the iron 
gales that give access into the church, a vision 
of gorgeousness meets ihc eye — gilded Avood- 
carving reaching from the floor to the vaulted 
and s^Qtiied :; roof ; frfescoes , of gai^^ 
gigantic propoi-tioiis ; columns" of gold " that 
lurn and twist, festooned Avith gilded flowers, 
to end in ill-])roi)ortioned Corinthian capitals 
of gilt; glimpses of half-revealed sanctuaries, 
jnst visible between the heavy carvings of 
])iei-ced golden doors; an altar, a blaze of light; 
little taiiers burning before the pictures, and 
at the shrines, of saints; above, siisj/eiided 
from the ceilings, great candelabra of silver, 
throiigli the intertwining brunches of wjiich. 



one can barely, discern the dusky 
unreal apathetic saints frescoed 
gloomy domes and vaulted roofs above 

At the altar a priest drones the office in the 
musical nasal rhythm, of ^- cons taut repetition. 
Kverywhere permeate .t^etsceiit and the dim- 
ness.,of incense, half concealing .the gioups . of 
peasants . >vho. stand here and there 'ab'oiiit the 
church, or pass silently and reverently from 
shrine to shrine and from picture to i)ictui-e. 
Avilli low obeisance, lighting a taper here and 
there and praying for a fcAV moments at each 
favorite spot. 

It is a scene as oppressive in its at 1110- 
si)liere as it is in its sui)erfluity of gilded orna- 
ment. Taken in detail almost everything is de- 
])lorable in taste; yet altogether the Avhole is 
overpoAvering in its richness of color, and in 
its oriental exaggeralion of accumulated de- 
coration. The pritst has concluded his office 
and the choir of men and boys, hidden behind 
.great screens, break into song, rrimitive as is 
the chant, it is strangely a|)pealing in its tones. 
The boys' A-oices, full of the freshness and 
purity of youth, blend with the deeper tones 
of the men in the simple harmonies that have 
echoed and re-echoed in .th.e. same, spot for over , 
three centuries and a half. Tlie beauty of 
voice, the truth ,of. note are there, but just as" 
the singers lack all expression of countenance,, 
so their voices seem Avanting in lievotion and , 
ex])ression. It is perhaps their absence — the 
apathy of .soul of the singer.s — that renders the 
music so strange ;nid remarkable. Slowly the 
chant progresses, unaccompanied by auA' in- 
strument, rising .and .falling _ in the great 
church; now in the .simplest aiid most beauti- 
ful of harmonies; now in. unisoh— ^uniniagina- 
live. unromantic.'and yet full of a fascination 
that holds one rooted to the spot. ^Tltds the 
voice of the North, the voice of souls"-- ''ch'illcd 
by the l(.)ng frozen Aviiiters of dark-ness. worn 
out by the struggle for existence f(u- genera- 
tions in a laud Avhere nature strives to (Icstroy 
rath^er.--'than -to prod.u^^ Avhere trees never 
reacli their full stature, where crops never 
ripen, Avhere for, th'e greater _part of the - yeaiv 
even the sea is frozei]p..frtd' where ' fronv-tim'c 1 
immemorial the oppression of nature — andz/ot? 
man — has been paramount. Yet under tlics'e'"^ 
outward and visible signs of apathy there ex- 
ists a deep-rooted faith, stubijurn and unsym- 
liallietic, cold 'ind undemonstrative, sucli as is 
found ijcrhaps nowhere outside of Russia. 

'iMie Archimandrite, puffing ami i)erspiring. 
with his unwonted energy, led us next to the 
great vaulted refectory with its frescoes of 
saints and angels; TabJ.cs \vere_laid.'.re'a(^ 
the'mdnkfe' evening' meal— great dislies'b'rfish 
that cmited a perfume that spoke ol consider- 
able absence from tiie sea, and bowls of sour 
cabbage, evidently of a certain age. This. Avith 
loaves of black brcati, seems to form the gen-' 
era! fare. Then on to the kitchens, where the 
principal features Avere the dirtiness of everv- 
tliing, including the boy cook,-;, and the still 
more pervasive odors of bad food. 

At the head of a Avide stairv.-ay is llie studio, 
H large, Avcll-lighted room, in which a number 
of apathetic youths Avcro engaged in iiaiiiting 
still more apathetic saints in glaring colors up- 
on gilded backgrounds. The principal work in 
hand seemed 10 be that of restoration, that is 
to say, the entire rei)ainting of the old pictures. 
The method is simple in its barbarity. The 
idd ])anels, dating from centuries back, en- 
riched and mellowed by time, Avith their 
primitive saints that breathe the spirit of- en- 
deavor that iiisi)ii-ed the jiainters so long dead, 
were being Avashed and scrai)ed, and upon the 
seasoned panels Avere being displaced by the 
soulless monstrosities of J\ussian modern re- 
ligious art — expres.-ioiiless, pompons, insipid 
elderly gentlemen of dissenting aspect, robed 
in dressing gowns and quite evidently .'wanting 
in intellect. 

Already the student perpetrators of these 
outrages have ruined much of the charm of 
Solovetsky, for not content with the Avholesale 
destruction of the small jjicturcs, they have 
also repainted most of the .frescoes of the 
churches in colors and in style that "Avould 
shame the drop scene of ^n itinerantihcatrc. 

Beyond the buildings 'which form the resi- 
dential quarters of the mqiiks and novices arc 
situated the hospital and dispensar)', both 
boasting a modern, if not very extensive, 
e(|uiiJmeiit. Long Inimels, dark and vaulletl, 
coiilainiiif; a. number of the tombs <.)f the 
Archimandrites and princi])a! monks of the 
past, lead one from courtyard to courtyard. In 
one are the great cellars Avhcre the kvass — or 
rye beer— is made and .stored, in another, a 
little shop where souA-enirs of the pilgrimage 
are sold; but, turn Avhere one Avill, one ncA^cr 
loses sight of the .great hi.gh w;ills, surmounted^ 
by the domed towers. I'A'cry where the monks 
and no\'ices, in black and ,grey respectively, 
are to be met. .Many of the latter are engagc l 
in the daily labors of the monastery, for all the 
.niantiaJji'V^ork is perfornied by the inmates. 
Cart's" laden with building material, and draAvn 
by sturdy little ponies>'- rattle , oyer- l)ie..l?ig' 
paving stones, driA'cn for the niosEpaftM.Tiy 'bo.y 
novices who Inve not yet lost (ho look of the 
outer world, oi- !)i.'eoiiie <k',geuei-ate<l, as must 
in time be the cnsc, I)a- the influence of the 
apathetic and unmanly surroundin,gs into 
which the}' have been introduced. One can 
mark in all its stages the gradual chan.ge from 
,Uic hcallliy, glcau y.oiUU u( these" young 




novices to the cffcinuiatey expressionless, al- 
most sexless appearance of 'the monks. * -" ^ 

1 he sea and the forest extend nearlv up to 
the monasterv walls on all sides, and Hic htllc: 
])ort with its stone cpiays lies only a hundred 
yartls or so from the main entrance. Along- 
side of the jetty lie a steamer or two, belong- 
ing to the monastery, and Temployed-iU' the 
carriage of ])il,grims and provisions from 'Arch-' 
angel, which is some 15 hours' \-riyrige' aAvay. 
A large hostelry, also the iiroperty of the 
monks, adjoins ilie quay. iMthongh preten- 
tions in size, it is of a most ])riiniu\e cliar.-ie- 
ter Avitliin, though all that is necessary, no 
doubt, for the. class . of . pilgrims' Avho visit 
Solovetsky. 

( )n the inland side >>[ the great block of 
buildings lies a fresh Avater lalce of some acres 
in extent, situated above the level of the sea, 
and thus assuring a constant supph' of fresh 
running- Avater. liehind this lake, a.nd form- 
ing almost a \\all around tiie l)a^lnre land 
Avhicli has heen clearel in the iiiiinedialc 
\-icinity of the memastery, rises the foiest oi 
]}ines. It is from an eminence above the port 
that the. best vi^Av of Solovetsky is obtained 
and its aistounding fantastic appearance is best 
realized; for criticize its architecture 'as one 
Avilli taken in conjunction Avith its .position 
and its surroundings, its stupendous incoii- 
''gruity cannot be denied. This con.glomeralion 
of Avliite buildin.gs and towers, of crimson 
roofs and emerald d<,)mes and ciqiolas, should 
stand in the perpetual .sunshine of some bar 
Easteru- landscape. The dark forest of pines 
should be groves of Avaving palms, and in 
])lacc of the dull i)lack and grey of moiiK' and 
no\-ice should iic seen the a'cIIow robes nf 
Ihiddliist priests. On that brilliant July al'ler- 
nooii it w;is difficult enough to realize lliai for 
the .greater [jart of the year the monastery 
and forest lie covered in snow beside ;i frozen 
sea, in a land of almost i)eri'/etna! night. 

It is time to go on board. t)n the quay, 
gazing apathetically at our departure, stand a. 
scorc. or. niore, ,of novices.- ? Si lcnt,i , stolid, uni- 
forni in ytlie colol^'aiul,,'c'ut-H'.-^^ 
long grey' coats 'Sti^appcd.'a^- •the;, w tall 
black boots and ■ high -black; caps— Avith their 
yellow or light brown hair hai.ging over their 
necks, all the show of interest that they could 
raise left them apparently cold and indifferent. 
Yet to, them; the advent of the fir.^t tourist 
steamer that had CA'cr pencirated into the 
Ayater.s ,of the White Sea must have been an 
event of consequence. For the first time in 
their lives, i)robahly, they g.-tzcd upon men 
and Avomeii from the further ends of l''.urope. 
Hut the great lone North had marked tliem 
for its own, rmd the}' seemed, even in the 
glorious sunshine of that July afternoon, to 
feci the touch of those dreary wintrr months 
01 - cvcrlustiiig frozen jjighl." .Through the 



narroAv channcKthat leads from the porfto thcl 
open sea we are tOAved back bv the ship's' 
launch. On citlier hand, on islets and on 
rocks, stand great Avooden crosses, ])laced 
there to guide vessels into .port, and souls to, 
J'aradise. As A\-e steam away in the glow of 
the setting sun — thou.gh it.Avants but an hour 
of midnight— the great monastery-: appears to 
hang betAVCcn an opal sky and an ofiar' sea ; 
and, as avc turn the corner, of-thc island, Solo- 
vetsky is hidden by th"e' long line of the gloomy 
forest.- — The Times. • ' •-• - .•-'••

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Y some- means the words al- 
gliemy and humbug have conic, 
to be rcs^ardcd as synonymous 
.terms, Init a ,y;rcatcr mistake 
lluin tliis could not i)ossibly 
have been made. 'J'liat there 
w ere amoiii^st llnise who cali- 
cd themselves alchemists manv 
charlatans and swindlers there 
can be no doubt, but the real alchemist, the 
man who devoted both life and fortune to the 
art, has been a benefactor to his species. Al- 
cheriiy was the forerunner of chemistry, and 
Avas founded by Hermes Trismegistns ( thrice 
greatest), an ancient EgyiUian kinf^-, aecord- 
inS t(j some, and a philosoidier or Thoth (in- 
tellectual) counsellor of Osiris, kin^- of Ki^ypt. 
'i'o him is attributed the art of writini^^ in 
. hciroglypliics, the first code of Kgvptian laws, 
liannoiiy, astrology, liic lute and' Ivre. mixglc 
and mysterious sciences. His' first name, 
Hermes, is appliecl to " the Greek 2\Iercurv, 
either the god!:or the metal, ^Ihe name al- 
chemy is dei-ived frohi the Ara1)ic alkihii^, the 
secret art. Its chief object was to discover the 
philosopher's stone, which was to effect the 
11 ansnmtation of base metals into !;oId, an 
.alkahest or uuivcrsid menstruni, and tile elixir 
of hie. riiny says the Hniperor Galo.tjula was 
the first who prepared natural arsenic in or- 
der, to inake gold of it, but left it off because 
thp charge exceeded the profits. The ancients 
witlvthatHitter disregard for truth so prevalent 
in all ages, . and desirous of adding their opin- 
ions a'nd ar'grii'nl'entV the'' .lustre of a great 
name, ascribed to Trismegistus the. authonship 
of an enormous number of books, estimated fiy 
jambliclius at twenty thousand, but placed by 
Manetlio, who wished to be precise, at 36,52^;. 
From the fact that many of these prnduction";, 
which were written by 'Greeks of the f.ower 
Empire, were attenij)ts to show the feiisibilitv 
of ir;uismutation and to induce a belief in its 
])rineiples, alchemy has received the name of 
the Hermetic art.; J Gibbon, the historian, re- 
marks: that "th.e ancient bob.Ks oh alcheniv, .so 
liberally^j'ascnbcd to Pythagoras, to vSoiomoti, 
or to Hermes, were the pious frauds of more 
recent adepts. The Greelcs were inattentive 
either to the use or die abuse of chemistry. 
hi thai immense re.Ljisler, where Pliny lias de- 
piisied the diseo\eries. the arts and the errors 
of mankind, there is not the least mention of 
the tnmsmntatiiiii of metals; and the iicrsccii- 
tion of Diocletian is the first authentic event in 
the history of .alchemy., ,The conquest ol 
E.gypf by'tlic Arabs diffused that vain science 
over tile .^lobe. Congenial to the avarice ol 
the buiiian heart, it was studied in China, as in 
Eiu-ope, Willi equal eagerness and equal -sue* 



cess. The darkness of the middle ages insured 
a favorable recc]ition to every tale of wonder 
and the revival of learning gave new vigor to 
hope; and su.ii'.gested more specious arts to ch;- 
ceplion. Philosophy, Avith the aid of experi- 
ence, has at length banished tl 1 c, 'Study.- of ' a|- 
eiicmy; and the i)resent age, however. (lesirou;? 
of riches, is content to seck ,tlicm by the hiuu- 
bler mcans of commerce and;iiuUistry." 

A >vriter in "All the Year Round" for the 
28th of Novcnibcr, 1885, .states that the Greeks 
and Romans, thou.gh well acquaintctl with the 
])roeess of extractin.g metal.s from their ores, 
with .i;"lass nKd<in,c;', dyeing, etc., show 110 l)-;iees 
of any science similar to chemistry. IMie var- 
ious chemical processes used in the arls they 
left ;i trade secret with the artisan, and the 
consequence Avas that not a fe\v were lost, and 
have since'ibeen re^discovercd. The philoso- 
jiliics^ pf^aticjcnt Greece contained, in spite of 
this, aiii'gc 'amount of genuine chemical spec- 
ulafciotir;' We may sec this in the philosophy of 
Thales (B.C. 640-550) wdiich held that water 
wa.si-the basis and ori.ginal of all tliin.gs. Ivutli 
was. accc^rding to this philosopher, simply con- 
densed water; and air, water in a state of r;ire- 
faclion. Aua.xiniander of Miletus, on the 
other hand, who w.as ;i contemporary of 
Thales, held that air was the |)riniary original 
clement, for being -condensed it became water, 
and being furtlief condensed it became earth. 
These speculators of 2,500 years ago are by no 
means the irrationalities that some may think, 
as it is only within the last Inmdred years that 
anything like a disproof of them has lieen pos- 
sible. . . . The stories told by alchemists of 
the middle ages of the origin of their art niav 
be looked upon as purely apociyi)lird, whether 
they refer to Greek books on tiic science or to 
]leri\ies Trismegistus, the supposed Egyptian 
founder of alchemy. The first authentic wri- 
ter oh the subject was Febir, whose real namq 
Avas Aboit~AIonssah-Dcchafar-a-Soli, avSabap^^^^^^^ 
of Harraiii in i\Iesopotaniia. Heiivcd^inT^th'c' 
ninth century. The' great object of the Arabs 
in this respect was the discovery of medi- 
cines. Gcbir wrote niostl3' on pharmaceutical 
chemistry. * It can hardly be said, 

even toda}-, that the transmutation of the ele- 
ments into naairal ;Sub.stances- has alt.ogether 
been disproved, when we Icnov/ that water and 
carbonit acid gas — a .sjieeies of air in the- old 
clicmical sense — arc the chief ' snliRlanccs 
which go to make up the substance of ve.q-e- 
tables. Gcbir held that the difference lietwecn 
metals depended upon the ]n-u])orlioiis of 
mercury and sididiur which they contained, 
and partly upon the purity or impurity of the 
mercury and sulphur which enter into the 
composition ..of each. All metals to him were 
composed of mercury and sulphur. 



A very ,^ood idea of alchemy is given in 
the St. janies Gazette, in an article on the 
subject, which apjieared some ,vcars a.go. 'JMie 
writer poiii.ts out that the eomi)osition of the 
|)hilosoplicr's stone was the prime i)roblem of 
alchemy; and although many practitioners of 
the "holy art" declared that tbey had discdv-' 
ered the in.gredieiits necessary to its jirodiic- 
tion. they unkindly omitted to leave the jire- 
scriiitiou behind tlicni. Jm-oiii iiie first there 
was a hot controversy as to wlietlitr the sloiie 
bad a corporeal or niercly an ethereal exis- 
tence; and the discussion was conducted in 
lan.uiiage strong enough for a theological dis- 
])utation. One adept declared that the .stone 
consisted of c( mnnoh'^'mefcury, "ariihiatcVl by 
the sulphur of irnk\ and iron;" 'another ;iinin'- 
taineil that it was not -a stone at all, but, was 
at line and the same lime, niincral, ve.getable 
and animal ; a third .said that it was a "mineral 
tire," continual, ecpial and never evaporating. 
The gibberish of ihc bernielie ])liilosoi)h v is 
somewhat \-ague leading, and when the w'riter 
does not know his own meaning the curious 
student may lie iiardoncd for occasional lack 
of coin|)rebension, I'lnnrs, in "],a Torubc des 
I'liilosiiphes," sa.'.s that it was bl.ack, to Zeiiou 
il was red. to J\osinus white nn (he surface 
;uid red inside. Another pbilosoplier found 
that it had a red head, white feet and black 
eyes. Others were not wahting to declare that 
it took upon occasions all the" colors of the 
lainbow. Searchers avIio iiretendcd to have 
found the .stone said, some that it was Hglit, 
others that it was heavy; it Avas also aeriali 
spon.tjey, and nuitaljle eqiiallv bv fire, water! 
or even wind. .Moreinus said thal to the touch' 
it was soft; but two such distinguished al- 
chemists as Gcbcr and J'iaumond Snlli opined 
that it was. hard. . J^Iorcihus, • moreover, was 
able graphically to describe tlie : odor of the 
philosopher's .stone. 

■ It was sickly, and like unto the stench of 
a diarncl house, Most of the other writers 
"said that it had'.a pleasant perfume. Several 
of tiic adepts had tasted it, but .they wcre-quitc 
unable to agree \vlictlicr' it Svas SAvee't' or bit- 
ter. Upon one essential iibint, and upon that 
only, is there any substantial a;,n-ecmeiU, and 
it is stated 011 the autlmritv of an alchemist 
who (lied only a I'ew years ago. that the teach- 
ing of 4,900 volumes of hermetic literature is 
in . accord vup.o.Uj.th is point. Ail lav it down 
that to produce the philosopher's stone it is 
necessary to extract from. the primary. matter 
the ■•sulphurous siiiril." 'ifrom mlercurv^ tlVc 
"sulplun-ous sold" and from .gold the "siilplinr- 
(His body." The historic difl'iculty which has 
beset every alchemist is to find this "primary 
matter,"' which is neither animal, vegetable 
nor mineral, and :s, indeed, nothijig less than 
the matfer from wluclr thfc' world was created. 



Nearly all the aleheniieal writers admit that 
it is iirodueed in the ni,t;lit by the influences of 
the earth, acted upon by the stars; that :it day- 
break it' bcjgiuf 4to,.disa^>pear and that by sun- 
rise it has chtireiy vanished. The li.anna, 
\yhich fell in the wilderness, they point out, 
was similarl}' evanescent, and had to "b'e' col- 
lected before daybreak, and c;'ircfnlly prepared 
in stop])cred jru's. It was not enough to gather 
the ])riniary matter in the night, it must be a 
dark night, otherwise the moon will "s])ccial- 
i/.e" it — that is to say, resolve it into animal, 
or niiucral. The matter, has, of course, to be 
recognized before it can be gathered ; but al- 
though scores, and probably hundreds of ^ol- 
nmcs have been written with the professed 
object of instructing the neophyte in the first 
stages of his researches, no sort of .t^-uidance is 
to be obtained from any one of them. The 
language of mystieation. (jf alle,L';<jry, and of 
parable was brou.ght to such perfection by the 
liermctical writers, that it is possible to read 
a whole library of books upon alchemy with- 
out acquiring any .information whatever, be- 
yond learning how to concoct soiue of tlie licu- 
rible messes these genlr}- delighted to mix iii 
the crucible. 

.\s v.'ith the operations with magic, '"the 
great work"' had to be conducted in . secret 
clianibers, specially set apart, and the adept 
was to seek for transmutation with a pur.c 
heart and a devout belief that he was engaged 
upon a bijly task. vSonie seekers after the 
■"subject of the sai^es" went so far with the pe- 
culiar love of l)l;is|)hemy whicli distinguished 
the oi.'cultists, as to draw a parallel between 
the daily stages of the creation and the pro- 
gress of their own smelting operations. The 
stone could be searched for at 'any season of 
the year," but spring was considcrerl the most 
propitious. Almost every possible natural ob- 
ject was tested in the lio|)e of its yielding the 
"primal'}' matter."' As A\e !ia\c snid, many al- 
chemists swore l)_\' the ordinary inercnr\-; oth- 
ers ])reten(led they had found what the}' 
sought in arsenic, in copper and in antimony. 
Roger Bacon declared that the .same metals 
we'i'e too fixed and'othcr.s too poor. for til <f es- 
sence to be .sepiiratef! from thef^lK)dy,|,^s& .-tO' 
speak. Arnaud dc \'illeniieiive ''bieHfeveci"''in' 
salt ; and the varieties of salts were as perse- 
:-eriiigly experimented with as the metals had 
been. Then came the turn of ve.getables, 
which was follov.'cd by tlcvotion I0 animal 
matter — human bones, flesh and liairs. Some 
alclxcmists there Averc who;believed; orf affected 
to Believe, thia't the "soul of tlie w6rld" was to 
be found in the air: and I0 obtain it ihcy jJiH- 
.L;ently analyzed rain, Avater, snnw and deWv 
b'.ven the meteoric stones had their devotees, 
wdio seem ne\'or to ha\'e licen repaid for their 
trouble. It was thought that frogs, lizards and 
serpents must, contain the much, desired -mat- 



ter; otherwise how could tbey exist for days 
at a stretch without eatin.s.;? "The unfortima'tc 
ereature.s were dieted, dissolved ami distilled 
for the inevital)le essence, wdiich inevilablv 
was not there. Seeing that the alchemists 
were, bound by a strict code'of honor to reveal 
hone tif their experiments and processes, .save 
to the "true disciples of philosophy,", it is as- 
tonishing that Avc know so much of their "se- 
crets. The most tremendous..' malcdi'ctidhs 
were to fall ujioii the heads of those who re-- 
vealed essential details. They were revealed, 
nevertheless; and ])erhaps, after all, there was 
some truth in tiie conception wdiich, according 
to an old .writer,,, the- common people' had^ for 
alchemists, th'at- "'tliey win-c "base coinei'S," 
thieves and perfidious deecisers." I'lifortu- 
nately the knowledge the i)erfidious ones have 
lelt to us is nor very lucid, ami the most dili- 
.i^ent sttulenl of the black arts would find it 
difficult indeed to compound some of the 
messes in win'ch the germs of gold were siip-^ 
po.scd to exist. 

The finding of t.hc "primary 'matter" Wa^ 
not exerything; for before gold could be pro- 
<luced it was necessary to discover the "magic 
])owder," whieii seems to have Iiecn the im- 
mediate a.ti-ent of transmutation. This ])ow<,ler 
is varioii.-ly described as red and black. ,|ean 
JJelisle obtained it by drying and pulverizing 
tjie herbs .

King 
Edward has suffered so much from this in 
certain places th.it they have lost his patrou- 
a.ge. which means the loss of a good revenue 
to lliem, for w here the King .qocs the fashion 
follows. 

Al Marieiibad ilu-y tr\ to protect liim as 
much as possible. '!"'liis 'year the aulhorilies 
IJoslcd notices liraying ilie jieojile not to mo- 
lest him. and threatening offendets wdth con- 
dign punishment. In consequence, it is report- 
ed, the King has suffered less annoyance from 
imbhc curiosity than in' aiiy fohi'icr vcan But 
the other night, ,-is he .sat at a table beneath 
the trees among the general public, listening 
to the baud, ;in amusing incident iiappened. 
It is told as follows bv the Eondon corrcsnon- 
dent of the No\i' York Sun: . *i , 

Se^en. persons sat at the, I^^ijig's tabic,; and 
there wefc two vacant place's! when suddenly 
a woman of somewhat shabby a]ii)earauce, 
seareliin.g for a scat, tried to appro] iriate one 
of them, not recognizing the King.,.

I.EXANDER STEWART GR.VY, 
leader of the "Hunger ^farchers," 
who are attracting so much attention 
in F,ii.gland just now, was imtil re- 
cently one of the most prominent 
and successful lawyers in Edinburgh, 
In ortler to identify himself with this 
new movement, which is organized for the inir- 
])(.)se of calling attention to the iinemplo.ved 
])i-oblein. csiiecially in its bearing on the land 
(piestion, be abandoned a fortune of nearb- 
.$250,000. 

Clad in rough garments, a slouch hat, and 
sometimes barefooted, Stewart Gray is tramp- 
ing about the country at the head of a body of 
men, like a modern Peter the Hermit, preach- 
Mig a new crusade. Not long ago the "Hunger 
Marchers," led by him. \valkcd from Manches- 
ter to Eondon, a distance of iS;- miles, to prc- 
si-nt a ])etition to King lulward. In Eondon 
tbey were invited to vSt. Paul's Cathedral, where 
Arclideaeoii !-^inclair delivered a sernioii cliani- 
])ioniiiq tlii'ir eaiHe, and C(.)llected -Sjoo to pro- 
vide (hem with food and shelter. Rev. R. J. 
Ciunpbell of thq City Temple also "entertained" 
them in a similar way. Recently they "invaded" 
Caiiterbiiry Cathedral and created a sensation 
liv demanding that a ijernion on unemployment 
aiid the land question shQUld be preached. 
, iThc personality of Stewart Gray is striking. 
Talli gaunt, ascetic, with long hair and deep-set 
oyes, clad in workman's clothes, and often 
Avearin.g lcnick-erbocl<ers with no stockings, 
with a .great "sombrero" inilled down o\er bis 
eyes, lie looks like the typical "social reformer"' 
depicted on the sla,ge. 

This ref(,irmer comes of good faniil}-, .-iiid 
after a lilieral education he he.qan tin; ])ractice 
of the law in Edinburgh. He became the man- 
a.ger of severaMarge properties, bought and 
sold land on his own accoimt and in a few years 
he acquired a fortune. -In his visits to the. re- 
mote' sections . of Scotland he ^came' iniitouch 
with the peasant class. He becaitic vcqiiyhiccd 
that the principal of landlordism is vvrongi:'^ -" 

Gray says : 

"When I took the residve to 'quit the .game,' 
I .gave all my property into the liiinds of .-i 
friend, and then left the whole business. 1 
should s,-iy the property abandoned \\-as ivortli 
about .'?J,SO,0()o. I decided then to devote my 
life to trying lo olitain some of the land for tile 
people. There are vast tracts of land in Eng- 
land which arc not under cultivation at all, imd 
besides this ujiward of Kjo.ooo acres a year go 
put of .cultivation for sporting purposcsj that 



i.s, for shooting and fishing and for deer ;partcs; 
made by the wealthy and landed classes. 'With 

nearly a million ithemployed r:men. walking 
about, and these bare acres of -England wait- 
iii.g to be tilled, it seems a crime to me that 
this idle land should not be linked to idle labor. 
The people of b'nglaud have a birthright in their 
own soil, and that is why in my speeches and 
pamphlets J refer to them as the 'born-robbed.' 
'J'hey have no right lo live, and if the landed 
classes in luigland choose to turn them all out 
tbmorrow they would have perfect legal power 
to do so. "With my knowledge of farming, and 
my experience on the land, -I- am ' qtiite 'con- 
vinced that I would soon be ablei;b teach every 
nian under my charge to make his own living 
on the land. 

"My main idea in the Hunger ?ilarcli is this: 
If we can get, say, 10.000 men marching about 
the conutry and a.gitating we are sure to make 
an imiiression (ui the authorities in lime. 'J'lie 
people themselves will have a species of grand 
holiday at the best season', of the .'year. -i;We-,are 
taking our men to all* the ('svvell' seaside- r"lBspr 
such as Hastings;. Bexlnll; 'Brigh'tpri/'aiid else- 
whore, and' the process of ^cducatibh is going 
on.- Wherever we go, we find the imblic sym- 
pathetic; though, of course, the police and the 
authorities are ,!;-ciierally ojiposed. In Eondon, 
several prominent jiersons have already come 
to speak from our |)latforin and we think the 
plan we have adojited of giving the workless 
men and women a grand national holiday at 
the public expqnscji'a^^ way of call- 

ing attention "to' tlio TVfieihpldyed prbbicm." 



-Mme. Curie, who shares with the late 
I'ierre Curie, her husband, the honor of hav- 
ing discovered radium, differs with Sir Wil- 
liam l-Jamsay, the famous b'nglish scientist, 
and in a recent communication lo the Aca- 
demy of Sciences questions the .results of one 
of his best known experiments. Sir William 
found that under radio-active influence copj)cr 
yields lithium. Mme. Curie disputes this dis- 
covery and su.g,gests that the lithium :came 
from the glass vessel in wdiich the experiment 
was made. She tried the same experiment 
first in a .glass tube, then in one of quartz; 'rtnd 
in both eases found litbinni. but when she em- 
ployed a plaliiium vessel the eopjier salts Un- 
der the influence of radium }'iclded no lithium 
at all. 'Hence her doubts as to Sir William's 
discovery. vShe is continuing her experiments, 
however, and will not assert for ccrtaVi that 
he is wrong until she is (j[uite sure. 




PIE task of students and critics would 
be made much lighter than it is if all 
Germans who present to the world 
in literary form the fruits of their re- 
searches would follow the example 
of Professor Paulsen, who has al- 
S-J/ways shown, in his writings on philosophy and 
other topics, that a simple and unburdened

Dhe, but an unprctending..;ha^^^^^ 
n istorical development 6'i^^''cd{iGatt 
many, written for a popular scries; yet it is a 
model of lucid exposition, and on every pai;c 
shows the traces not onl}' of souiul criticism, 
but of profound conviction. It is not, liow- 
svcr, the historical sketch — forming the bulk 
pf the book — which justifies the publication 
^' pf ;this excellent translation by Dr. Lorenz, 
s. but rather the remarks embodied in Book lY., 
' upon education in Germany during the nine- 
teenth centur}^ in which Professor Paulsen 
pays rather more detailed attention to its- 
present conditions and its ftUurc prospects. 
These remarks, in view of the persistent cries 
for fundamental reform in our older English 
universities and sccondar}' schools and of the 
controversy concerning elementary education 
ivhich is at present- raging in this country, 
have the highest interest for all students . of 
. the subject, the more' so because in cducatiohal 
'" matters so constant appeal is' made to the ex- 
ample of Germany. 

What, then, is the most characteristic fea- 
ture of the |)resent educational .system in Ger- 
many? Undoubtedly it is whar. the author 
here calls the "realistic" tcndciic}'-, which brief- 
ly means the substitution of scientific or tech- 
nical for linguistic and literary instruction. 
Professor Paulsen traces very clearly the 
gradual growth of the Realschule and the 
u:,; technical college, and the struggle of the for- 
' ''Bier for all the privileges, hitherto jealously 
guarded, of the classical G^'mnasium, which 



ended in a complete triumph- ;withv' the ne^v 
regulations of 1901 ; and he shows that, in 
spite of the present predominance of the Gym- 
nasicn, the spirit of the future is incorporated 
in the technical institutions. 

Professor Paulsen seems to look with fa- 
vor on this development. The methods of ex- 
periment, research, and specialization lead, hq 
thinks, to a certain toning tlown of differences 
of education; with some truth he observes that 
intellectual i)ridc is less easily fostered by a 
technical than b}- a literary education, and 
that [tractical work breaks down barriers that 
would have iirovcd imprcgn.able to mere con- 
versation, Yet he honestly points out one 
great drawback of this system :— 

'. ' Thcre is danger that the student will cither 
lose himself, iiv-tnc." multitude of subjects ■ ■that 
call for his a!tfcntion,' or let the general view, 
of ; the whole domain ;:of his science slip from 
his ken in trying to fathom one single problem; 
.... A certain weariness and disappointmciU', 
which begins to make itself felt here and 
there, would seem lo be the outcome of iier- 
sonal experiences of this kind. 

The university oiil}^ ser\'es to sharpen the 
blade. AYhere, tlien, is it fir.st lo be tempered? 
At the secondary school, says Professor Paul- 
sen. Yet no stronger.-'indictment of the Ger- 
man system, so far as its' ability to give a lib- 
eral education is concerned, can be framed 
than from the very reforms wdiich he demands 
in the secondary schools. The ]\eal-G_ynnias- 
iiim and the Kcalschulc liaving made it their 
aim throughout lo eqni]) the pupil for "enter- 
ing iiUo touch with reality," the foi-malive ed- 
ucation, what the Germans have rightly callc<l 
I'ildung, was left lo be given hy the univers- 
ity. As Professor .l.'aulsen sa3-s, this bill 
drawn on the universities is being mct in less 
aiid less degree; and he himself looks back lo 
the schools In ]iroducc a solid framework "of.; 
character and k-n()\vle<lge. For that reason iie 
demand.-^ a less hampcriiig stale cunlrol, and a 



recognition hy the educational authorities that 
in the higher forms greater scope must I;e 
given to individuality and that the teacher 
nuist be given a freer hand. He complains of 
the "ever-increasing straitness of the official 
regidations to which the work of the teacher 
is subjected," and of U»e- faQt?l:hafe.:v.'(cyefli,^^^^ 
'correctness' of personal convictions -toil '^■•tli civ 
part of teachers and pupils has become subject 
to inspection and compulsion." This clogging 
of the springs of individual effort is not calcu- 
lated to remedy the defects of specialization, 
and it is almost as a coimscl of des])air that 
Professor Paulsen reconunends the teaching 
of philosophy in schools. We nuiy smile when 
we read that : — 

In consequence of all this, a great number 
of students at German universities now do not 
come in contact with philosophy at all, an<l a 
deplorablc'lack of familiarity with the ultimate 
problems of existence and liife is accordingly 
to be found amongst the educated classes. 

The "common-sense"' ' Eng:lishman may 
flatter himself that he is none the worse edu- 
cated for having only the most distant bowing 
accpiain lance with these ultimate problems, 
l)ut he ^vf)uld do well to reflect on the sentence 
wdiich follows : — 

Vague scepticism, malcrialism of the most 
superficial (l(;scri])lioii, electicism, void of any 
])hilosopliical jirinciplcs, uncritical submission 
lo the hitest craze in the garb of ]diilosopliy — 
such are the conse(|ueiices of the disappear- 
ance of iihiloso[)h}' and its clarifying influ- 
ence. . . . 

Again, the school course in Germany is too 
rigid and too long. Young men of twenty or 
more arc kept subject to the strictest discii)- 
linc till thej' sire suddenly launched into a uni- > 
versity where' the student is more his ' own 
master than at any time of his life. Such vio- 
lent colitrasts cause many failures. In fact, 
sa_\-s Trofc'^sor Paulsen, what German}- wants 



is the Anglo-American college. This is a very 
striking remark, and may po.ssibly be a shock 
to a certain school of reformers in England 
wdio are given to raising their voices in lament 
over our English univei-sitiesfrtind our public^.|> 
schools., Germany is their ''sluiiing exainplet-? 
"the independent grasp and handling of real- 

f ity" their battle-cr}'; according to them, every 
uUiver.sity must give full facilities for every 
kind of technical training, and even the hu- 
maner studies are to be transformed by the in- 
trod.uclion of the Seminar .syslciu and research. 
Those \vho h(.)ld that unifonnUy is not essen- 
tial, lliat in some universities and schools the-.j: 
older, literary system of mslruction may well;,; 
remain predominant) ;.that early.', speciahi^ation.;; 
is harmful to ;i lull mental- development, and 
that a risk. of engendering intellectual ])ridc is 
more than ■ compensated by avoidance of ih^it 
narrowness of view which a purely "realistu ' 
education is all loo apt to produce, will find 
great comfort in learning that Germany has 
l)egun to find out her mistake. It would be 
the ruin of higher education in England were 
it to aim at making the mind a delicate probe 
only suited to a very special kind of reality 
rathei-;.,than a. master,. ..Icey,, fashioned to fit no 
•special lock tut adapfablev to ; any door of 
knowledge. ,Cfe;:-7v • 

• ' There is no space in wliicH to touch on 
Professor Paulsen's treatment of the cpicstion 
of elementary education. But, in view of our 
present education controversy, it is very inter- 
esting lo note what he says upon the question 
of religious instruclion. Ilis view is that a 
state has no creed and cannot therefore give 
dogmatic teaching, but since education has 
passed out of the hands of the Church, the 
slate must give religious instruction without 

•dogma. In undenominational teaching Pro- 
fessor Paulsen holds there is no loss to the re- 
ligious life, as the dogmas of a church deal 
with iiroblems and cx])erieiices incomprehen- 
sible to boys and girls, lie sees hope for il^ 



adoption, .spontaneously, not by state action, 
in the intermingling of different religions and 
more especially in the growth of a German na- 
tional spirit which is gaining increasing pre- 
ponderance over religious differences. Pos- 
'siKly' iie Istoye^ national spirit 

has not savccliEngland from violent dissension 
over religidus'educalion. ISul to those who 
have still an open mind Professor Paulsen's 
all loo short treatment of the subject may be 
warmly recommended, and even those wdio 
strongly hold opposite views will find in it 
much that is suggestive. ' 



TROUBLE IN INDIA 

Private' dispatchps frpm India indicate that 
a very serious state of affairs prevails in one 
of the crack cavalrv regiments there. A na- 
tive was found dying outside the quarters of 
this regiment the other day under circum- 
stances indicating that he had been violently 
assaulted by some of the soldiers. The ci- 
vilian authorities took the matter up with the 
result that strong suspicion fell upon two 
troopers in the regiment. "When, howcvfer, an 
attempt was made to arrest them and identify, 
them with the crime lhe\' were stoutly defend- 
ed by their comrades, who threatened open 
violence to anyone who attempted lo make the 
arrest. They refused to parade when formal- 
ly commandqd to do so by their commanding 
officer, and the usual business of saddle cut- 
ting and harness destruction followed. In the 
end the men had to be overawed by threats of 
sunmioning the native infantry .,frpniy;,i;the 
neighboring barracks to disarm tHein ^'unless 
they behaved themselves. Strangely enough, 
however, the authorities have now withdrawn 
the demand for the arrest of the two troopers, 
and arc seeking another theory in connection 
with the crime. 
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^ROM being the "profession" it once 
was, journalism in l*,ngland, accord- 
ing to one of its representatives, has 
been made a "trade." The agency 
to whom this change is attributed is 
Lord Northcliffe, otherwise known 
as Alfred Harmsworth. He becomes the "Man 
of the Week" in the "Character Study" of the 
London Daily News (July 25) from the re- 
ported fact that he, and not i\Ir. .'\rthur Pear- 
son, has acquired a controlling influence in the 
Times. Already the owner of twenty news- 
;^papers and weeklies, chief among which is the 
' 'Daily' News, he easily becomes, in finally con- 
quering "The Thunderer," the Napoleon, or 
perhajis the Wellington of English ncwspaper- 
dom. His contemporary, wdiich we are quot- 
ing, looks with dismay upon the profession 
wliich he is charged with having "American- 
ized." Journalism, according to this writer, 
^vho signs himself "A. G. G.," "had a moral 
function; in bis hands it has no more moral 
significance than the manufacture of soap." 
.' I'lirther: 

"The old notion in regard lo a newspaper 
was that it was a responsiblc-adyiser. of the 
public. Its first ditty was' to 'provide the 
news, uncolorcd by any motive, i)rivalc or 
juiblic; its second to present a certain viev/ 
of public policy which it believed to be for 
the good of the stale and the community. It 
was sober, responsible, and a little dull. It 
. .tr;eated life as if it was a serious matter. It 
• iVaid an antiquated respect for truth. It be- 
lieved in the moral governance of things. 

"Lord Northcliffe has changed all this. He 
|started free frorn all -convictions. ' He saw an 
'■iri"im'ense, 'unex'pl6ifcd' field. The old journal- 
ism appealed only to the minds of the respon- 
sible public; he would a]ii)cal lo the emotions 
of the irresponsible. 'J'he old journalism 
gave news; he would give sensation. 'J'lie 
oifl journalism gave reasoned opinion ; he 
^v(nlld give unreasoning ])assioii. When Cap- 
tain Elanagau from the calm retreat of the 
debtors' prison was drawing ,up the, prospec- 
tus of The Pall Mall Gazette he said proudly 
that 'it would be written by gentlemen for 
gentlemen.' Lord Northcliffe conceived a 
journal which in Lord Salisbury's phrrise was 
'written by office-boys for offico-l'ows.' It was 
a bitter saying; but Lord Northcliffe has had 
his revenge. He, Lord Salisbury's 'office-boy' 
of journalism, was raised to the peerage by 
-Lord vSalisbury's nephew. 

. "It was not the onl}' case in which time 
passed an, ironic comment on Lord Salisbury's 
views on the press. When Gladstone repealed 
the stamp duly and made the penny paper 
jiossiblc, Lord Robert Cecil asked scornfully 
Avhat good thing" could come out of a |)eiinv 
jiapcr. A cheap ]ircss, like an enlarged fniii- 
chise, hieant lo his gloomy and fatalistic mind 
'red ruin and the breaking u]) of laws.' And 
he lived to see himself kept in power by the 
democracy which he had feared, and deriving 
his support from the half-penny iiress, at 
which he would have shuddered. 11c lived, in 
fact, lo realize that there is a better way with 
the office-boy than to drive him into revolu- 
tionary movements. It is to give him a vote 
and The Daily Mail." 

Lord Northcliffe, says this writer, in a 
mood of aphorism, "is the common man in 
an uncommon degree." He goes on: 



"There is no psychological m_\'stery to be 
unraveled here, no intellectual shadowland. 
He is obvious and elementary, ile is simply 
the type' of the nian w ho wants niateria! suc- 
cess and nothing else. He lias no other stan- 
dard by whicii to judge life. Napoleon's cpios- 
lion was 'What iiave yon done?' Lord .N'ortli- 
cliffe's c[ueslion would be What have you 
got?' For he not only wants success liim- 
* self; he admires it in others, it is the jiass- 
port to his esteem; i;. It .is, the thing he under- 
stands. If you will watch his career you will 
see that, as far as he has a philosophy at'Sll,., 
it is this, that mcrii; rides in a moltn- car. "Y"6u' 
becfjme interesting to him, as Johnson became 
interesting to Chesterfield, immediately }"ou 
have succeeded. When be went down lo that 
memorable meeting at (Uasgow at udiicli Mr. 
Chamberlain fornially opened his fiscal cam- 
])aign, he changed his policy :in a night.> •LPs 
papers had been full pf deniinclatipns of 'Wliat 
he had christened 'the stomach tiax;' bilt this 
meeting, so great and so eiithusiastic, seemed 
the presage of success. He was going to be 
left in compans' with that dismal thing, fail- 
ure. The thing was unthinkable, and he leapt 
the fence 011 the instant. For he believes with 
j\ir. Biglow that . ' 

A merciful Providciioe I'n.sliioned.us hollow. 
So that we mlfjlit our r"'i'"'ipln-'< swallow. 

The one j)rinci])lc lo \\hicli his lo)-;ilty never 
falters is lo be on the side of the big bat- 
talions. 

"I have said that I.,ord Northcliffe is the 
common man in an uncommon degree. Youi 
see it in this article in Young Folks (Harms- 
Avortlrs first article, upon the subject of '.'\inri- 
teur J^holography,' published in Young b'ollcs 
for 1S81). Amateur jdiOTOgraphy has just be- 
come ])0])iilar. He, ;i lad oi eighteen, seized 
(511 it as a strpi)iiii^-stone to fortuiic. .A liltle 
later came the booni in cycling, and Master 
Harmsworth, still in his 'teens, became a cy- 
clist journalist in Coventry. Sir George 
Nevvnes had touched the great heart of hu- 
manity with Tid-Bits, and iMr. Harmsworth, 
now a man of iwcnly-onc, felt liiat the streets 
of i.,on(lon luil end to end ^VlJuld slretch 
across the Atlantic, and that there were more 
acres in A'ork-sliire lluiii letters in the liible.

A DEFENCE OF INDIA 

The Times of India (BoiuIki}') makes the 
following criticisms upon the article on India 
in the last number of the Quarterly Review. 

"The picture," it says, "is drawn in very 
gloomy colors. With a full consciousness of 
the seriousness of the agitation which still 
confronts the administration at so many 
points, wci;^belieye.:.;tlia of the 

country is noti-'Sicrft'^ala^ to 
think. There is a danger in metaphor, and we 
think that people in JCiigland' may be misled 
by such a statement as that during the last 
eighteen months, disfiffcclion has grown with 



a torrential rush' which has overspread the 
land like a flood, and yet we. arc warned by . 
recollections of the deceptive optimism of the 
years joreccdiiig 1857 not, to be too certain that 
the evil is one which can be easily stayed. 

"The writer by no means exaggerates the 
extension of the conspiracy winch has been 
brought to light in Bengal. Our own informa- 
tion is that even fiom-tjie Pacififc shores there 
has gone help to "the conspirators iii India. 
There is no question of a general insurrection, 
and although there arp far more unregistered 
arms in India than was suspected until com- 
])aralivel3' rccentl}'', there is little reason lo 
look for anything beyond s])orad!C outbreaks 
wdiich would iiowliere be bcyoiul the power of 
a reliable and efficient jiolice lo quell. But 
;even/this;:is.^.;pr^^^ which a few yearst:ago 
never' enteVcd''into'thc imagin.ation of the most 
nervous amongst us. 

"'I'hc greater trouble wdiich will come u])on 
the (lovcrnnicnt whenever iMiglami is engaged 
.in a life and de:Uh struggle with a great 
power is largel)' a matter of conjecture. The 
contingency is bound to exercise ihe thought 
of statesmen and soldiers, though we sec no 
advantage in following^^ihe. Quarterly Review 
in m.'iking- it the subject of alai-mingly detailed 
])revision. .Meanwhile, there is one matter, not 
of conjecture, but of ex])ericnce, wdiich may 
l,ie set on the oilier side. The Viceroy assurctl 
us, a year ago, that the nali\-e ariiiy had loy- 
ally willisU.iod the allempts wdiich agitators, 
mainly in the I'uiij.ab, had made lo undermine 
its fidelity. Since then we have had, in the 
operations on the frontier, some signal proofs 
that the native army is as ready as ever to 
fight l)ravel\' at the side of British troops. 

"\\\- have solid grounds, therefore, for the 
belief that the army remains true to its salt, 
though we are not so sure that the police, up- 
on wiiose alertness ;ind fidelity the peace and 
safety of m;iiiy districts will be largely depen- 
dent for .sonic time to come, are yet as reliable 
:in iiislnniu iit for the .preservation of order 
as they ought lo be. 

"While there is .good reason for belieying 
iiiat the Govonimciit, in a phrase that was 
familiar in France a few years ago, can answer 
for ni.'iterial order, it is not yet ])ossible lo feel 
coiifidt.'nt ill llie restoration of 'moral order.' 
It is not easv to ri<l our minds of the jiainful 
impression created by such an incident as the 
dead silence with which the native meivbers 
received Sir George Clarke's appeal at the re- 
cent mceling of the Legislative 'Council for 
the co-operalioii of responsible Indians against 
political incendiaries." 




. A^unique effortvfor helping to 'stay the 
scourge of consumption has been devised.

Iv.igeiie of vSwederj, Countess of Flanders, 
y\rcliducliess Joseph of Austria, Princess Leo- 
pold of Hohenzollern^v; , Princ Waldemar of 
Denmark, Princess Feodora of Schleswig- 
Holstein and the Princess of Vendome. The 
idea seems to have originated with Queen 
Carola of Saxony, and the effort is interna- 
tional in its scope.

,Y the average individual (unless he 
hapiiens to be a salmon fisher) Ice- 
land is imagined to be ..a place 
somewhere within the region of the 
Arctic circle and to be literally a 
land of elcrnal wdnlcr. The fishing 
enthusiast knows it onl}^ as a paradise of his 
craft.ahd values it as such accordingl3^ 

A score or two of tourists visit the island 
for a week or so in summer and get as far as 
Thingvellir, or if they be not loo saddle sore 
they ma}- see Cicysir. ]^>iil only a xcvy select 
few li;i\'e tra\elled for weeks on the hardy lit- 
tle ponies and known to the full the exceeding 
delight of day after day spent in the wonderful 
Icelandic air arid- of. riding, through the green 
valleys and -fordihgJthe numberless rivers and 
streams of Iceland. To those who can ride a 
little and are keen on an open air life and wdio 
are lovers of scenery the island should appeal, 
and this should a])ply even, more so lo those 
tired of the way of cities. For there are no 
railway-s in Iceland, no motors, and there were 
until very recently 110 telegra[)lis. 

A correspondent of the London Globe 
spent six- weeks -there one suiuiner and rode 
across the islaiul from Reykjavik to F^askruds- 
fjord, where .tlie cable now .connects Iceland 
with the outer world, and thence to the north- 
ern portion of Akuyreri. The route lo Fas- 
krudsfjord across the glacier rivers is most in- 
teresting and is not withcjut its element of 
danger, owing lo the remote iKissibilily of the 
]K)iiics, sure looted as they are, l.)eing swept 
off llieii- feet Ijy those fiercely running waters. 
The guide is usually a well educated man, 
very often a moclical student, who in this way 
earns nionc}' during the sunnuer lo pay for his 
winter studies, and in my case was a most iin- 
tercsting type and an excellent good fellow. 
He belonged to a small but cnlluisiastic parly 
wdiich is Avorking for the increase of home rule 
in Iceland and. which I'clicvcs in Iceland for 
the Ici.'laiiders. Some d;iy proh.'iljl}^ lie \vill sit 
in the Icelandic parli:inient and he a thorn in 
the side of the I )aiiish parly. 

The countiy is very rough in parts, I.nit in 
many places there are .grxjd, if .small roads, 
and in most a track. The interior is, of course, 
mostly snow mountain and glacier, with the 
mighty Vatna JokuU, a mass of biifnished sil- 
ver iagainst the sapphire .; sk)r, towering over 
all. There is no want of 'variety about the 
scenery travelled through. One day it is 
through smiling green valleys dotted with 
farms and crossed by innumerable streams. 
Another day one rides (ov hours over sandy 
wastes, and yet another over volcanic rock's 
whose fires have long since died out. An 
early sUirt is usually made and at a smart i^aee 
one rides, till midday, when' there is an hour 
for rest and a delightful al fresco meal, and 
the journey is continued until the farm-hou.sc 
is reached where hospitality is given for the 
night, and very genuine hospitality it i.s. 

The Icelandic sunlmer night is never quite 
dark, and I have ridden in the soft afterglow 
lip to midnight. The farms which are some- 
times built altogether of Avood, but more 
often have turf Avails and roofs, are usually 
siiotles.sly clean, and their coffee and milk are 
excellenl. When one gets accustomed to it, 
Ihe rye bread takes a lot of beating, and if 
you cannot eat smoked or ijalted mutton, eggs 



arc generally plentiful, and in case of need of 
a^tin of pfoyisipns from your commissariat 
can -be heated, up for you.' The sole drawback 
lo the life is in the case of a rainy summer, and 
only oilskins wdll keep out Icelandic rains. 
But my six weeks trip included but four or 
five wet days, and the rest of the time it Avas 
brilliantly fine. 

Perhaps one of the most interesting rides 
was over the glacier knOAvn as the Breidmer- 
kur Joknll, in southern Iceland. We had left 
the liltle port of Vik, Avherc I had revelled in 
the billows dashing upon the sandy beach, and* 
after several hours riding over black sand ar- 
rived at the foot of the glacier. 'To cross the 
mountain it was necessary to disniount. At 
several points there were crevasses, which had 
to be negotiated on boards laid across, and it 
was altogether a pretty hard pull up for both 
]jonies and men. 

One lasting recollection of Iceland is that 
of the farm of Reykjahlid, on Lake Myvatn. 
Quite close to the farm, in a sort of gully be- 
tween Avails of rock partly arched over is a 
deep pool of translucent blue-gi'ecn Avater, 
whose tempcratui;e' is :-invariably "about 70 de- 
grees Fahrenheit'-'' Its 'origin is attributable to 
some hot spring deep down in the earth. I 
slipped into the pool through the only en- 
trance, a hole in tiie rock, one dark, wet night, 
just after reaching Reykjahlid, and the pleas- 
ant recollections of its delicious warmth are 
only shared hy .somewhat similar ones of a hot 
tank at Tocliinoski-shin-yu after a cold, rain}'- 
day's rickslunv ride from the garrison town of 
Kumatoto, in Japan. 



BARON VERSUS SIGNOR 

• In the Rue. Scribe, close to the Opera, an 
Italian- jBarbn and a Councillor of the Italian 
Embassy ill Paris, has been slapped in the 
face by a fellow-coiintryman, a plain signor.

The Baron retorts 
that he first of all lent the Signor money, then 
to oblige him found- a purchaser for his tapes- 
try, w hich was not Avorth nearly as much as he 
imagined, and far from having made money 
by the transaction was out of pocket over it, 
l ie refused lo challenge the Signor because the 
latter i.s not of his rank. He is leaving Ihc 
Paris Fmbass3^'for another post, but is stay- 
ing on here for some time, during Avhich, as he 
will no longer enjoy "diplomatic immunity," 
he invites the Signor to prosecute him '"if he 
dare." , 

The Queen of Spain has the Englishwo- 
man's love of the open air.

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I] 1^ Story of the present fighting- in 
Tiibri/: will g-o down to history as 
eharacLcristic of Persia of today, 
savs the J^oiifloii Times. As fighting 
if. lias no j)lace in the records c ,i 
race ill at once lield Uic wliole of the 
Middle East in sulije^ction. Here men fight in 
two fashions, one for a \va,£;c that is higher 
than the normal return for toil in the bazaar, 
and the other, it would appear, for the pleasure 
of seeming, hrave. Both classes are the worst 
material for the purposes in hand, since their 
fighting energy is punctuated by the periods 
of refreshnicnt and repose tiiat order the Per- 
sian's (lay in times of peace. iIoreo\'cr, it is 
the last intention of citiier to suffer iiurt in the 
undertaking. 'Plie few men v:ho arc sincere 
are those wiio have no alternative but dcatii, 
ami tliosu who have deluded- their Shah with 
telegra])luc recitals. of their'victories. It is the 
manoeuvres of this small section that have 
terrorized this town for nearly fifty days. . 

It has I)een told how the Shah despatched 
one Paldiim Klian to subdue tiic inhabitants of 
'!'nl)riz -\villi Iiis Ivaradaglii bamlits. This 
cliief's opining campaign was successful, inso- 
mncli as lie eslahlished himself in tiic town, 
l)!lleted tlic SlialTs regular soldiers in the 
Thoplvhana, and actual!}' began the disarma- 
nrenUo|sup,h>qiiarters of the town-as . tendered 
their^submi'ssioh. But not contend witli this, 
he permitted his own wild following to^pillagc 
the outlying quarters. This Avas not unnatural, 
since tiie pillage of Trdiriz was the remunera- 
lioa ■wiiieh had l)ccn promised dicm. But 
]\aivhim Klian foolishl}' permittci,! tlie licence 
hel'ore his militai-_A' ]iosition was assured, 'l^he 
citadel and two (juarters were still defying his 
autliorit}', a.nd ^vllcn his following began to 
loot and ravish the sympathies of the town 



turned at once to these still recalcitrant quar- 
ters. A certain affair of the public baths for 
women proved the turning point. For days 
■ the lesser jMidlalis, intoxicated by their revolt 
against the Miijtclud, had been inciting the 
])0])ulatioii to tm^n against the Shah's rei)resen- 
tative. 'J'heir preacliing but required the stim- 
ulation of some incident to unlock the "flood- 
gates of popular resentment. Their wives and 
daughters ravished by 'Karadaghis in the pub- 
lic baths ! AVith one accord the multitudes in 
the mosques smote their chests until the tears 
came into their eyes, and with one purpo.se 
crowded down to the Valiadh's garden, whence 
Rakhini Khan was exercising his functions, as 
military dictator. 

Now this inflamed crowd was ])rocccding 
down to Ralchim Khan without arms. T)iere 
was some indefinite Jntcntiqii-'on- -the , part 
the leaders to throw themselves :^ the feet 'of' 
. the .dictator, an^ thc;^nanie;; of ■ the Stiah^ -to 
cair for mercy. ' Biit Mdi 'is tKe irony of parti- 
san warfare, when Ralchim Khan's followers 
saw all the alleyways leading down to the 
Valiadh's garden i)lc)cked with seething 
crowds, they hurried to their chief and told 
him that tlie whole cit)' had risen in arms, and 
were now bent on swamping tlicni. Ral<him 
Khan did not wait to investigate, but calling 
his horscmeiT^jto;sacldie/; g of the 

city aiid rettiriieil'tb thcisttfi^^^^ origin- 
ally occupied. This flight was a death-blow 
to the government's prestige. Persians are 
time-servers at their best. That evening Sata 
Khan and the anti-Ro3'alists reigned supreme. 
Recruits tumbled over each otiicr to secure 
arms and the bazaars became filled with 
swashbuekler.s loaded down with cartridge 
belts, Baghir Khan, a revolutionary of the 
same kidney as vSata Khan, who, on the arrival 



of Rakhim, had given his allegiance to the 
Shah, returned to the shadow of the "blood- 
red" flag and joined forces with Sata in the 
jehad wiiich the lesser Mullahs now jireachcd. 

If the terrorism for two months of a town 
of two hundred/thousand persons by a thous- 
and odd arnicd ariiateurs may be dignified by 
the term of opcratipns, the operators can be 
described as follows; — The Royalist adherents 
have held two walled quarters on the north 
fringe of the town. These quarters connect 
with the Sahib Divan sul)urb, where Rakhim 
Khan retreated after leaving the Valiadh's 
palace. The anti-]\.oyalists ha\-e held the two 
v,'ail('(! quarters on both sides oF the Royalists, 
and have built barricades all along the south 
or town front;.of;.the;;|^pyA!ist|.q^^ Thus, 
as they ha,ye held the cita'ael' W^^^ in the 
middle of tile Christian quarter, the anti-Royal- 
ists may be .said to have held Tabriz. The 
main feature in the struggle between the two 
])artics has been the artillery fire. Neither fac- 
tion has the suiallest conception of the true 
fimetion of artillery; but, so far as I have been 
able to gatlu.'r from a very close observation of 
the fire from the roof of the ]5ritish considate, 
there have been eight pieces in action — three 
in the hands of theyRpyalistS' and five with the 
anti-ivoyalists. IHvo of the latter's guu.s, a 3- 
inch Skoda field-gun of ancient make and an 
obsole'fc muzzle-loader, grace' the cmpalements 
of the citadel. Bakhir Khan has in his quar- 
ter what appears -to be a 2.5-inch mountain- 
gun, while actually in Sata Khan's quarter is 
another Skoda aral a smooth-bore. The Roy- 
alists have used two modern gims of about 2.5 
inch calibre, arid an old 9-inch mortar, which, 
on the few occasions fired, used a prodigious 
charge of black powder. As the. consulatejj? 
have been more or4css in the line of fire oflali'^' 



Royalist artillery replying to the guns in the 
citadel, we have all had a fair opportunity to 
judge of the practice. It has been so. alarm- 
ingly erratic that the marvel is that some fatal 
accident has not destroyed both guns and gun- 
ners. The same may be said for the anti-Roy- 
alist reply. For clays Sata Ivlian was without 
a man who could set a fuse. At last, however, 
he found, attached to a foreign consulate, a 
young sympathizer who had' spent a brief 
term in some military acadcm3^ Since the ar- 
rival of this youth on the citadel's banquette 
some of the anti-Royalist shells have been seen 
to bm-st. The damaging effect of artillery of 
this calibre, Avorkcd by inexpert gunners, can 
be imagined when Tabriz is pictured as a la- 
labyrinth of liaked nuid houses with walls and 
high garden walls over two feet thick. 

But of all the cheap warriors Avho have 
graced Tabriz during the last six weeks the 
honest peasants of the Shah's .1^03'al Regiment 
have cut the worst figure. They marched 
from 'J'chcran to join ]\akhim Khan in his re- 
])ressive measures. -Met by a local band they 
marched in Soo strong. Of this 800 none had 
ammunition, 200 oidy were armed, and 400 in- 
complete uniforms had been divided - between- 
all ranks. The very first day of -their: arrival 
the men.prqtested to the inhabitants tlieir' 
friendliness towards them, and, as if in earnest 
of this, those who were told off to furnish 
guards surrendered their rifles to the first re- 
volutionary who made a claim. For a week 
they subsisted on the charity of the town. 
'J'hen 500 of them gravely handed such odd- 
ments of gON'ernnient pro])erty as they pos- 
sessed to their officers, and took the road back 
?;to. their homes near Teheran. A few days

For the rest he has to depend upr 
on an army of tinkers, whose chief intention in 
carrying arms is blackmail, while their last is 
to do any serious fighting. Four kr&ns a day 
is their wage, and, if they can add another two 
or three to that by blackmailing the timid, they 
will not mind how long the bazaars arc closed. 
There are perhai)s 100 men in each faction who 
are determined fighting men. The rest is all 
stage property. ' . . ' 

But there is, of course, a most serious side 
to all this. While these two groups of serious 
men are contesting their brick barracks and 
nnul parapets the whole business of the town 
is at a standstill, and a vast wage-earning

Tho ground on. which; an. embassy stands Is, ' in 
theory, as well as In practice, the territory of tho 
nation to which its principal occupant belongs, ISven 
If a, criminal .wero harbbrod In an embassy the police 
could rfOt enter tho promises without permission. , 

An Ambassador Is above tho law of the country 
to which he Is nccredllpd. The courts have no juris- 
diction over him, and, strangely enough, -Jils subordi- 
nates, and oven his domestic servants, are also In- 
violate. Tho htnnblest emplni,n in the embass.v, if 
he committed a iiunlshablo offense, could not he .ar- 
rested without the coiLsent of his masler. .Xnr can 
an embassy official lie imiirisoned for debt. 

As. showing the liberty enjuyed by tliese .-igcnts 
of state,' It way be recalled that some yc:\i-» .-igo two 
gentlemen connectcl with tho American ,'\mbassy 
Woro Kummoned for riiling thoir bicycles on IIk; foot 
path in one of tiie home counties, 'i'liey refu.scil to 
.appear in court, and on tlie rccomuiendation of the 
llonie Heerolary the siuiinions v.'.'is wi t lidr:iwii. 

.\ nibassadors ai'o to be envleil most of all pcrbajis 
for their fi-eedoni I'riim the burden of taxation. 'I'liey 
disburse not one ]iemiy in la:;es, either <llr((Ctl.v or 
indirectly, and as for the cusiom liouse, 11, is non- 
existent so far !is liie\-are concerned. .\o diil.s' what- 
ever is charged In resinct of wine.-;, cigars, cigarettes, 
etc., that are consl;.vneil to them. 

Ag.ain, their excellencies need not bother about 
rates unless thc-y please. That they do so is purely 
an act of grace on tlii'ir jiart. 'I'hey are not legall.y 
exempt from these tantalizing demands on the purse, 
but If they dcclino to meet them there would bo no 
means ot enforcing payment.

"The new organization consisted chiefly of ser- 
vants- of the Government, civil and milltar.v, with a 
goodly proportion of young officers. Thn nature of 
the force which jiroduced it is now evident. The old 
discontent with the mis-government ;ind opiiression 
of the country never resulted in tmy effective inter- 
nal movement for reform. The lOuropean reform 
schemes h:ive laid tho train and kindled the spark, 
and the Powers, with iiulte another Intent, have In- 
directly caused this amazing and beneficent revolu- 
tion. To the ^rurlcs the advent ot the J'",iir<>|iean of- 
I'ieers ;inil tin- Iniposltioii of rerorni from without li;ive 
been unspeakable mortifications, :uiil h:ive engendored 
the bitteresL initred of tile corrupt regime at Yildi^ 
Kiosk, whicli, by lbs pi-ovoc:il 1 ve .-itlitude toward:^ the 
r;iyah exposed the I'hnplro to conlimuil hiunlliatlons. 

"The ineptitude of tho ( ;o\-i rnment w:is demon- 
'str.ited in a striking ob.leel-losson 1).\- the f:ict that the 
foreign officers, although their authority w;is cut 
down to tin; lowest iiolnt ami their activities In-miiier- 
ed at ever.v turn, succeeded in turning the Ciendar- 
nierlo into a, smart, well-ilressed, and well-drilled 
force, while tho Powers In-sisted that It should be regu . 
hirly iiald. Th(> contrast belween the condition of the 
(;enilariiierio under foredgn surveillance .".nd the con- 
dition of the army at tho mercy of their own corrupt 
and shiftless rulers was a bitter one for officers and 
men, and the reforming energies of tho h^'lnancial 
Coninilsslor. iniiiressed the (,'ivll servants also with a. 
disgust and hiitred of the old-regime, whose Incaimclty 
oxiiiised them to the nuirtification of foreign tutelage. 

"The plunder of thn Kmpiro by Eiirope!in conces- 
sion-hunter.s and tho long scries ot ignominious in- 
cidents, of whicii the Italian naval demonstr.'itlon in 
order to .ieciire the establishment of llalla.n post-of- 
fices throughout tho Kmplro is the most recent ex- 
ample, lncre:ised the hatred of tho Palace. And. there 
mipears to lu-ive been also In :\la.cedonia a preval- 
ent conviction among the Turks th.,'it thn attitude ot 
the Palace towards the Jhicedonlan nuestlon, Its en- 
couragement of the b:nid;i, and stubborn opposition 
to reforni. would lnevi;Lbly end In the loss of tho 
whole of ICnrope:in Turkey. 

"Tho .Salonika Committee set vigorously to work. 
It saw clearly tluU the only way to wring a (Consti- 
tution from the .Sultan was by force, and conceived 
tho plan of a general .strike of tho troops on .some 
critical occasion. Tho Third Aruiy Corps, stationed ,

A NEW USE FOR MILLIONAIRES - 

. Gerald Stanley Lee, tho poet-sago of Northamp- 
^tbrii'^MOssachusetts, has discovered a new use for 
miillbnalres. What they need, he asserts, is not to be 
abused or abolished, but to bo "inspired." 

Not to the Instinct of solt-sacritlee, but rather to 
that of self-expression, wo mu'st look, in Mr. Leo's 
judgment, for tho fountain-head of "inspiration" 
which is to flood the soul of the millionaire and change 
tho face of tho world. "It Is not going to be by ap- 
pealing to his .sense of what he ought to want," says 
.Mr, Lee, "or by pulling peevishly on the sleeve of his 
conscience, or by changing his clothoH, but by ap- 
pealing lo ■what he does want, by rousing the nobler 
passion m the man, the lion of delight in him, tho 
visions and thn dreams, the sense of nohio oppor- 
tunity, of jiersonal dcvtlny, of identity with great 
movtnnenls and deeds, that men like mlllidnalres aro 
going to be made to do things." Moro specifically, 
.Mr. Lee says: 

"There Is always sonicthlng lino and wilful and 
aristocratic and full of leisure and pleasure and sur- 
lilus about a man, be he rich or poor, who croatc.a 
a new valuo in the world. Tho creative imagination 
is some man's Joy, 1:1s surplus of solflshness. 

"The common i)coplo of Boston did not want 
music taught to them in the public schools, but 
Lowall Mason did not want to live, in a ■vvilderness 
or at best on a little oasis of music with a few otlicr 
lonel.v shivering musicians In New Kngland, and he 
was possessed with the idea that every one should 
sing'. There was almost no one who thought ho 
was right, and tliero ^vaM no one who would give lllm 
;i cliance to jn-ove It, and tlio best he could do at first 
was to get the people of Huston to give him per- 
mission lo pay his own salary wlillc he proved to 
them that they wanted nuisic. ■\VlKm the people had 
had It proved to tlieni in Hoston that thoy wanted 
music, it w:i,s found that they wanted it In every 
city ill the United .States. 

"And what Lowell Mason did with the common 
people in Boston, Major Illgglnson with ids sym- 
])hony has been doing with tho so-called cultivated 
classes. Tho.v are not rpiitn cultivated enough to 
^^'ant to pay for all of it theniselves as yet, but thoy 
iire going lo be, and orchestras arc being wanted and 
tqu-inging up all o\^or the country because a wilful 
man in Boston wanted jjeople to have an orchestra 
Unit they did not want— a man who did not care to 
go to Burope of an evening after dinner ■when he ' 
wanted music. Nearly all the best things for people 
have had to bo forced upon them by some man's over- 
Ilowing sellishness, and what a democracy is for is to ' 
create a . f rep and .favorable atmosphere for pro- 
ducing exceptlbnat-ipersbnalltlcs, men who will do 
those thingg; rich arid' -poor, meii who aro wilful 
with visions .of their own for others, and who give 
people a chance to want what tliey. are glad they 
wanted afterwards. One could go on forever mul- 
tiplying Instances of tho fact that tho great principle 
holds good."

, particular way in which he did business as a 

■ corn merchant and mill owner is now extinct, 
and. was becomin,;^- extinct in his time, which 

• n\eans that he was .^cttiny poorer without 
knowing- why; for, like ninety-nine out of a 
hundred men of business, he pursued: a rou- 
tine which he did not understand,' ami at- 
tributed his difficulties vaguely to want of 
capital, the sum he started wifh having gone 
in the bankruptcy of one of his customers. 
Ihit though he had no capital to give me, it' 
\vas assmncd in llie usual helpless way that I 
was to become a man of business, too. 

Accordingly, an uncle who, as a iiigh of- 

- ficial in a government dej)artinent, had excep- 
tional opportunities of obliging people, not to 
nientipn.; obstructing them ,if he disliked them, 
easily obtained for me a stool in a very genteel 
office; and I should, have been there still if T 
hail not broken loose in defiance of all pru- 
dence and become a professional man of 
genius — a resource not open to c\-ery clerk. I 
mention this to sIio\s- that the fact that 1 am 
not still a clerk may be regarded for the pur- 
poses of this article as a mere accident. I am 
not one of those successful men who canisay: 
"Why don't you do as I did?" ' 

One of my colleagues was/.an ancient 
bookkeeper. iHe had kept the books in a 
])ian6 warehouse until he was an elderly man, 
when his employer retired, burned all his 
ledgers, and cast his bookkeeper adiift. Now- 
adays that bookkeeper would not find another 
job at his age: but in the early 'seventies in 
Jrcland he drifted into the office with me. 
One day he told me that he suffered so much- 

.from cokl feet that his life was miserable. I, 
lull of the fanta.^tic nnschicvousness of youth, 
told him that if he would keep -his feet- in ice- 
cold water every morning wheiV',he got^up for, 
two or three minutes he would be completely 
cured. 

Some time afterwartls he told me that he 
felt a great affection for me because 1 had 
cured his cold feet, lie had followed my ad- 
vice ; and his toes now glowed all day with a 
cheerful .warmth.

I concluded from this that he had made his 
.son an .Arctic explorer nv something heroic of 
lhal kind, ;ind was consii.lerably let down on 
hearing tliat he was only a chemist's ;issislan1. 

I wondered wlielher there was any clerk 
alive who really liked being a clerk, or who 
would choose that occupation for his son if he 
:,liad any choice in the matter. VVhen this old

making ine I he offer is worth mentioning, 
lie wanted tlu' position wliieh 1 then held for 
a relative of his own.

In my case there was nothing to complain of. 
The* arrangements made, and my friendly re-

WHY PEOPLE DROWN 

One of Ihc oldest and most painfully familiar 
facts of human history is; that wc drpwn when- 
wheneyer" wd fall into the' water and sink.' 'Arid 
.the explanation of this distressing result is 
eqiially ancient iind familiar: we die be- 
cause our lungs till up with water.. So 
obvious and selt-evident was this, explanation 
that, like so man)'' 
other universally ac- 
cepted aiitl self-evident 
things, it was never, un- 
til lately, put to an ac- 
curate, ; scientific test. 
The not unusual result 
of the test was to show 
ihiit the ancient explan- 
ation is almost entirely 
wrong. 

.V few years ago a 
scienlilic connnission 
was ai^pointed by the 
English government, 
'headed by Professor 
Sdiaefer of Edinburgh, 
for the purpose of de- 
termining the best 
method of resuscitating 
those ap])arently drown- 
ed. The first thing that 
confronted this liody 
was the fact that we 
were entirely ignorant 
as to. exactly how' death 
1 ly ■ drpwiiihg ,' W i^s 
caused. - ' : ■ '^/y/- 

A thorbtigh and el- 
aborate scries of ex- 
periments on animals 
were carried out, with 
some distinctly inler- 
esting and valuable re- 
sults, i-'irst of all, it 
was found that death 
by drowning- is not due 
to the filling of the air 
paissages. .with water, as 
many of the animals 
experimented on were 
found, upon examina- 
tion ininiediaiely afler 
death, to Iku'C rli'awn 
into their lungs water in 
anunints ranging from 
four to eight ounces 
only (from one-third of 
a cupful to a cupful.) 
In some cases, death 
occurred when only two 
ounces of water had 
been drawn into the 
lungs. 

The chief cause of 
death apjM'Mrcd first to 
he a curious inhibiting - 
or ])ariil3-zing effect up- 
011 the heart. This was 

(luite ajjart from the direct effect njion rcsi)ira- 
tion. so much so that it could actually be pre- 
vented by administering a drug (atropin;, 

wjiich stimulated the heart, and inevented the 
transmission of this curious reflex parah-xing 
effect. .\s J'r(ifess()r Schaefer dryly remai^kcd ' 

"If yon lire (piite sure you are .going to be 
drowned, it is a good thing to take a dose of 
atropin in a<lvance." 

The second chief cause of death appeared to 
bu a profuse pouring out of mucus, which oc- 
curred from the throat, windpipe, and lining 
of the bronchial tubes. This, by the violent ef- 
forts at inspiration, rai)i(lly becomes clmnu'd 
into a froth, plugs up the snniller air-tubes ;ind 
air-cells, and renders it almost impossible to 
get air into the deeper parts of the lungs. This 
accounts for iliosc ])uz/^ling cases in which in- 
dividuals were got out of the water in a very 
few seconds after breathing had ceased and yet 
ulLimately died, in spiic of everything that could 
be done to resuscitate, them. They were- liter- 
ally choked by thcif owii secretions,' disowned 
in their own inticus. I'"ven the small amounts 
of water taken into the lungs were found' to 
either be coughed out again directly, as soon as 
the jiassages were cleared, or to be promptly 
absorbed into the blooil vessels. 

This gives us the imiK)rlant practical 
knowledge that there is no need to waste any 
time in standing the victim on his head, or roll- 
ing him over a barrel, or .shaking him, head 
downward, in order to "get the water out of 
his lungs." Such procedures are a .sheer waste 
of invaluable time. 

Next, experiments were made aslo effective 
methods of performing arlilieial breathing, and 
it was soon found thai these were of .Micli a 
character that tliev cmild hi' carried on upon a 
living huniaii subjecl, X'olunteers , were found 
who would put Ihemselves in the liaiuls of the 
c.Npecimentcrs, draw three or four full breaths, 



then completely rblax and make- no effort at 
breathing while the c.xperiinent was carried on. 

It was found that out of the three gener- 
ally accepted methods of artificial respiration, 
the so-called iNlarshall Hall, the Sylvester, and 
the Howard, the first two were utterl}'^, inade- 
quate, and the third dangerous. By no pos- 
sible vigor and skill at manipulation could the 
volunteer siilsject have enough breath pumped 
in and out of his lnn,gs liy either the Alarshall 
Hall (which consists of rolling tin; body from 
the side over on to the stomach and back again 
in rapid succession) or the Sylvgsterli^tllc^w^ 
known [iulling the arms up ov(;V''flic!- It'c^^^^ 
then pressing down 1 irmly again on the 'chest) 
to keep him in any degree coinforta'blc. 'JMte 
Howard method, which consis,... 01 compress- 
ing the sides of the chest with both hands .■it 
re.gular interv;ils. allowing it lime to expand, 
while it would efl'ecl a nearly sufficient inter- 
change of air, was found to be fraught with 
some danger to both thp ribs anci the liver, on 
account of the force'' rieccsaary to be used, 
while from the fact that the patient lies u])on 
his b.'u-k the tf)ngue is almost certain to fall 
back and produce suffocation; or such fluifl, 
water nnd nnicus ns may be jn-esent in the 
throat will pre\enl the entrance of air. 

.After many trirds a methon was hit njion 
which avoids all the dangers of the old 
methods and is so strikingly effective. that. per-r 
fcctly healthy individuals submitting thein- 
selves to it cm be Uepi comfortable for not 
merel}' minutes Imt lunirs at a time, without 
having to niake the slightest voluntary effort 
of- their bwn -at breathing. ,• '

N commenting on Olive Holland's book 
on "l-'rom the North Foreland to Pen- 
zance," the London Times says : 
The southern coast-line of Jtngland 
is so varied in seeneiy, and so replete 
with historic associations, that the 
author wdio atlcinjits lo survey it in a sin.gle 
volume is faced with the necessity of very 
careful selection and arrangement of his sub- 
ject, if he would escape being altogether over- 
whelmed by it. Mr. Holland has attacked his 
problem on lines \vhich at first sight appear 
ho|)eful. lie follows the coast-line in a yacht, 
and tlnis secures a more connected and com- 
])rehensi\-e outlook than is possible to the 
tra\-eller on land wdio attempts to cover the 
ground by train or by road, or even by the 
coastguards' cliff paths. He resolves only to 
describe such of the coast towns as arc also 
ports and harbors; and by treating mainly, of 
the more important and picturesque of th'eiri, 
and including only an outline description of 
the features of the intervening coast-line, it 
might appear that the task should be reduced 
to mariaigejible' proportions. But it is not until 
wc begin to look a lit- 
tle below the surface of 
contemporary history 
and landscape that wc 
realize the extraordin- 
ary picturesqueness 
and eventfulness of the 
annals of the southern 
English coast. Towns 
and villages that today 
have no .shipping, or 
arc even abandoned by 
the sea, are discovered 
to have had centuries 
of history as seaports, 
and to be rich in asso- 
ciations of lawful com- 
merce, of smuggling, 
and of war. By con- 
centrating his attention 
on this aspect of the 
subject the author adds 
to his task with one 
hand while he reduces 
it with the other. As 
for the scenery of the 
shore-line, which is di- 
versified by all the 
'chief geologicat forma- 
tions of the island, he 
is forced to accord it 
exceedingly cursory 
treatment, which is not 
always oven accurate 
in its broadest features. 
The scantiest acquaint- 
ance wdth Hastings is 
enough to impress the 
visitor - with the fact 
that its cliffs are not 
formed of chalk, as Mr. 
Holland asserts, but of 
the yellow sandstone 
(u'tcn known as the 
blastings Jjcds. The 
abutment upon the sea 
of the ^\'ealdcn area, 
from ^^hich the chalk 
has been denuded, is 
one of the 'most ..inter- 
esting natural .'featureij 
of the Kent and iSiissex 
coast, .

and now lies two miles inland. Hastings has 
novv no h.arbor, ;uid its .shipping consists of 
small fishing boats. l)i,i\-er, on Ihc other 
liaiiil. has become iinire important of late than 
ever belore in its hislory; its relics of anti- 
ipiity are now half obscured works of 

modern defence and commerce, and the whole 
lown forms the most striking contrast with 
the incfliaevalism of Wiiichclsea and I-lyc, 011 
their twin hills that front each other across 
the marshes.

Kent' and Sussex smugglers bore the Avorst re- 
putation for the lengths to which they were 
prepared to go in armed resistance to the law; 
and Mr. IloUand accepts the tradition that de- 
liberate wrecking was also prevalent along this 
])art of the coast, though some investigators 
of local Cornish traditions arc now inclined to 
believe that if the practice ever existed at all 
in-that country it had died out much earlier 
than ' the early years of the last century, when 
smuggling was in its prime. 

Mr. Holland has applied conscientious and 
profitable study to many original writings;, 
which are quoted in fragments more usually 
than they arc read, as well as to modern au- 
thors. He does not appear, however, to pos- 
sess the rather exceptional powers of sifting 
his material which arc required in writing a 
book which covers so wide a field. In a sur- 
vey of this kind, for example, he might - well 
have omitted his fragmentary recapitulation of 
the story of the Battle of Hastings.

Of late visitors to the Zoological Gardens 
have enjoyed unique opportunities of inspect- 
ing more species of birds of paradise dian 
were ever brought together there before, says 
the Standard. Most of the recent arrivals, as 
has::been already announced in the Standard, 
were ottaih^d by a collector sent out to Ne.w 
Guinea by Sir William Ingram, in conjunction , 
with the Zoological Society. -Nearly all be- 
long to a group distinguished by flowing side 
plumes of golden yellow or vivid red, wh'ich 
can be erected at will, and form an important ■ 
feature in the love displays of these birds.

it in honor of the Crown Prince Rudolph;';oif{!!;* 
Austria: The pre\-ailing color-note " oiP'tii^A 
plumage is blue, for though the upper surface 
and the breast shield are black, the sable is 
glossed with reflections of green and blue. 
There arc two series of erectile plumes on 
each sitle, that nearer the tail being the larger. 
The two central tail feathers are greatly elon- 
gated, and Icnninate in racket-shaped tips.

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^ll^^^HE Ungathered -Harvest of the 
Sea" is the name applied by John 
L. Cowan to the great mass of 
edible seaweed that annually 
grows, perishes, and decays in 
the waters, of the ocean. It has 
been predicted recently by Prof. Bonnycastle 
Daje that this will one day be used in large 
part as food for the human race, and Mr. 
Cowan, in an article contributed to the Techni- 
cal World Magazine, (Ciiicago, September), 
concludes that this 'prophecy is a reasonable 
one. He writes: 

"That the hint will, sooner or later, be act- 
ed upon by some enterprising manufacturer is 
not at all improbable; so that it is within the 
bounds of reasonable expectation that -we 
shall some day see 'Shredded Seaweeds,' 'Fak- 
ed Fucu.s,' 'Dessicated Dulse,' 'Predigcstcd 
Sargassum,' 'Puffed Nereocystis,' 'MaltOrKelp,' 
■'.Cream of Sea Moss,' and a' score 'of other 'ma- 
rine substitutes for hot cakes and maple 
syrup, done up in one-pound packages, 'guar- 
anteed under the Pure Food laws,' and 
crammed down the throats of a long-suffering 
and surfeited people. 

"It is just ten years since Sir A'v'illiam 
Crookes, president of the Lriiish Association 
for the Advancement of Science, presented his 
alarming array of statistics proving to his own 
satisfaction at least that by tjie.-year 1928 the 
entire population of the globe would be face 
to face with starvation, or, at best, with short 
rations, for the reason that the production of 
wheat could not possibly keep pace with tlie 
progressive increase in the world's popula- 
tion. Sir William failed to take into consider- 
ation the neglected and ungatlicrcd harvest of 
the seas. In the great Sargasso sea alone, in 
the Npr^tIi;jAtl^nticVP^ nutritious 
vcgetatioii' floiirisKeg ' and' decays to support 
the entire population of Europe,- !!. Jt, were 
harvested and prepared in a manner fitting it 
for human consumption. On the sca-bcachcs 
of the United States enough protcids aie cast 
up by the waves, and allowed to decay and 
dessicate into their original elements, to take 
the place of the whole product of the north- 
western wheat-fields. ''' -If the world's teeming 
millions ever face wholesale hunger, it wiil 
not be on account of any niggardliness on the 
part of nature, or any short-sightedness of 
Providcncci but because mankind lack the wit 
to utilize the food-materials that exist in 
superabundance. 

"Of course there is nothing at all new in 
the idea of eating seaweeds. They have been 
eaten and enjoyed for centuries, and in parts 
of the Orient are a staple article of diet— the 
litcral 'staff of life.' _Many varieties arc largely 
composed of gelatin, and these have been 
eaten for age* by the Chinese, Japanese, and 
the inhabitants of many islands in the Pacific 
Ocean. iThousauds of Japanese coast-dwellers 



gather a sufficient quantity of seaweed in 
July, August and September to last them until 
the ne.xt season's harvest. The people go out 
to the marine lT.arvest-fields in rowboats, 
equipped with long poles, 5t.Oithe;«id. pf;.each of 
\vhich a stout hook is attaclied/''"W 
queer implements of husbandry they tear 
the seaweeds loose from the submerged rocks, 
then take them ashore, and spread them out to 
dry in the sun. Then they are taken to local 
factories, where they are boiled, sliredded and 
prepared for use as food. A cleaner and more 
wholesome article of diet cannot be imagined 
and travelers whp,.have tried it pronounce it 
to be both palaVableland digestible.'- Th'Sre is 
no reason why it should not take the place 
of some of the common foods in general use. 
As a base for cheap candies, preserves, jellies, 
custards, and similar products requiring a 
chea[) but harmless 'filler,' it is infinitely su- 
perior to the materials commonly used. Yet 
millions of tons of this potentially valuable 
food are wasted on Ainerican., shores- every 
year; and. -through- the world the waste is so 
enormous as to be beyond computation. Em- 
erson Hough 'predicts that the time is coming 
when the farmers of America will save their 
potato-parings, to plant them for seed. When 
])otatocs become so valuable, or farmers so un- 
scientific, as to make that necessary, it will be 
time to abandon potato culture and to give 
sonic attention tp "the harvesting- pf the crop 
of the seas." j . ; ; " ,;>. . 

The ^ birds' . nests used , .for. soup by the 
Chinese and considered one of their' great na- 
tional delicacies, are made of a gelatinous 
seaweed used by a swallow-like bird of the 
l-",ast Indies for nest buildiii,!:,'-. Several varie- 
ties of seaweed, known as dulse, arc used as 
food in .Scotland and Ireland; and not long 
ago five thousand barrels of a seaw'ecd known 
as Irish moss were shipped annually from 
Massachusetts to New York and Pb.iiladelphia, 
for use in the manufacture of ' blahc-mange 
and other delicacies. The writer goes on : 

"It is evident, then, that the proposal to 
exploit seaweeds. a.s a food-material on a large 
scale is far from ridiculous. Seaweeds have 
always been used':fprrfpod, and .doubtless al- 
ways will be. The one amazing circumstance 
is tli.'it the enormous supplies of clean, cheap, 
and wholesome natriment are not made use of 
to a greater extent, particularly in view of 
the Avidespread discontent on account of the 
high and increasing cost of living. • It is 
hardly conceivable that the economic waste re- 
presented by the neglect of the marine forests 
and gardens will be much longer continued. 
The only vegetation that exists upon two- 
thirds of the superficial area of the earth is 
scaweccl. This vegetation ought to contribute 
to the support of the population of the land 
surface of the globe to such an extent that the 
question of food supply — the nightmare of 
scientific inquirers into the probable future of 



civilization and of the human race— need 
worry no one. : 

'"The most impprtitiit office of seaweeds is, 
of course, to make animiil life possible in the 
ocean. But for algae — a term that includes 
all plants that live in water, whether salt or 
fresh, and that derive their nutriment directly 
from the water, and not from the soil through 
the agency of roots — there could be no animal 
life in the .seas, lakes, ponds, creeks and 
rivers. Algae serve the same purpose in water 
that the prdinjjry forms of vegetation serve on 
land — that of rendering' it habitable. They 
take the elements existing in water as impuri- 
ties, and manufacture them into materials es- 
sential to animal life. — Literary Digest.

HE interesting discovery that leaves 
and other vegetable substances when 
Vkcih placed in contact Avith a sensitive 
plate in darkness will give rise to a 
photograpliic image has already been 
noted in these columns. Exhaustive 
experiments by Dr. Russell, described in Cos- 
mos (Paris, July 25) by Paul'^Gombes, seem to 
■show that this action is not due to i-adioactiv- 
ity, as was naturally supposed at first, but to 
direct chemical action of some sort, possibly 
that of hydrogen peroxid. Says Mr. Combes: ' 
"It is the same with all vegetable forms — < 
stems, leaves, flowers, seeds, tubercles, bulbs, 
etc. This has been demonstrated in a series 
of experiments made by Dr. Russell on all 
kinds of vegetation, from the germinating seed 
up to the completely developed form, and even 
on the dried plant after its death. 

"Certain of the most important vegetable 
sxdjstances, however, arc exceptions to the 
riile, notably starch, cellulose,, gum, sugar, 
pith, and pollen. 

'Any kind of rapid photographic plate 
whatever may be used in these ^ experiments, 
and the development is carried on in the ordin- 
.ary way with the usual materials. ^'- 

"That ve.getable subst<ances may act on the 
sensitive layer and give the best results, it is 
]icccssary in the first place that they should 
be properly dried; otherwise the moisture that 
they contain might alter the gelatin la3'-er and 
destroy the image. The .duration of contact 
may vary from a few "rhihutes to eighteen 
hours or more. The action may be hastened 
by heating, but the temperatures should not 
exceed 55 dc.grecs C. (131 degrees P.); on the 
other hand, the contact under ordinary condi- 
lio!is should not be more than eighteen hours, 
because of risk of alteration in the layer of 
emulsion. 

"The best method of drying vegetable sub- 
stances (leaves, etc.) before placing them in 
contact with the sensitive plate is to put them 
bctu'cen two sheets of very pure wl^ite blot- 
ting-paper and subject them to a pressure of 
200 to 1,000 kilograms to the square meter (40 
tp 200 pounds per square foot), 

"This pressure expels the sap, and the leaf 
may be placed in contact with the photographic 
plate after an instant's exposure to the air. To 
laiow whether pressure should be repeated, 
and whether it should be 20, 40, or 60 pound,?, 
there is no better Avay than to compare the re- 
.sults of previous experiments, having reference 
to the thickness of the leaves, their degree of 
moisture, etc. 

"This drying process has the advantage of 
giving a double image; that is to say, a direct 
image of the dried leaf and an indirect image 
by contact with the blotter impregnated Avith 
the sap, for the liquid . . . may itself react on 
the sensitive film. . . . When there is a great 



deal of sap the action is generally more intense. 
When a leaf is dried its action is considerably 
Aveakened, and may become absolutely null.' 
The poAvcr of the leaf resides irregularly on 
different parts of the surface, but in very old 
dry leaves a certain amount of the active 
principle always remains." 

Petals, the Avritcr goes on to say, may be 
used in the same Avay as leaves, and the color 
of the petal makes no difference. The pistil 
of a flower is very active, but the pollen alone 
gives no results. The first leaves of a sprout- 
ing bean do not act on the plate, but Avhcn 
the plant has attained some degree of growth 
the leaves act as usual. The same is true of 
other seeds and nuts, such as the acorn, 
chestnut, pea, almond, barley, etc. In bulbs 
the plant germ is inactive, but the envelopes 
are partly active. When growth begins, the 
germ becomes active also, but in different 
degrees Avith various plants. ' The activity of 
roots is also considerable. 

In this Avay Russell has tried almost every 
form of vegetable tissue; What can be the 
cause of this photographic action and whv 
should it vary so greatly from one kind of 
tissue and from , one stage of growth to an- 
other? It is evident, the writer says, that 
radioactivity can hdve nothing to do with it, 
for the object must be in actual contact Avitli 
the plate; even the thinnest sheet of glass or 
of mica arrests all action. Mr. Combes goes 
on ; 

"Russell advances the hypothesis that the 
active substance is peroxid of hydrogen. By 
dissolving one part of pure peroxid in one mil- 
lion parts of water, avc may obtain a solution 
susceptible of acting on a photographic plate 
at the end of tAVcnty-four hours, even Avhen 
the sensitive layer is kept at a distance of 3 
millimeters (one-eight inch) from the surface 
of the liquid. ' • 

"Mr. Russell recalls the fact that Usher 
and Priestley, among many other obsei'A-ers, 
affirmed that formaldehyde and peroxid of 
hydrogen are the first products of the groAVth 
of plants. This Avould explain the action of 
growing plants on the photographic plate. On 
the other hand, the resins and turpentine are 
common in certain plants, and even in very 
small quantities these may give rise to hydro- 
gen peroxid. 

"This is the hypothesis that is now open 
to v.ejrificatipn or disproof by other experi- 
menters.— Kiterary Digest.-
